The  Thirty-fifth  Annual  Convention,  Department  of  Colorado  and 
Wyoming,  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  Auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  assembled  on  the  morning  of  June  4,  A.  D.  1919,  9  a.  m., 
Knights  of  Pythias  Hall,  Rocky  Ford,  Colorado. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  at  l>:4f>  a.  m.,  by  the  Depart- 
ment President,  Annie  S.  Mills. 

All  joined  in  singing  "America,"  followed  by  the  repetition  of  the 
Lord's  prayer,  led  by  Sadie  M.  Likens,  Past  Department  President. 

Salute  to  Flag  was  given. 

Mrs.  Belle  R.  Opp  moved  the  Convention  be  in  open  session  until 
after  the  reading  of  the  President's  Address.  Seconded  by  Lucy 
M.  Davis.     Carried. 

Color  Bearers  escorted  to  the  Convention  Hall  the  James  A.  Gar- 
field Drill  Team  of  Leadville,  Colorado.  They  advanced  to  the  Presi- 
dent's station,  and  Miss  Pearl  Weber,  their  mascot,  presented  it  to 
our  President  and  the  Convention.  She  very  graciously  presented  a 
token  of  esteem  to  both  President  Mills  and  the  Captain  of  their 
team,  Lillian  Aho.  Each  responded  with  loving  words  of  appre- 
ciation. 

Millisant  Ustic  of  Wadsworth  Corps  No.  10,  Rocky  Ford,  Colo- 
rado, was  introduced  by  President  Mills  and  delivered  the  Address 
of  Welcome. 

ADDRESS    OF    WELCOME 

The  really  pleasant  occasions  of  life  stand  out  in  bold  relief  in 
memory  and  because  they  are  so  few  and  far  apart  we  do  well  to 
make  the,  most  of  every  one.  It  has  been  some  time  sine*  a  gather- 
ing of  this  kind  has  been  held  in  our  valley  and  it  may  not  o'.-cur  again 
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in  our  lifetime.  With  a  patriotic  ancestry,  a  great-grandfather  rap 
tain  at  the  battle  of  Bennington,  and  some  relative  in  every  war  of  im- 
portance since,  it  would  be  strange  indeed  if  I  did  not  greatly  revere 
the  men  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  As  a  child,  their  stories 
held  a  great  fascination  which  grew  stronger  with  the  years.  The 
present  war  has  made  the  younger  generation  realize  the  bravery,  the 
sacrifice,  and  the  awfulness  of  the  Civil  War,  and  honor  men  who 
fought  for  us  then.  These  same  veterans  when  war  was  declared 
with  Germany  were  our  most  patriotic  citizens,  urging  the  young  peo- 
ple to  "carry  on"  the  work  they  could  not  do,  and  not  one  of  them 
bad  Uncle  Sam  considered  them  physically  tit,  hut  would  have  given 
his  services  and  life,  if  need  be,  a  second  time  in  defense  of  his 
country. 

From  the  time  of  creation,  when  God  gave  Eve  as  an  helpmate 
to  Adam,  the  women  have  ever  been  interested  in  the  welfare  of  men 
and  they  in  turn  have  been  kind  enough  to  say  that  without  the  loy- 
alty, courage,  and  work  of  the  women  our  battles  would  never  have 
been  won.  The  Woman's  Relief  Corps  have  for  their  work  the  aid 
of  the  soldier  and  as  one  of  your  number  I  express  the  sentiment  of 
every  woman  in  Rocky  Ford  in  extending  a  most  cordial  welcome  to 
every  one  present.  We  will  have  with  us  in  this  Encampment  the 
men  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  whose  valiant  deeds  stand 
out  in  history;  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  who  stand  side  by  side  with 
the  men  in  every  time  of  need;  the  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R. ;  blood  rela- 
tives of  our  soldiers,  Daughters  of  Veterans;  and  many  loyal  women 
who  have  joined  in  the  work  of  the  Red  Cross,  showing  that  there  is 
no  class  distinction,  rich  or  poor,  high  or  low,  just  one  American  wom- 
anhood pulsating  with  love  for  our  country  and  our  boys.  We  will- 
have  the  American  Legion,  outgrowth  of  the  present  war,  young  men 
who  have  given  so  loyally  in  the  present  crisis,  and  the  Hoy  Scouts. 
our  coming  manhood,  with  many  other  interested  citizens  and  we  hope 
that  one  and  all  may  hold  this  occasion  in  pleasant  memory.  A  rainy 
day  in  Colorado  is  so  unusual  wre  are  rather  glad  to  see  it,  and  trust 
the  weather  outside   may  drive  us  closer  together  inside.

JVIrs.  President,  Millisant  Ustic,  Women  of  the  Relief  Corps, 
and  Friends: 
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It  is  indeed  a  pleasure  to  respond  to  such  words  of  welcome  as 
we  have  just  listened  to  and  I  thank  you.  Airs.  President,  for  the  honor 
conferred   on   me. 

WELCOME!     How  much  thai  little  word  means  to  you  and  to  me. 

It  is  "Well  you  come."  II  makes  the  heart  leap,  the  blood  How 
faster  and  the  eye  brighten.  The  very  atmosphere  seems  pervaded 
with  a  sweetness  when  we  hear  and  feel  we  are  welcome.  And  it  is 
fitting  that  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  should  be  welcomed  wherever 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  may  be.  Th  >se  noble  men  of  '(Jl-'Go 
who  went  forth  to  keep  this  land  of  ours  a  noble  heritage  for  all  time 
to  come,  one  country,  one  language,  one  Flag,  and  what  a  "welcome 
sound"  it  must  have  been  that  rang'  through  this  land  when  the  an- 
swer to  the  "call"  came — "We  are  coming,  Father  Abraham,  three 
hundred  thousand  more  to  (ill  the  vacant  ranks  of  our  brothers  gone 
before."  Those  are  the  men  who  made  it  possible  for  us  to  send  forth 
all  those  boys  in  khaki  and  made  us  what  we  are  today,  the  foremost 
nation  with  the  glorious  Flag  that  is  welcomed  everywhere. 

The  Woman's  Relief  Corps  has  ever  kept  pace  with  those  Boys  in 
Blue  who  have  all  turned  gray.  We  have  scattered  the  roses  and 
plucked  the  thorns  from  their  pathway  and  as  life's  dim  sun  grows 
colder  we  will  help  them  face  death  to  come,  as  death  has  come,  with 
shoulder  firm  to  shoulder.

Your  reputation  for  sweetness  is 
nation-wide;  from  ocean  to  ocean  your  cantaloupes  are  found;  also 
your  sugar,  and  these  sweets  are  the  production  of  your  own  fair 
valley,  and  1  feel  sure  so  much  sweetness  around  you  has  filled  the 
air  and  become  a  part  of  yourselves,  hence  your  splendid  welcome  to 
us.  and  in  the  name  of  my  Department  President,  Annie  S.  Mills  and 
the  members  of  this  Convention,  I  thank  you  tor  your  words  of 
greeting. 

Mrs.  Julia  E.  (villain,  acting  Senior  Vice  President,  announced 
we  would  listen  to  the  Address  of  President   Mills. 

ADDRESS   OF    DEPARTMENT    PRESIDENT. 
Officers  and   Members   of  the  Thirty-fifth    Department    Convention: 

One  year  ago  you  gave  me  a  garden  to  care  for.  1  have  worked 
with  untiring  energy,  arduous  effort,  and  genuine  love  for  this  organ! 
zation,  and  1  believe  I  have  returned  the  fruits  to  you  multiplied  at 
least  five-fold,  and  it  lies  in  your  power  to  gain  ten  fold  before  thii 
convention  adjourns. 

Here  in  the  early  spring  we  are  about  to  look  over  the  fruits  of 
our  year's  labors  for  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  the  Boys 
of  1918.  May  we  be  able  to  say  thai  the  spring  planting  was  good; 
the  autumn's  and  summer's  sun  made  fertile,  and  that  the  next  spring 
brought  full  maturity  of  patriotic  achievement.  The  reports  of  my 
officers  will  be  read,  but  1  wish  to  say  in  advance  that  no  Department 
President  ever  had  a  more  loyal  Staff.  They  have  worked  in  perfect 
harmony,  and  I  take  this   way   to  publicly   thank   them. 

Inspection. 
Owing  to  ill-health.  Margaret  Schiller,  Department  Inspector,  re- 
signed her  office,  and  Delia  Mulford  was  appointed  to  the  office.  Mr:. 
Mulford  has  demonstrated  her  knowledge  of  our  ritual  work,  and  haf 
proven  a  capable  officer.  Her  report  will  follow.  To  save  expense  I 
combined  official  visits  with  inspection.  On  my  return  from  the  Port- 
land Encampment  in  September,  I  visited  and  inspected  the  corps  or 
Laramie  *nd  Cheyenne. 
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Patriotic  Work. 

The  Flag  laws  of  Colorado  aild  Wyoming  have  been  printed  and 
copies  sent  to  all  Corps. 

This  Department  presented  the  Department  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  a  beautiful  Flag,  which  was  carried  by  them  to  Port- 
land, where  in  the  parade  it  waved  in  joy  ill  being  permitted  to  show 
the  patriotism  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  by  leading  a  body  of  men  win, 
gallantly  fought  to  save  it  as  an  emblem. 

On  November  19th,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  reading  the  National 
General  Orders  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  at  an  entertainment 
in  Trinity  M.  E.  Church  in  Denver,  given  to  commemorate  Lincoln's 
Gettysburg  speech  and  of  representing  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  on 
the  program.  I  have  assisted  many  of  the  Corps  in  their  Flag  presen- 
tations, and  on  several  occasions  have  made  the  presentation.  Mrs. 
Fiuma  A.  Hart  man,  Department  Patriotic  Instructor,  a  faithful  worker, 
will  soon  read  her  report. 

Department  Aides. 

As  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  exists  to  aid  all  "Defenders  of  the 
Nation,"  we  gave  our  services  to  the  United  States  General  Hospital 
No.  21  at  Aurora,  Christina  R.  Johnson,  the  Department  Senior  Aide, 
took  up  the  work,  and  her  report  will  be  read.  About  the  middle  of 
March,  Elizabeth  M.  Bucky,  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Hoard,  finished 
the  work  laid  out  by  Christina  It.  Johnson  and  carried  out  by  her  De- 
partment Aides.     I  can  best  illustrate  her  work  and  theirs  by  a   story: 

A  noted  painter,  father  of  a  son  who  was  also  a  great  painter,  in 
his  old  age  goes  into  his  studio  and  paints.  He  cannot  do  bis  best 
and  leaves  discouraged.  The  son  sees  the  daubed  work,  and  with 
master  strokes  touches  up  the  picture.  When  the  father,  next  morn 
ing,  awakening  refreshed,  sees  the  picture  he  concludes  that  it  is  not 
so  bad  after  all;  so  with  hidden  help  the  father  is  strengthened.  In 
this  Department  there  was  much  work  to  be  done,  but  the  influenza 
came,  and  great  difficulties  hail  to  be  overcome.  Your  President  felt 
discouraged.  The  Department  Senior  Aide,  her  team,  the  Special 
Aides,  Mrs.  Bucky,  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Board;  the  Corps,  and 
all  Department  Aides,  with  magic  strokes  helped  on  my  work.  Great 
things  have  been  accomplished,  and  as  I  look  over  the  work  done,  1 
conclude  that  it  is  not  so  bad  after  all — with  young,  earnest  help  youi 
Department   President  was  strengthened. 

Americanization. 
This  committee  under  the  efficient  leadership  of  Anna  B.  Holliday, 
of  Laramie,  has  made  great  strides  along  the  line  of  training  foreigners 
to  become  loyal  Americans,  in  learning  about  them,  and  endeavoring  to 
broaden  their  minds  and  views,  and  teaching  them  to  express  both  in 
the   beautiful   English   language. 

The  Soldiers'  Homes. 
A  letter  from  the  Buffalo  Home  informed  me  that  their  wants  are 
supplied.  The  Wyoming  Legislature  at  its  last  session  passed  an  ap- 
propriation  for  the  Soldiers'  Home  of  $25,000.00,  Hospital  and  seven 
new  cottages.  Upon  the  invitation  of  Commandant  Conkie,  I  visited 
the  Home  at  Monte  Vista;  1  shook  hands  with  every  Comrade  there, 
and  their  wives  and  with  the  widows.  No  complaints  were  made, 
and  all  seemed  contented.  It  was  a  pleasure  to  enter  a  cottage  having 
a  door  plate  with  the  words,  "Furnished  by  a  Woman's  Relief  Corps." 
and  find  within  a  refined  old  couple,  happy  and  cheerful  in  each  other's 
„  company.  1  found  the  Comrades  in  their  70's,  SO's  and  90's  to  be  the 
same  cheerful,  noble  specimens  of  manhood  that  defended  this  country 
In  th'%  60's.     Age  has  not  changed  their  courage.     Some  were  bearing 
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pain  patiently.  Many  were  quite  deal'  and  yet  uncomplaining.  Those 
who  are  blind  are  hoping  to  regain  their  sight,  but  are  saying,  "God's 
will  be  done,  not  mine."  The  Monte  Vista  Home  appears  to  he  :i  gen- 
uine home  for  all. 

Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 
The  most  cordial  feeling  has  existed  between  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic,  their  ladies,  their  daughters  and  sons  and  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps.  The  Department  Commander.  Asa  Curl,  entertained  his 
Adjutant,  W.  II.  Coms.tock,  my  Secretary,  Fannie  .).  Ames,  and  myself 
at  a  dinner  at  the  Adams  Hotel  early  in  the  year.  Joint  meetings  of 
the  Posts  and  Corps  were  held  at  Littleton,  Rocky  Ford,  La  Junta, 
Pueblo,  Colorado  Springs,  La  Veta,  Canon  City,  Florence  and  Salida, 
where  I  was  present  with  the  Commander.  At  all  these  gatherings 
refreshments  were  served,  and  a  program  and  a  social  hour  enjoyed. 

The  following  is  a  partial  list  of  work'  done  or  sent  oui:  1,000 
letters,  69  commissions,  40  letters  of  sympathy,  10  acknowledgments 
of  invitations  to  Department  Conventions.  I  installed  the. newly,  elected 
officers  of  Fort  Collins  Corps  and  made  24  official  visits. 

Acknowledgments. 
The  day  before  the  quarantine  order  was  made  against  public 
gatherings  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  influenza,  Arvada  Corps  rave 
a  reception  to  the  Department  President  and  her  Staff.  After  that 
date  for  several  months  there  were  no  Corps  meetings.  My  hands 
seemed  tied  behind  me.  I  could  only  write  letters  to  Presidents  of 
Corps  and  wait.  The  work  accomplished  in  the  remaining  months 
proves  that  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  is  important  enough 
to  "carry  on"  under  all  difficulties.  1  visited  Boulder,  Leadville, 
Golden,  Greeley,  Fort  Collins,  Alamosa,  Longmont,  and  the  four  corps 
of  Denver  and  was  enjoyably  entertained  at  each  Corps.  During  my 
stay  in  Boulder  I  was  a  guest  at  the  home  of  my  Department  Inspector 
at  a  social  gathering  given  in   my  honor. 

As  it  gives  great  encouragement  to  the  Corps,  1  fully  believe  that 
the  Department  President  should  visit  every  Corps  in  the  Department 
when  it  is  possible. 

Conclusion. 

My  year  as  Department  President  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of 
Colorado  and  Wyoming  is  about  to  close.  During  the  time  that  1 
have  held  this  honored  position  my  aim  has  been  to  advance  -our  or- 
ganization, and  create  peace  and  harmony  along  the  lines  of  Frater- 
nity, Charity  and  Loyalty.  After  the  Encampment  at  Colorado  Springs 
your  newly  elected  Department  Senior  Vice  President,  Laura  L.  Tomp- 
kins, took  me  for  an  auto  ride  to  a  very  high  point,  where  we  saw  the 
eclipse  of  the  sun  in  all  its  grandeur.  The  deep,  dark  shadow  appear- 
ing at  the  lower  right  of  the  sun  and  disappearing  at  the  upper  left. 
In  the  newness  of  my  office  as  Department  President  the  thought  came 
to  me,  "Is  this  a  forerunner  of  the  shadows  to  come  in  my  year's  work." 
Nothing  better  did  I  wish  than  to  have  the  shadows  of  war  give  way 
to  the  light  of  peace.  For  several  months  there  seemed  to  be  a  total 
eclipse— a  dark  and  dreary  outlook.  Finally  whispers  of  peace  seemed 
to  be  blown  over  the  world,  the  sun  of  hope  seemed  to  spread  its  rays 
and  to  change  che  world  to  a  new  prospect  of  happiness.  The  year 
that  did  not  open  brightly  closed  with  autocracy  overthrown  The 
soldiers  at  the  front  first  saw  the  gleam  of  light.  The  light  then  Hashed 
all  over  tjie  land,  and  when  the  great  light  overcame  the  darkness,  we 
read  Victory.

Madam:  Complying  with  rules  and  regulations  I  hereby  submit 
the  following  report:  Appreciating  the  honor  and  confidence  ex- 
pressed in  me  by  our  President  by  appointing  me  a  member  of  her 
official  family,  I  have  endeavored  to  assist  in  any  and  every  way 
that  seemed  expedient;  if  I  have  been  of  service  I  am  well  repaid. 

During  the  period  of  the  world  war  have  represented  our  Depart- 
ment upon  the  State  and  County  Council  of  Defense.  By  my  efforts 
a  committee  was  appointed  to  draft  resolutions  requesting  business 
houses  and  firms  to  discontinue  the  practice  of  festooning  the  AMERI- 
CAN FLAG  for  decorative  purposes.  Also  as  a  member  of  State 
Council  of  Defense,  had  a  committee  appointed  to  request  that  the 
FLAGS  in  the  State  Capitol  be  properly  hung  and  not  festooned,  which 
request   was    promptly   complied    with. 
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April  10th,  "Grand  Army  Hay,"  our  Department  President  was 
invited  by  Golden  Corps  and  Grand  Army  Post  to  present  a  beautiful 
FLAG  to  their  North  School,  but  owing  to  a  previous  engagement  she 
was  unable  to  accept  the  invitation  and  detailed  me  to  represent  her 
upon  that  occasion.

The  un- 
timely passing  of  our  beloved,  efficient  and  valued  Senior  Aide  was  an 
irreparable  loss  to  our  President,  all  of  which  caused  her  many  heart 
aches  and  she  deserves  the  highest  praise  for  her  steadfast  loyal 
earnest  work  in  the  face  of  the  disheartning  circumstances,  past  offi- 
cers can  appreciate  the  difficulties  she  has  overcome. 

I  congratulate  Mrs.  Mills  upon  a  splendid  successful  administra- 
tion and  again  thank  her  for  having  honored  me  with  appointment  of 
Counselor,  trusting  I   have  earned  the  title,   1   remain.

In  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  our  Order,  1  have 
the  honor  to  submit  the   following   report    for  the   year: 

I  have  stood  ready  and  willing  at  all  times  to  extend  relief  to  any 
one  in  need,  hut  the  Corps  in  our  Department  have  been  in  such  tine 
condition    that    we    have    had    very    little    to   do. 

We  have  made  visits  to  the  sick,  and  have  done  what  we  could 
to  cheer  and    comfort   them. 
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In  one  home  we  gave  ten  dollars  to  a  sister  of  a  Comrade.     It  was 
such  a  worthy  case  that  we  again  gave  five  dollars.

(Tribute  by  Dora  C.  Newell,  fast  Department  Inspector.) 

A  little  over  two  months  ago  death  entered  our  official  family 
circle  and  claimed  for  its  own  a  girl  in  the  full  bloom  of  young  woman- 
hood, our  beloved  Senior  Aide,  Christina   R.  Johnson. 

Since  her  first  entrance  into  the  Department  her  vivid,  affec- 
tionate and  forceful  personality  made  her  a  conspicious  figure.  Prom 
early  childhood  she  had  placed  the  highest  value  upon  the  opportunity 
to  honor  the  National  heroes  who  have  departed  and  the  no  less  noble 
veterans  who  are  still  with  us. 

Measured  in  years  her  life  was  brief.  Measured  by  deeds  her 
career  was  one  of  utmost  importance,  and  for  decades  to  come  our 
organization  will  respond  with  kind  acts  prompted  by  her  quickening 
influence. 

Pueblo  was  her  birth  place.  In  1S92,  when  she  was  one  year  old, 
the  family  moved  to  Leadville  where  she  resided  continuously  until 
the  end  came.  Her  acts  from  early  childhood  were  sublime  examples 
of  patriotism.  Nearly  ten  years  ago  she  joined  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  and  for  three  terms  served  her  corps  as  president.     At  the  time 
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of  her  death  she  was  treasurer.  Alert  and  capable,  seldom  dis- 
couraged and  never  daunted,  she  had  an  active  part  in  aiding  her  corp 
to  increase  its  membership  from  the  limited  number  of  twenty  six  to 
Its   present    proportions,    eighty-two. 

Her  drill  team,  which  has  been  a  feature  of  Department  Conven- 
tions for  the  past  two  years  was  justly  the  pride  of  the  Leadville  corps. 
When  the  Stars  of  Old  Glory  were  obscured  by  the  smoke  of  the 
European  battle  fields  she  and  her  drill  team  gave  their,  quota  of 
inspiration  to  the  departing  citizen  soldiers  by  escorting  them  to  the 
train  and  placing  a  badge  of  honor  on  their  breasts.  Five  hundred 
boys  had  this  courtesy  bestowed   upon   them. 

Her  days,  tho  busy  ones,  were  never  too  full  to  devote  some  por- 
tion to  patriotic  work,  and  during  the  trying  period  our  country  fought 
for  the  World's  freedom  she  dedicated  herself  anew  to  the  cause. 
Her  interest  in  the  soldier  boys  did  not  cease  with  their  farewells  but 
extended  to  everything  that  contributed  to  their  comfort.  Her  last  .let- 
ters were  requests  for  articles  for  the  recuperation  camp  at  Aurora, 
a  place  in  which  she  had  special  interest.  When  the  ravage  of  disease 
had  made  her  recovery  impossible  she  appealed  to  her  mother  and 
sister  to   carry   on  her   work. 

Her  death  was  a  severe  blow  to  the  Leadville  G.  A.  R.  The  mem- 
bers considered  her  their  best  friend,  and  as  a  token  of  their  apprecia 
tion  requested  that  her  body  be  laid  to  rest  in  their  burial  plot,  tin- 
first  time  an  honor  of  this  sort  has  been  conferred  upon  a  woman 

To  her  mother  and  sister  and  the  drill  team  we  extend  the  ten- 
derest  sympathy,  and  sound  to  them  the  bugle  call  to  transmute  their 
sorrow  of  her  loss  into  the  joy  of  service. 

Her  best  memorial  is  the  inspiration  her  life  offers  to  those  left 
behind.  For  this  memory  let  us  all  stand  a  moment  and  with  bowed 
heads  breathe  a  prayer  of  appreciation  and  thanksgiving. 

As  a  closing  tribute  we  will  ask  Mrs.  Hogel  to  sing  her  favorite 
selection.

Charlotte  R.  Robb  was  born  in  Mercer  Co.,  Pennsylvania.  June  12, 
1837,  and  was  the  eldest  of  a  family  of  ten  children.  Her  parents  were 
staunch  old  pioneers  of  Pennsylvania,  her  father  was  an  eccentric 
and  advanced  thinker,  an  abolitionist  and  woman  suffragist;  her 
Mother  was  a  cousin  of  the  late  President  William  Mckinley.  Her 
father  died  when  she  was  1(1  years  of  age,  and  she  began  teaching 
school  to  help  her  mother  care  for  the  younger  children.  In  18(55,  she 
was  married  to  Edwin  I).  Coe,  a  Civil  War  Veteran;  live  children  were 
born  to  them.  In  1872  they  came  to  Colorado  and  settled  in  Golden, 
where  Mr.  Coe  died  a  few  years  later,  leaving  her  with  two  boys,  one 
died  when  quite  young,  the  other  still  lives  to  mourn  the  loss  of  a 
devoted  and  christian  mother. 

Mrs.  Coe  was  a  member  of  the  Golden  Presbyterian  church,  and  a 
charter  member  of  T.  H.  Dodd  Corps  No.  5.  '  She  was  always  a  faithful 
and  willing  worker,  and  had  filled  the  offices  of  Department  Chaplain 
and  National  Aide,  and  was  President  of  her  Corps  for  live  years. 
She  was  a  member  of  the  Shilo  Survivors,  and  they  had  held  their 
annual  June  picnic  at  her  home  for  several  years,  where  the  members 
of  the  G.  A.  R.  and  W.  R.  C,  were  alwavs  welcome. 
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Charlotte  R.  Coe  died  Feb.  7,  1919  at  her  home  in  Golden.  She- 
was  laid  to  rest  in  the  Golden  cemetery  by  the  side  of  her  husband 
and  two  children,  as  had  always  been  her  wish,  the  Corps  held  the 
beautiful  funeral  service  of  the  order,  and  she  is  greatly  missed  by 
them.

At  the  Camp  Fire 
held  in  the  auditorium  of  the  beautiful   High  School  building. 

A  large  FLAG  was 
presented  to  the  High  School  by  the  Department  of  Colorado  and 
Wyoming    W.    R.    C. 

The  presentation  was  made  by  Department  Patriotic  Instructor 
Emma  L.  Hartman  who  said: 

I  feel  highly  honored  in  being  accorded  the  privilege  of  pre- 
senting in  behalf  of  the  Women's  Relief  Corps  of  the  Department  of 
Colorado  and  Wyoming,  this  American  FLAG,  to  the  High  School  of 
Rocky  Ford,  Colo.  The  FLAG  of  our  Country,  the  FLAG  of  our  Union, 
the  emblem  of  liberty  where  the  word  Liberty  applies  to  every  human 
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being.  It  matters  not  whether  he  or  she  be  as  white  as  the  driven 
snow  or  as  black  as  ebony. 

This  FLAG  stands  for  a  government  who  said  to  the  Kaiser:  "If 
you  molest  her  people  upon  land  or  sea,  she  has  boys  reared  upon 
the  soil  of  freedom  whom  she  will  send  to  you;  boys  who  do  not  know 
the  word  retreat;  boys  who  will  be  willing  to  sacrifice  their  lives  for 
liberty,  and  eternal  right  as  were  their  forefathers.  And  when  they 
go  to  call  you  to  account  they  will  leave  at  home  such  unlimited  na- 
tional resources,  and  loved  ones  who  will  back  them  with  provision 
and  money  until  you  are  brought  to  your  knees. 

A  government  whose  boys  did  make  good  that  warning;  who 
hurled  from  his  high  pedestal,  that  German  Monarch  down  to  a  low 
degraded  level. 

This  is  the  emblem  of  our  great  government  of  our  liberty  loving 
people.  It  is  presented  to  you  tor  the  purpose  of  impressing  upon  the 
minds  of  the  youths  who  attend  the  public  schools  what  it  has  rep- 
resented in  the  past,  what  it  represents  now,  and  what  it  will  represent 
forever.  When  we  of  this  age  are  slumbering  in  our  graves,  when  the 
reins  of  government  fall  from  our  shoulders  upon  yours,  you  must 
stand  ready  to  receive  them  and  guide  the  ship  of  State  as  well  and 
even  better  than  those  who  have  gone  before.

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REPORT   OF   DELEGATE-AT-LARGE   TO   NATIONAL   CONVENTION. 

Denver,  Colo.,  Oct.   15th,   1918. 
Annie  E.  Mills, 

Department  President,  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  W.  R.  C. 

Dear  Madam:  1  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Delegate-at-Large 
to  the  Thirty-sixth  National  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps 
held  in  Portland,  Oregon,  the  week  beginning  August  18th,  PJ18. 

The  official  Colorado  and  Wyoming  (J.  A.  R.  and  W.  R.  C.  train 
left  Denver  Friday  afternoon,  August  16th,  at  3:30  p.  m. 

Byron  L.  Carr  W.  R.  C.  No.  0,  Denver,  marched  to  the  depot,  carry- 
ing the  colors,  to  bid  the  delegations  God-speed  on  their  journey.  We 
had  the  largest  delegation  from  this  Department  that  has  been  to  a 
National  convention  for  many  years. 

On  Sunday,  August  18th,  we  had  religious  services  in  our  car  con- 
ducted by  the  Department  President,  Annie  S.  Mills,  and  Department 
Commander  Asa  Curl,  and  others.  Reading  of  the  Scriptures,  singing 
and  prayer.     Nearly  all  the  cars  on  the  train  held  similar  services. 

Late  Sunday  afternoon  we  came  to  the  Columbia  River,  called  the 
Hudson  of  the  West.  The  high  bluffs  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river 
were  very  beautiful  and  picturesque. 

We  arrived  in  Portland  about  seven  hours  late.  Were  met  by  com- 
mittees who  escorted  us  in  automobiles  to  Liberty  Temple,  the  general 
headquarters,   where   we   were   assigned    to   rooms. 

The  National  Headquarters  W.  R.  C.  and  C.  A.  R.  were  at  the 
Hotel  Multnomah  and  the  Colorado  and  Wyoming  at  the  Hotel  Port- 
land. 

On  Tuesday,  August  20th,  was  the  grand  parade,  the  event  always 
looked  forward  to  with  so  much  interest  by  all  the  Comrades.  It  was 
a  perfect  day.  The  streets  were  crowded  with  patriotic  people  to 
watch  the  boys  of  "61"  go  marching  by.  Colorado  and  Wyoming  had 
almost  one  hundred  Comrades  in  line,  and  we  were  certainly  proud  of 
them,  especially  our  Veterans,  Fife  and   Drum  Corps  of  Denver. 

The  city  was  beautifully  decorated  with  Flags  and  bunting.  The 
flower  committees  were  most  generous.  All  headquarters  were  kept 
supplied  as  well  as  thousands  of  visitors  upon  the  streets.  Roses  were 
everywhere. 

Tuesday  afternoon  the.  Thirty-sixth  National  Convention  of  the  W. 
R.  C.  was  called  to  order  by  the  National  President,  Lois  M.  Knauff. 

All  the  sessions  were  held  at  the  White  Temple  Baptist  Church 
which  was  beautifully  decorated  with  flowers,  vines  and  Flags. 

The  President's  address  was  enjoyed  by  all  present.  The  National 
Patriotic  Inspector,  Aida  S.  Parker,  presented  a  beautiful  Flag  to  the 
Sunday  School  of  the  church;  the  superintendent  received  it  and  re- 
sponded in  behalf  of  the  school.  Appropriate  memorial  services  were 
held  in  honor  of  one  Past  National  President  of  the  W.  R.  C,  two  Past 
National  Commanders  of  the  G.  A.  R.;  E.  B.  Sailings,  the  official 
printer  of  the  W.  R.  C.  for  so  many  years;  three  Past  Department 
Presidents,  sixteen  Army  Nurses,  and   3.231  other  loyal  members. 

On  Monday  and  Tuesday  evenings  occurred  the  Camp  Fires  at  the 
City  Auditorium.  Stirring  patriotic  speeches  and  music  were  enjoyed 
by  thousands  of  Comrades  and  members  of  the  allied  organizations. 

At  the  Wednesday  session  we  listened  with  interest  to  various  re- 
ports and  greetings  from  different  organizations.     Several  special  com- 
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mittees  reported  and  action  taken  on  such  reports.  One  of  the  most 
important  reports  was  the  one  on  Americanization.  The  following  was 
adopted:  "That  this  work  be  continued  and  be  made  a  part  of  our 
educitional  system,  educate  the  foreigners  to  be  good  Americans  and 
that  each  Department  be  a'lowed  to  choose  their  own  plan  of  procedure 
according  to  the  needs  of  their  several  localities,  so  long  as  they  work  I 
along  patriotic  lines." 

Several  recommendations  and  resolutions  were  adopted  which  will 
be    promulgated    in    National    General    Orders. 

The  Secretary's  report  showed  a  membership  of  104, G44.  Gain 
during  the  year,  3,773.  Out  of  36  Departments,  24  showed  an  increase 
in  membership.     On  March  31st  there  was  in  the  treasury  $13,142.72, 

There  were  400  voting  u  jgates  present.  Colorado  and  Wyoming 
had  12  votes. 

The  election  of  officers  commenced  Wednesday  afternoon  and  was 
concluded  Thursday  morning.  Announcement  of  names  of  officers  has 
already  been  promulgated  in  General  Orders.  Mrs.  Julia  E.  Killam, 
Past  Department  President  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  who  was  en- 
dorsed by  our  Department  Convention  for  National  President,  was  j 
nominated  by  Fannie  D.  W.  Hardin,  Past  National  Senior  Vice-Presi-  j 
dent      Mrs.  Killam  afterwards  withdrew  her  name. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  ordered  sent  to  President  Woodrow  Wilson 
for  signing  the  Bill  for  Increase  of  Pension  for  Widows. 

Delicious  lunch  was  served  Wednesday  and  Thursday  noon  to  the 
delegates  in  the  basement  of  the  church.  A  beautiful  illustrated  souve- 
nir book  was  presented  to  each  delegate. 

Wednesday  evening  the  National  W.  R.  0.  tendered  a  reception  to 
the  National  Commander,  Orlando  A.  Somers,  and  his  staff,  at  the 
Multnomah   Hotel. 

The  installation  of  officers  was  Thursday  evening.  Mrs.  Abide  A. 
Adams,  Past  National  President,  assisted  by  our  Mary  L.  Carr,  Past 
National  President,  installed  the  officers  for  the  ensuing  year.  Con- 
vention adjourned.  The  National  Convention  for  1919  will  meet  in 
Columbus,  Ohio. 

On  Friday  about  2,500  delegates  of  the  G.  A.  R.  and  allied  organi- 
zations were  the  guests  of  the  city  of  Portland  at  a  reunion  picnic  at 
Bonnevil'e,  about  thirty  miles  from  Portland,  the  trip  being  made  in 
automobiles  over  the  famous  Columbian  Highway  and  the  steamers. 
Dalles  City,  Georgiana  and  Kellogg,  half  making  the  trip  by  automo- 
bile and  half  by  boat  with  the  order  of  return  reversed.  Five  hun- 
dred automobiles  were  donated  by  the  citizens  of  Portland  for  this 
sight-seeing  excursion.  Words  cannot  describe  the  beauty  of  this  trip 
The  paved  auto  road  follows  the  mighty  river  for  a  distance  of  fifty 
miles.  We  passed  on  our  way  Crown  Point,  a  wonderful  viewpoint. 
Y25  feet  above  the  river;  also  the  famed  Multnomah  Falls.  Looking 
across  the  river,  the  mountains  and  rugged  cliffs  in  the  State  of  Wash- 
ington were  plainly  visible.  Many  kinds  of  trees  and  beautiful  ferns 
were  in  evidence  all  along  the  route.  The  trip  on  the  boat  was  en- 
joyed by  all,  particularly  by  those  who  are  not  privileged  to  ride  very 
often  on  a  steamer.  At  Vancouver  Barracks,  Washington,  one  of  the 
Provisional  Regiment  Hands  was  taken  aboard  and  the  picnic  was  en- 
livened by  their  delightful  music.  The  Government  fish  hatchery  is 
located  at  Bonneville  where  millions  of  salmon  are  annually  raised 
and  is  one  of  the  largest,  in  the  world.  All  visitors  were  interested  in 
watching  the  fish.  A  box  lunch  and  hot  coffee  were  served  at  the 
picnic  grounds  in  the  shade  of  immense  tall    pine   tires. 
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Many  enjoyed  visiting  the  shipyards  where  large  ships  were  in 
course  of  construction,  one  being  launched  while  the  visitor's  were  in 
Portland. 

The  entertainment  committee  and  the  people  of  Portland  deserve 
a  great  deal  of  praise  for  the  very  splendid  manner  in  which  the 
crowds  were  handled  and  the  delightful  hospitality  extended  to  all  the 
visitors. 

Much  more  of  interest  might  be  written  but  on  account  of  limited 
space  allotted  for  this  report,  one  must  necessarily  be  brief.

VII.  Just  a  word  to  the  Corps  ill  regard  to  the  epidemic  which  has 
spread  with  such  alarming  speed  through  our  country,  and  made  it  nec- 
essary for  our  Corps  meetings  to  be  postponed  for  awhile. 

While  sewing  and  knitting  at  home  for  the  boys  of  1918,  do  not  let 
your  interest  lag  in  the  work  of  comforting  and  aiding  the  men  of  '62, 
but,  rather  like  a  mother  who  loves  each  child  the  same,  because  the 
youngest  child  needs  her  now  she  leaves  for  a  brief  time  the  older  one. 
Wait,  praying  for  such  a  time  when  it  will  again  be  safe  to  meet  as 
of  yore. 

VIII.  The  Welfare  Committee  of  United  States  Army  General 
Hospital  No.  21  is  in  need  of  pillows,  magazines,  etc.  If  any  Corps 
outside  of  Denver  will  contribute  to  these  soldiers  in  the  Recupera- 
tion Hospital  at  Aurora,  just  drop  me  a  line  and  1  will  send  you  a  list 
of  things  required. 

IX.  The  National  President  asks  that  there  be  no  delay  on  the 
part  of  Corps  in  devising  ways  and  means  to  raise  the  "Win  the  War" 
Fund  of  $50,000.00. 

If  the  Corps  of  this  Department  give  10  cents  a  member  we  can 
send  $200.00  at  once.  1  will  ask  the  Corps  to  collect  10  cents  from 
each  member  who  will  donate  that  amount,  and  make  up  the  balance 
from  the  Corps  treasury.  The  money  to  be  paid  to  Corps  Treasurer, 
and  she  will  forward  it  to  her  Department  Treasurer. 

X.  "In  order  to  eliminate  the  vast  unnecessary  waste  of  food,  and 
save  fuel  and  labor,  that  during  the  period  of  the  war  all  women's 
organizations  abandon  the  usual  peace  time  custom  of  serving  refresh- 
ments at  afternoon  and  evening  gatherings  that  we  confine  our  serv- 
ice to  three  regular  meals  a  day." 
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I  heartily  endorse  this  recommendation. 

XI.  Only  about  one-half  of  the  W.  W.  forms  were  filled  out  this 
quarter  and  sent  to  the  Department  Secretary.  Please  see  to  it  that 
all  war  work  for  the  past  two  quarters,  and  the  present  quarter,  is 
properly  reported  in  order  that  this  Department  may  have  full  credit 
to  National. 

XII.  Many  Corps  owe  an  indebtedness  to  the  Department  Treas- 
urer of  5  cents  to  over  $3.00.  Please  see  that  these  small  balances 
are  paid. 

XIII.  There  will  be  no  more  Rules  and  Regulations  until  after 
January  1st,  1919.

No.  4. 


1.  The  Department  Officers  extend  greetings  to  the  newly  in- 
stalled officers,  and  consider  you  brave  and  womanly  to  accept  an 
office  at.  this  time,  when  the  ban  of  influenza  adds  difficulties  to  your 
work-— difficulties  which  must  be  overcome  under  discouraging  con- 
ditions. 

The  success  of  a  Corps  depends  largely  upon  the  officers  becom- 
ing familiar  with  the  duties  of  their  office.  The  Red  Hook  is  very 
plain,  and  in  following  it  you  cannot  fail.  When  there  is  work  to  be 
done,  let  us  say  with  General  Pershing,  "Well,  Lafayette,  here  we  are." 
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2.  To  the  retiring  officers,  we  thank  yon  for  your  loyal  co-opera- 
tion. The  new  officers  need  your  support  in  the  coming  year.  Assist 
them  in  every  way  you  can. 

3.  Owing  to  the  influenza  epidemic,  regular  meetings  could  not  be 
held.  Every  Corps  upon  request  has  received  a  dispensation  to  elect 
officers  out  of  the  regular  time  so  as  to  do  nothing  illegally. 

4.  Our  Department  is  helping  the  war  work  in  giving  cheer  to 
the  soldiers  in  the  U.  S.  Recuperation  Hospital  No.  21.  These  contri- 
butions go  to  the  credit  of  war  activities.  Kill  out  form  W.  W.  and 
forward  to  Department  Secretary,,  who  will  consolidate  the  reports  and 
forward  to  National  Secretary.  Each  Corps  is  asked  to  help  toward 
raising  the  $50,000  "Win  the  War"  pledge  made  by  the  National  Wom- 
an's Relief  Corps  at  Portland.  Those  giving  to  the  Fund,  contribute 
quarterly  to  their  Corps  Treasurer,  who  sends  the  money  received  to 
the  Department  Treasurer,  and  she  in  turn  will  send  quarterly  all 
moneys  received  from  the  Corps  to  the  National  Treasurer.

8.  Corps  Patriotic  Instructors  should  have  sent  in  their  reports  to 
the  Department  Patriotic  Instructor  by  December  31,  11)18,  in  order  to 
get  full  credit  for  work  done.

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STANDING    DECISIONS   OF    DEPARTMENT   CONVENTIONS. 

1.  That  the  per  capita  tax  remain  the  same,  15  cents  per  mem- 
ber, per  quarter. 

2.  That  badges  (new  ribbons  being  supplied)  belonging  to  dis- 
banded  Corps,  be  sold  at   regular  prices. 

3.  That  the  President-elect  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the 
decisions  of  the  Convention  within  fifteen  days  alter  the  adjournment. 

4.  That  the  rate  of  representation  to  Department  Convention 
remain  the  same — one  delegate  for  every  twenty  members,  and  one 
lor  the  major  fraction  thereof. 

5.  That  all  orders  for  supplies  be  properly  made  on  requisition 
blanks,  with  the  accompanying  money  sent,  made  payable  by  either 
postoffice  or  express  order,  and  sent  direct  to  the  Department  Treas- 
urer. 

G.  That  the  Roll  of  Honor  be  re-established  to  the  fifth  of  the 
month,  after  each  quarter. 

7.  That  the  Corps  Secretary  file  and  preserve  quarterly  reports 
for  at  least  one  year.  At  the  expiration  of  the  year,  all  reports  can 
be   destroyed. 

8.  That  the  Department  Secretary,  in  distributing  quarterly 
blanks  to  Corps  Secretaries,  shall  indicate  in  red  ink,  on  line  15, 
Form  A,  "number  remaining  suspended  last  report,"  which  shall  not 
be  changed,  the  same  to  be  a  copy  of  column  16,  on  consolidated 
report  of  previous  chapter. 

9.  That  the  amount  of  funds  in  the  Department  Treasury  at  the 
close  of  each  administration  be  published  in  the  first  General  Orders 
issued  by  the  new    President. 

10.  That  Corps  hereafter  organized  be  given  the  vacant  number 
on  the  roster,  commencing  with  the  first  vacant  number,  and  that 
the  date  of  organization  be  added  to  the   roster. 

11.  That  a  General  Order  containing  the  address  of  the  Depart- 
ment Chaplain  be  sent  to  all  Corps  Chaplains. 

12.  That  Corps  sending  for  supplies  shall  not  include  postage 
in  the  footings,  as  the  requisitions  and  books  must  agree,  and  postage 
not  being  supplies,  cannot  be  entered  on  the  books  of  the  Depart- 
ment Treasurer. 

13.  That  it  is  not  permissible  for  Corps  to  have  any  entertain- 
ments on  Memorial  Day  for  money-making  purposes  which  will  dese- 
crate  the    sacredness    of   the   day. 

14.  That  Corps  Treasurers  in  cities  give  their  street  and  num- 
ber on  quarterly   reports. 

15.  That  Corps  Treasurer's  name  and  full  address  be  printed  in 
the    Department    Roster. 

16.  That  the  number  of  General  Orders  be  optional  with  the 
President,  and  if  questions  of  importance  arise,  information  be  given 
Corps  through  circular  letters. 

17.  That  four  copies  of  Department  General  Orders  be  sent  to 
each  Corps,  one  for  the  President,  one  for  the  Treasurer,  one  for  the 
Secretary,  and  one  for  the  Department  Aide. 

18.  That  the  Department  receive  bids  for  printing  and  give  the 
contract  to  the  lowest  reliable  bidder. 

1!).  That  the  retiring  Department  President  send  the  Journals 
direct  to  those  entitled  to  them. 

20.  That  the  names  of  all  Past  Department  Secretaries  and 
Treasurers,  with  the  year  they  served,  be  printed  in  the  Department 
Journal  in  future,  following  the  same  method  as  the  National. 
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21.  That  two  copies  of  the  Department  Journal  be  sent  to  each 
Corps  President,  one  for  President,  one  Cor  riling  in  Corps  room. 

22.  That  all  Department  Journals  that  can  be  procured,  previous 
to  the  year  of  1902  and  1903,  be  boound  in  volumes  containing  live 
years,  more  or  less,  and  be  placed  in  public  library  at  Denver,  and 
that  hereafter  three  copies  of  Department  Journal  be  bound  in  volumes 
of  five  years  for  preservation  at  Department  Headquarters  and  at  the 
Denver  and  Cheyenne  public  libraries.

45.  That  the  incoming  Department  Treasurer  order  a  year's  sup- 
plies from  the  National  Treasurer  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  to  be 
shipped  by  freight. 

46.  That  Corps  Treasurers  of  the  Department  of  Colorado  and 
Wyoming  .order  their  supplies  from  Department  Treasure]  on  the 
10th  and  25th  of  each  month  except  in  cases  of  emergency. 

47.  That  each  administration  pay  all  claims,  including  Depart- 
ment Convention  expenses,  upon  regularly  drawn  orders  on  the  De- 
partment Treasurer  before  installation  of  new  officers.

There  is  much  to  be  done 
at  this  Convention  and  I  am  not  going  to  detain  you  very  long,  but 
just  a  few  words  upon  our  opportunities  for  service  and  help  to  others. 
As  we  are  already  banded  together,  a  strong  body  of  women  with  high 
ideals  and  noble  purposes   as  our  object  and  aims,   let  us  always   be 
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known  too,   as   promoters   of   peace   and    harmony — let    us    really    live 
up  to  the  teachings  of  Fraternity,  Charity  and   Loyalty."

We  are  glad  to  be  here  to  enjoy  the  open  hospitality  of  your 
beautiful  little  city. 

You  have  labored  hard  and  faithfully  in  anticipation  of  our  com- 
ing and  you  have  excelled  in  doing  the  hospitality  of  the  hostess  city. 
There  is  nothing  you  have  left  undone.  We  appreciate  your  cordial 
welcome  and  your  untiring  efforts  for  our  comfort  and  pleasure. 

Sixteen  years  ago  our  Convention  was  held  in  your  city.  Many 
of  those  whose  faces  were  familiar  and  whose  names  are  cherished 
in  our  memories  are  laboring  in  other  Departments  of  our  order,  while 
others  have  responded  to  the   last   roll  call.

ADDRESS    OF    DEPARTMENT    PRESIDENT 

Officers  and  Members  of  the  36th  Department,  Convention  of  the 
Women's  Relief  Corps,  Auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic: 

"You  may  break,  you  may  shatter  the  vase  if  you  will, 
Put  the  scent  of  the  rose   will  hang  around   it   still." 

—  Sir  Walter  Scott. 
June,  the  beautiful  month  of  roses,  records  the  beginning  and  the 
closing  of  my  happy  associations  with  the  Department  of  Colorado 
and  Wyoming  as  their  President.  As  we  pause  in  resume,  June  5th, 
1919,  seems  like  only  yesterday,  a  beautiful  June  day,  lull  of  happy 
anticipations  and  gratitude  for  the  great  honor  you  conferred  upon 
me  by  electing  me  your  Department  President.  When  1  assumed  the 
responsibilities  of  my  office  I  realized  that  the  high  standard  es- 
tablished by  my  capable  predecessors  would  be  difficult  to  maintain. 
The  confidence  you  reposed  in  me  and  your  many  assurances  of  es- 
teem and  loyal  support  gave  me  courage  to  put  forth  every  effort  for 
the  advancement  of  our  beloved  Order.  Like  the  spent  swimmer, 
who,  through  the  spray  and  mist,  at  last  begins  to  see  faint,  but  cer- 
tain, evidences  of  the  distant  shore  line,  so  today,  after  a  year's 
strenuous  but  interesting  task  of  earnest  endeavor  and  untiring  devo- 
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tion  for  the  advancement  of  our  Order,  I   begin  to   see   the    fruits   of 
my  labor  of  love,  and  will  give  a  brief  synopsis  of  the  year's   work. 

The  primary  object  or  fundamental  principle  of  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps,  was  that  of  relief,  and  to  especially  aid  and  assist  the 
Grand  Army  in  its  noble  work  of  caring  for  the  Union  Veteran  and 
his  dependent  ones.  Since  the  organization  of  our  Order,  thirty-seven 
years  ago,  every  effort  has  been  put  forth  for  the  accomplishment  of 
that  purpose.  From  that  little  loyal  band  of  fifty-eight  charter  mem- 
bers, our  Order  has  made  a  marvelous  growth.  March  31st,  1019, 
we  had  a  membership  of  173,286  patriotic  women.  As  time  went  on 
many  of  the  comrades  answered  the  final  Roll  Call  and  the  ranks 
were  greatly  reduced  and  the  necessity  for  relief  was  lessened.  New 
duties  confronted  us,  opportunities  to  make  and  the  necessities  for 
making  a  better  and  greater  America,  by  not  only  inculcating  lessons 
of  loyalty  to  and  love  of  country,  but  in  the  development  of  a  more 
perfect   physical,   mental   and   moral    manhood. 

J.  G.  Holland's  poem,  written  many  years  ago,  prettily  deseribes 
the  hour's  need: 

"God  give  us  men,  the  time  demands 

Strong  minds,  great  hearts,  true  faith,  and  willing  hands; 

Men  whom  the  lust  of  office  does  not  kill; 

Men  whom  the  spoils  of  office  cannot  buy; 

Men  who  possess  opinions  and  a  will; 

Men  who  have  honor;   men  who  will  not  lie; 

Men  who  can  stand  before  a  demagogue 

And  damn  his  treacherous  flatteries  without  winking; 

Tall  men,  sun  crowned,  who  live  above  the  fog 
In  public  duty  and  in  private  thinking." 

"For  which  the  rabble,  with  their  thumbworn  creeds, 
Their  large  professions  and  their  little  deeds, 
Mingle  in   selfish  strife,  lo!     Freedom  weeps, 
Wrong  rules  the  land,  and  waiting  justice  sleeps." 

At  the  last  National  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps, 
in  Columbus,  Ohio,  that  splendid  assembly  of  serious  minded,  patriotic 
women  realized  that  we  must  extend  the  scope  of  our  work,  and  they 
endorsed  immediate  and  concerted  action  for  a  better  and  greater 
America. 

Americanization 

Americanization  was  considered  of  vital  importance,  for  at  our 
very  doors  stood  a  great  menace  to  our  country.  The  Bolsheviki,  or 
Anarchistic  element,  were  sowing  seeds  of  discontent  and  disloyalty 
to  our  country;  the  I.  W.  W.'s,  with  their  many  lawless  acts  of  violence 
and  destruction  of  property,  their  virulent  utterances  and  threats, 
their  dominating  attitude  were  each  arch  enemies  to  a  better  and 
greater  America. 

These  two  disturbing  elements  have  a  great  influence  on  the 
ignorant  and  the  foreign  born  in  our  country,  and  we  trust  that  the 
government  of  the  United  States  will  have  no  hesitation  in  ridding  our 
country  of  these  destroyers  of  our  Democracy.  With  these  existing 
conditions  it  behooves  us,  as  a  patriotic  organization,  to  use  every 
diligence  to  protect  our  country,  and  to  devise  means  for  making  the 
ignorant  and  foreign  born  of  our  country  better  American  citizens. 
To  me  the  first  essential  for  Americanization  is  a  knowledge  of  the 
English  language.  The  foreign  born  among  us  will  never  become  100 
per  cent  Americans  until  they  can  understand  and  speak  our  language. 
One  of  the  greatest  barriers  to  patriotism  is  a  foreign  language.  The 
war  has  taught  us  that  the  supreme  mistake  in  all  of  our  educational 
methods  was  right  there.  The  use  of  a  foreign  language  in  our 
schools  has  been  almost  an  act  of  treason.  We  might  just  as  well 
have  been  teaching  Sanskrit  as  German,  and  far  better,  for  Sanskrit 
would  not  have  kept  American  youth  from  developing  American  souls. 
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It  is  just  as  easy  to  grow  flowers  in  the  frigid  zone  as  to  develop  an 
American  consciousness  while  speaking  a  foreign  language.  It  should 
be  obligatory  to  have  the  English  language  spoken  from  every  pulpit 
and  platform  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  none  hut  naturalized 
citizens  should  be  allowed  to  teach  the  youth  of  America.  Every  true 
American  should  adopt  the  American's  creed  as  their  creed.  All 
patriotic  assemblies  should  repeat  in  unison  this  appropriate  expres- 
sion of  loyalty. 

I,  therefore,  offer: 

Recommendation    No.   1 

That  the  American's  Creed  be  adopted  and  a  resolution  be  intro- 
duced at  the  next  National  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps 
to  have  the  American's  Creed  made  a  part  of  the  opening  ceremony 
of  the  Corps. 

The  strength  of  a  country  lies  in  its  unity;  unity  of  thought; 
unity  of  purpose;  and  unity  of  action.  With  a  knowledge  of  our 
language  comes  the  desire  to  he  an  American  citizen.  I. regret  that 
the  delay  caused  by  the  National  Printers  strike  has  handicapped  the 
National  Chairman  on  Americanization  in  issuing  her  Circular  Let- 
ter, which  defines  the  line  of  work  she  desires  taken  tip  by  the 
various  Departments.  Ann  M.  St.  Clair,  Susie  Carr  McGuire,  Edna 
Campbell,  Lillian  Inman  and  Hattie  McAskill  were  detailed  to  super- 
vise the  work  in  our  Department,  and  I  feci  very  grateful  for  their 
ready  response  to  duty,  and  regret  that  their  term  of  service  so 
soon  expires. 

Child  Welfare 

Another  very  important  forward  move  endorsed  by  our  National 
Society  was  Child  Welfare  and  well  it  might  be,  for  all  have  agreed 
that  the  hope  of  our  country  lies  in  our  children.  It  is  the  desire  of 
every  true  mother  for  a  perfect  physical,  mental  and  moral  develop- 
ment of  her  child.  Every  child  is  entitled  to  a  strong,  robust  body, 
and  any  defects  or  delinquencies  should  be  corrected  early  in  lite, 
so  as  to  insure  a  more  nearly  perfect  physical  development.  Tin; 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  should  try  to  arrange  for  free  clinics  for  the 
children,  in  their  home  city,  whose  parents  are  financially  unable  to 
remedy  any  defect.  It  is  equally  important  that  each  child  receives  a 
public  school  education,  and  we  should  not  hesitate  to  enforce  the 
Child  Labor  Laws,  and  see  that  each  child  of  school  age  is  allowed 
to  attend  the  full  term  of  school. 

The  Child  Welfare  Committee,  like  the  Americanization  Com- 
mittee, has  been  very  eager  to  take  up  the  work  assigned  to  them, 
but  they  were  delayed  by  the  National  Printers  strike,  and  while 
that  has  shortened  their  term  of  service,  it  has  not  affected  their 
efficiency,  but  has  made  them  the  more  eager  for  their  successors 
to  take  up  the  work,  so  well  outlined  for  them,  and  carry  it  on  suc- 
cessfully. To  this  Committee,  Laura  Tompkins,  Rosetta  Myers,  Kate 
McCabe,  Clara  Coulter  and  Carrie  Dittman,  I  extend  my  grateful 
thanks. 

Higher   Education 

The  National  Society  urges  us  to  encourage  higher  education  by 
establishing  scholarships  in  Colleges  and  State  Universities  and  to 
give  first  consideration  to  the  families  of  those  who  served  their 
country.  Right  education  exalts  the  reason,  abjures  strife,  and  ad- 
justs differences  with  reference  to  principles  of  right  and  justice. 
Ignorance,  or  education  that  is  one-sided,  has  ever  been  the  breeder 
of  strife.  Neither  peace  nor  liberty  long  abides  with  a  people  ignorant 
or  narrow.  "A  little  knowledge  is  a  dangerous  thing."  The  great  end 
to  which  all  knowledge  ought  to  be  employed  is  the  welfare  of 
humanity.  Every  science  is  the  foundation  of  some  art  beneficial  to 
man.      He   who    in   the   study   of   science    discovers    a    new   means    of 
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alleviating  pain  or  remedying  disease,  or  a  wiser  method  of  prevent- 
ing poverty  or  shielding  misfortune,  is  a  great  benefactor  to  mankind, 
a  fellow-worker  with  God  himself.  The  Smith  Towner  Mill,  presented 
to  the  House  of  Representatives  May  1!),  1919,  is  a  strong  plea  for 
higher  education.  It  asserts  that  in  the  United  Stales  we  have 
5,500,000  native  horn  illiterates  and  9,889  of  these  are  in  the  State  of 
Colorado.  Also  that  700,00'.)  of  the  2,400,000  men  called  to  colors  in 
our  lale  war  were  unable  to  read  or  write,  and  another  700.000  were 
physically  unlit  for  military  service.  We  are  earnestly  solicited  to 
endorse  the  Smith-Towner  Mill,  which  seeks  an  appropriation  from 
the  Government    to  create  a    Department    of   Education    in    the  states.

The  mosl  pleasant 
fraternal  bonds  have  existed  this  year  between  the  Grand  Army  and 
the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  Department  Commander  C.  M.  Bills  lias 
evidenced  great  interest  and  given  hearty  co-operation  in  all  our  work, 
lie  has  keenly  appreciated  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  as  the  Grand 
Army's  Auxiliary,  or  helpmeet.

Commander-in-Chief

mander-in-Chief explained  the  possibilities  for  the  next  National 
Convention  to  be  held  in  Colorado  Springs,  and  urged  all  present  to 
prevail  on  our  Senators  to  support  the  Fuller  Pill,  which  grants  an 
increase  to  the  soldiers  and  widows'  pensions,  and  I  am  pleased  to  note 
the  passage  of  this  bill  May  3rd. 

Official  Visits 
When  I  assumed  the  duties  of  my  office  I  hoped  to  visit  every 
Corps  in  the  Department,  but,  with  the  many  demands  on  our  treasury, 
I  had  to  forego  that  pleasure.  Accompanied  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander, I  visited  twenty-seven  Corps,  and  we  accompanied  the  De- 
partment* Inspector  on  her  inspection  of.  twelve  Corps.  Joint  meet- 
ings of  Post  and  Corps  were  held  everywhere  we  went,  and  we  were 
most  cordially  received  and  felt  greatly  repaid  for  the  time  given 
to  this  pleasant  duty.  We  found  Corps  and  Post  working  harmoniously, 
and  in  many  placers  visited  the  Posts  expressed  their  appreciation  of 
the  Corps,  and  said  they  would  not  have  been  able  to  hold  together 
but  for  the  support  of  their  Auxiliary,  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps. 

Finances 
The  condition  of  the  treasury  at  the  beginning  of  my  year  was 
very  assuring,  and  was  largely  due  to.  the  good  business  sagacity  of 
my  predecessors.  During  the  administration  of  Julia  E.  Killam,  she 
purchased  $168.00  worth  of  Liberty  Loan  Ponds  and  Thrift.  Stamps, 
and  Annie  S.  Mills  and  Elizabeth  M.  Ducky  raised  $175.00  as  a 
Memorial  Fund  for  Sr.  Aide,  the  late  Christina  Johnson.  This  last 
fund  is  now  in  the  General  Fund  awaiting  the  disposition  desired  by 
Mrs.  Annie  S.  Mills  for  an  appropriate  Memorial.  Strictest  economy 
has  been  observed  all  year.  Printing  has  been  our  greatest  expense 
and  annoyance.  Owing  to  the  expense,  we  cut  out  one  General 
Order.  Inasmuch  as  Decision  No.  59  causes  unnecessary  expense 
to  the  Treasury,  anxiety  to  tin;  Treasurer,  and  is  not  necessary,  as 
the  Rules  and  Regulations  clearly  define  the  duties  of  the  Treasurer 
and  the  Inspector,  I  therefore  offer: 

Recommendation   No.  2 

That  Decision  No.  59  be  eliminated. 

With  the  high  prices  for  paper  and  printing,  I  very  much  fear 
our  Journals  will  be  a  great  expense,  and  not  wishing  to  deplete  the 
Treasury  for  any  unnecessary  expense,  I  therefore  offer: 

Recommendation    No.  3 

That  those  desiring  their  pictures  in  the  Journal  bear  all  expense 
for  the  same. 
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The  Treasurer's  report  will  be  very   interesting,   and  I  hope  the 
financial  condition  will  meet  your  approval. 

Corps 
We  have  thirty-six  Corps  in  the  Department.  I  am  pleased  to 
report  that  the  members  of  each  of  these  Corps  fully  realize  their 
obligations  and  are  untiring  in  their  devotions  "to  those  whose  valor 
from  treason  saved  our  land."  I  regret  to  report  that  it  was  deemed 
necessary  and  advisable  by  the  Council  to  disband  Llewellyn  D.  Bacon 
Corps  March  2nd,  1920.  R.  A.  Cameron  Corps  No.  18  and  J.  W.  Ander- 
son Corps  No.  23  surrendered  their  Charters  last  year,  but  paid  per 
capita  tax  for  the  quarter  ending  June  30,  1919,  so  were  not  disbanded 
until  that  date.  However,  I  am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  many 
of  the  former  members  of  J.  W.  Anderson  No.  23  were  neither  happy 
nor  satisfied  until  they  were  reorganized.  May  14th,  1920,  they  again 
associated  themselves  with  our  official  Corps  family  and  we  heartily 
welcome  them  back  to  the  fold.  Department  Commander  Bills,  with 
the  hearty  support  of  Phil  Sheridan  Corps,  succeeded  in  getting  the 
two  Posts  at  Grand  Junction  to  bury  the  hatchet  and  consolidate. 
They  took  the  name  of  John  A.  Logan,  and  requested  Phil  Sheridan 
Corps  No.  17  to  be  their  Auxiliary  and  take  the  name  of  John  A. 
Logan,  and  we  are  pleased  to  enroll  the  name  of  this  brave  General 
who  was  an  ardent  admirer  and  staunch  friend  of  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps,  and  we  extend  hearty  greetings  to  John  A.  Logan  Corps  No.  17 
To  Corps  officers  I  would  suggest  you  familiarize  yourselves  with  the 
duties  of  your  office,  so  that  you  may  efficiently  and  conscientiously 
perform  them.  If  Corps  Presidents  would  familiarize  themselves  with 
the  latest  edition  of  Rules  and  Regulations  and  Ritual,  it  would  greatly 
facilitate  the  work  of  the  Order;  they  would  command  greater  respect 
and  admiration  from  their  Corps  and  relieve  the  Department  President 
from  much  useless  correspondence  and  the  Department  from  needless 
expense.  I  had  twenty  requests  for  Special  Dispensations  this  year, 
which  I  was  unable  to  grant,  in  accordance  with  the  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations, In  the  school  of  instruction  Dispensations  will  be  fully  and 
clearly  explained.  In  checking  my  day  book  for  the  year  1  find  I 
have  written  over  500  official  letters,  but  it  has  alwrays  been  a  pleasure 
to  give  information  and  advice  to  those  who  were  eager  to  comply 
with  and  follow  the  rules  of  our  Order. 

Membership 

We  have  made  a  marvelous  growth  this  year  and  have  a  mem- 
bership of  2,754,  a  gain  of  424  members.

My  aim  has  been  not  to  usurp  any  authority  or  to  trespass  on 
the  duties,  or  take  any  honor  due  my  efficient  Department  Officers. 
Harmony  has  been  the  keynote  of  our  associations  and  1  have  been 
given  hearty  co-operation  and  loyal  support  by  each  officer  of  my 
staff.  Our  year's  success  has  been  largely  due  to  their  efficiency,  as 
each  officer  has  faithfully  discharged  the  duties  of  her  office,  and 
our  associations  will  ever  be  a  pleasant  memory.  1  take  pleasure  in 
calling  your  attention  to  each  one  of  the  capable  officers  who  so  nobly 
did  her  duty.

In  order  to  have  the  ritualistic  work  of  our  Order  more  uniform, 
a  thorough  and  complete  inspection  of  thirty  of  the  Corps  was  made 
by  our  capable  Inspector,  Elizabeth  M.  Bucky,  and  four  Corps  by 
your  Department  President,  and   two  Corps  by  blank   forms. 

It  was  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  accompany  our  Department  In- 
spector on  the  inspection  of  twelve  Corps  and  I  can  attest  to  her 
efficiency  of  the  same.  Her  eagerness  to  be  helpful  and  instructive 
was  appreciated  by  the  Corps.  She  not  only  gave  freely  of  her  time 
and  strength,  but  most  generously  contributed  $00. 00  towards  her 
traveling  expenses,  reducing  the  cost  to  the  Department  for  Inspection 
to  $31.15. 

Patriotic   Instructor 

Eva  Burnett,  feeling  the  necessity  of  calling  attention  to  all  Corps 
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for  proper  observance  of  all  National  anniversaries,  issued  a  circular 
letter  for  that  purpose.  Only  sixteen  Corps'  Patriotic  Instructors  re- 
ported to  the  Department  Patriotic  Instructor  the  work  for  th<  year 
ending  December  31,  1919.    I  regret  that  all  Corps'  Patriotic  Instructors 

are  not  familiar  with  Colorado  Flag  Laws  and  the  etiquette  of  the 
Flag.  Many  teachers  have  deplored  the  ignorance  of  crowds  when 
the  Flag  passes  by,  or  when  the  Star  Spangled  Banner  was  sang  or 
played.  Always  stand  when  the  Star  Spangled  Banner  is  played 
or  sung.  Stand  at  attention  when  the  Flag  passes  by — men  should 
uncover.  Do  not  converse  while  our  National  Hymn  is  played.  When 
a  Flag  becomes  old  or  soiled  from  use,  it  should  be  decently  burned. 
If  a  foreigner  wishes  to  raise  the  Flat;  of  his  nationality  in  this 
country,  he  must  raise  the  Flag  of  the  United  States  above  it. 

Senior  Aide 

Our  Sr.  Aide.  Fannie  B.  Whipp,  has  been  a  real  Aide.  While 
home  ties  and  sickness  have  claimed  much  of  her  time  and  strength, 
yet  she  has  accomplished  a  wonderful  work.  She  and  her  efficient 
Department  Aides  have  raised  $250  Otl  for  the  Grand  Army  Fund  and 
$95.00  for  the  Bronze  Tablet  Fund.  The  Denver  Corp-  Department 
Aides  gave  a  most  enjoyable  and  successful  card  party  and  the  pro- 
ceeds from  the  party  added  $75. 5U  to  the  Bronze  Tablet  Fund. 

We,  as  a  Department,  are  deeply  indebted  to  these  Aides,  and 
should  appreciate  these  zealous  workers  in  their  untiring  and  suc- 
cessful efforts  in  financing  these  two  worthy  funds  and  the  great 
growth  of  424  to  our  membership:

Such 
ability,  loyalty,  persistency  and  sense  of  justice  are  rarely  poss  ssed 
as  existed  in  this  Committee.  Always  on  duty;  watching  and  guard- 
ing the  interests  of  the  defenders  and  preservers  of  the  union;  see- 
ing that  justice  is  given  to  them.  They  can  justly  be  called  the 
Vigilance  Committee.  Tiny  frustrated  the  plans  of  athletic  mam 
who  had  arranged  for  a  prize  fight  at  the  Stadium  in  Denver.  .Memorial 
Day.  and  deserve  great  commendation  lor  their  timely  action.

National  Convention 
The  official  train  for  the  Grand  Army  and  its  allied  organizations 
left  Denver  Friday  night,  September  5th,  1919,  enroute  for  the  Na- 
tional Convention  at  Columbus,  Ohio.  The  trip  was  a  most  enjoyable 
one,  yet  all  were  eager  and  glad  to  reach  their  destination.  Columbus 
was  a  most  cordial  hostess  city.  Free  automobile  and  street  car 
service  was  given  to  Convention  visitors  the  entire  week  of  Con* 
vention.  Wednesday,  September  ]0th,  Convention  was  called  to  order 
by  National  President,  Eliza  Brown-Daggett,  and  I  shall  never  forget 
how  dazed  I  was  with  the  stupendousncss  of  that  Convention.  574 
Delegates,  from  all  parts  of  the  Nation,  each  to  represent  her  Depart- 
ment, to  glean  all  the  information  available  and  to  assist  in  the 
adoption  of  resolutions  that  would  advance  the  interests  of  our  Order. 
I  want  this  Department  to  know  our  own  Mary  L.  Carr,  National 
Counselor,  has  no  superior,  and  I  very  much  doubt  any  equal  in  the 
National  Woman's  Relief  Corps.  I  was  proud  as  Lucifer  of  her  and  of 
the  many  nice  things  said  of  her.  Our  disappointment  in  not  bring- 
ing home  the  co/eted  honor  of  National  President  for  Julia  E.  Killam 
was  assuaged  by  having  Abbie  Lynch  accorded  that  honor.  We  feel 
very  grateful  1o  our  National  President  for  the  honors  she  bestowed 
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upon  our  Department  by  appointing  Mary  L.  Carr  National  Counselor, 
and  Julia  E.  Killam  National  Inspector.  We  bad  ton  voting  repre- 
sentatives at  all  sessions.  Our  Delegate-at-Large,  Marion  L.  White, 
has  given  a  most  complete  report  of  Convention  proceedings. 

Memorial    Day 

Memorial  Day  was  an  unusually  sacred  day  this  year.  Floral 
tributes  marked  alike  the  graves  of  the  hoys  of  the  Civil  War  and 
the  graves  of  the  Boys  of  the  World's  War.  The  French  decorated 
the  graves  of  our  sons  who  sleep  on  foreign-soil  with  floSvers  and  the 
Flag  of  our  Country,  hi  memory  of  those  sons  who  made  the  supreme 
sacrifice,  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  placed  garlands  of  flowers  at  the 
foot  of  the  Cross  dedicated  to  the  veterans  of  the  Civil  War.  Beautiful 
services  for  "those  who  sleep  beneath  the  ocean  wave"  were  held  at 
City  Park  Lake,  under  the  able  direction  of  Mrs.  Josephine  Bills. 

Appropriate  tributes  were  given  to  the  Soldier  Sailor  Dead. 
Frances  S.  Ketterman  gave  a  tribute  to  the  heroes  of  1776;  Fannie 
D.  W.  Hardin,  war  of  1812;  Janie  Conover,  war  of  1848;  Matie  J. 
Palmer,  war  of  1861;  Lucy  Girard,  war  of  1898;  Agnes  Stry.ker,  war 
of  1918. 

Department  Commander  C.  M.  hills  paid  tribute  to  the  naval 
heroes  of  all  the  six  wars. 

Department  Chaplain  Fannie  VVadsworth  gave  the  invocation  and 
the  Veteran  Drum  Corps  sounded   taps.

were  escorted  to  uie  front  and  the  Department  President  expressed 
the  sympathy  of  tne  Convention  in  their  loss  and  asked  tile  Conven- 
tion to  stand  a  moment  in  silence  out  01  respect  for  these;  mothers. 
The   Drum  Corps   tiien   sounded    "Taps." 

The  Department  President  introduced  the  National  President, 
Abbie  Lynch,   who  spoKe  as   follows: 

"It  is  a  very  great  pleasure  for  me  to  attend  the  Convention  of  the 
Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming.  I  bring  you  the  greetings 
of  one  of  the  largest  and  greatest  organizations  oil  Patriotic:  Women 
in  the  United  States.  At  this  time  of  the  year  many  Conventions  of 
the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  are  being  held  and  the  reports  show  that  a 
great  deal  of  good  work  lias  been  accomplished  the  past   year. 

"During  my  visit  in  Denver  the  good  friends  took  me  on  a  drive  to 
a  place  called  Inspiration  Point.  A  very  beautiful  point  it  was.  Today 
I  have  reached  another  point  of  inspiration  in  this  Convention.  I 
have  listened  to  the  reports  of  the  officers  which  have  been  most 
interesting  and  inspiring.  The  work  has  been  hearty  and  sincere 
and  oh,  what  beautiful  sheaves  for  the  harvest  and  what  a  beautiful 
harvest  when  they  are  all  gathered  in  and  laid  at  the  feud  of  the 
Master! 

"I  congratulate  you  on  the  advancement  of  the  Order,  on  the  good 
gain  in  membership,  and  the  other  good  and  great  things  done  during 
the  year. 

"Our  work  has  broadened  and  we  have  been  greatly  impressed  with 
the  return  of  the  soldiers  from  overseas,  and  that  was  right,  but  I 
want  to  impress  upon  you  that  we  must  not  forget  the  primary  object  for 
which  we  are  banded  together,  to  aid  and  assist  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic.  The  Woman's  Relief  Corps  must  think  and  do  first  for 
the  "boys  in  blue"  that  saved  our  Nation,  and  after  they  are  cared 
for  and  every  thing  we  can  possibly  do  for  them  has  been  done,  then 
we  can  turn  and  assist  others,  but  not  until  the  Grand  Army  is  lii'st 
cared  for  in  every  way. 

"There  is  a  bill  being  presented  to  all  the  Relief  Corps  Conventions 
that  I  am  quite  anxious  about.  I  believe  a  copy  was  sent  to  this 
Department — the  bill  requiring  every  teacher  in  any  public,  private 
or  parochial  school  to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance.  I  believe  that  this 
Department  will  see  that  this  is  done.  The  Department  of  Massachusetts 
has  already  taken  the  matter  up,  as  has  Ohio,  and  it  is  now  before  the 
Michigan  Legislature.  This  means  so  much  to  the  children  of  our 
country.  A  child  is  like  a  sponge  and  absorbs  so  much.  If  the 
teachers  are  loyal  and  true,  they  teach  loyalty  and  truth  and  the 
children  grow  better  and  are  patriotic,  loyal  citizens.  If  180,000 
patriotic   women   take   this   work   up    in    earnest,   we   are    sure   to   win. 

"I  wish  to  speak  in  regard  to  the  National  Journals.  The  National 
Officers  regret  the  delay  in  the  distributions  of  the  Journals,  but  you 
cannot  realize  the  difficulties  we  have  encountered.     Strikes,  shortage 
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of  help  and  shortage  of  paper.  Finally,  after  the  Journal  was  nil  in 
type  and  ready  to  be  printed  and  the  paper  was  ordered  and  in  the 
warehouse,  the  building  burned  and  ftll  th-e -paper  was  destroyed. 

"I  thank  you  for  your  kindly  greeting  and  your  warm  reception,  1 
do  not  feel  like  a  stranger,  for  you  make  me  feel  at  home  ami  as  a 
very  near  and  dear  friend.  When  the  honor  of  being  National  [-'resi- 
dent came  to  me — the  greatest  honor  that  was  ever  bestowed  upon 
me— I  felt  that  I  must  advance  ever  line  of  work,  and  thai  in  the  m<  - 
sage  I  bring  to  you.  The  care  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
better  Americans,  better  care  of  the  child. 

"When  I  was  National  Treasurer  your  present  lovely  Pre  ideal 
was  Treasurer  of  this  Department  and  sin-  was  an  excellent  Treasurer, 
and  when  she  ordered  supplies?  she  would  send  me  little  messages  of 
greeting  and  kindly  words  of  encouragement,  and  1  ean'1  tell  yon  how 
tliey  brightened  my  year.  Send  kindly  messages  to  your  officer:  and 
help  them  with  these  little  words  of  tender  thought.  Work  harder 
and  always  for  the  boys  of  '('.]  and  '(55,  and  alter  all  has  been  clone 
that  can  be  done  for  them,  broaden  alone  the  lines  of  Amerieani;  >n 
and  Child  Welfare  and  work  for  the  overseas  veterans.  Do  not  falter 
or  fail.  The  work  already  done  has  made  possible  the  hospitals  and 
places  for  the  insane  and  sent  cheer  and  comfort  to  man}  a  comrade. 
The  Grand  Army  enlisted  under  a  banner  white — glistening  while, 
and  on  that  banner  in  letters  of  glorifying  gold  was  the.  one  word 
'Service.' 

"I  wish  I  could  meet  all  of  you  at  the  National  Convention,  but 
if  we  never  meet  again  on  earth,  somewhere,  sometime,,  .we  will  meet 
in  the  Great  Eternity.     I   thank   you" 

Mrs.  Carr  and  Mrs.  Ketterman  asked  Mrs.  Lynch  to  tell  the  Con- 
vention where  the  money  was  used  that  was  collected  by  the  Depart- 
ments and  placed  in  the  Victor)'   Fund. 

Mrs.  Lynch  said  that  $200  was  used  at  Ft.  Mcllenry  for  vocational 
training,  $200  was  used  for  cheer  and  comfort  at  the  hospital  at  Park 
View,  Md.,  and  $300  at  Ft.  Sheridan  where  there  are  300  boys  that 
are  in  wheeled  chairs  and  cannot  walk  a  step,  and  $20.00  was  used  to 
help  a  boy  in  Walter  Reed  Hospital,  Washington,  to  help  complete  his 
education.

Mrs.  Stella  Thorn  Newman  was  born  in  Exeter,  England,  February 
4th,  184G,  and  was  one  of  twelve  children,  live  of  whom  still  survive.. 
She  came  to  America  with  her  parents  when  about  six  years  of  age. 
Her  marriage  to  Edward  Newman  occurred  at  While  Pigeon, 
Michigan,  just  after  the  close  of  the  War  ol  the  Rebellion,  1.8of>,  on 
May  30th,  the  day  which  is  now  one  of  the  most  sacred  of  Lhc  year. 
One  son  was  born  to  them  who  still  lives. 

Coming  to  Denver  in  1872  to  join  her  husband,  she  entered  the 
home  he  had  constructed  for  her  occupancy,  and  in  which  she  lived 
to  the  end  of  her  earthly  life,  a  period  ol'  forty-eight  years.  She 
passed  to  the  Great  Beyond  to  join  her  husband  April  f>th,  L020. 

"A  life  well  lived,  duties  nobly  done, 
Brave,   unselfish   deeds,    strong   hands    that    blessed — 
This  is  the  better  home  that  she  has  won." 

She  was  President  of  George;  G.  Meade  Relief  Corps  No.  G,  which 
was  subsequently  merged  into  Byron  E.  Carr  in  1896,  and  its  Secretary 
in  1903.  She  was  Department  Secretary  during  the  year  1908-1909, 
and  held  the  offices  of  Department  and  National  Aides  as  well  as 
many  others  in  her  Corps.  She  was  Flower  Committee  of  her  Corps 
for  many  years,  and  her  tender  helpful  messages  which  accompanied 
the  remembrances  to  suffering  and  saddened  lives  are  remembered 
with  loving  thoughts.  Going  about  in  her  quiet,  pleasant  way,  with 
willing  hands  and  kindly  words,  her  deeds  of  loving  charity  and  help- 
ful works  through  many  years  of  usefulness,  are  a  living  monument  to 
her  memory. 

"She  has  gone  beyond  a  barrier  past  which  we  cannot  see.  into 
a  somewhere  whose  distance  is  infinite.  The  voice  we  heard  but 
yesterday  has   entered   into   eternal   silence." 

She  loved  our  Order  and  served  it  faithfully.  Ever  ready  with 
willing  hands  and  kind  words,  her  deeds  of  love  and  helpfulness  can 
never  be  fully  recorded,  except  in  the  Great  Beyond. 

"Fold   her,   Father,    in    Thine    arms — ■ 
And   let  her   henceforth    be   a   messenger  of   love 
Between  our  hearts  and  Thee."

The  report  of  the  Legislative  Committee  was  read  by  Julia  E. 
Killara: 

Headquarters   Legislative  Committee, 
.  Woman's  Relief  Corps, 
Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming. 
Eliza  A.  Gardner, 

Secretary  Woman's  Relief  Corps, 

Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming, 
Boulder,   Colorado. 

Madam:  The  duly  appointed  and  authorized  Legislative  Com- 
mittee of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps.  Department  of  Colorado  and 
Wyoming,  desire  to  report  to  you  and  through  you  to  the  Depart- 
ment President  their  work  of  the  past.  year.  When  accepting  the 
appointment  upon  said  Committee  we  were  under  the  impression  that 
there  would  be  very  little  work,  this  being  the  off  year  and  no  legis- 
lature in  session,  but  we  were  soon  disillusioned. 

Through  the  efforts  of  our  Legislative  Committee  of  last  year,  of 
which  Fannie  D.  W.  Hardin  was  Chairman,  a  bill  was  introduced  and 
passed  by  the  Legislature  admitting  widows  of  Union  Veterans  to 
the  S.  and  S.  Home  at  Monte  Vista.  They  1  ailed,  however,  to  pro- 
vide the  necessary  appropriation  for  the  buildings  to  house  or  the 
maintenance  of  such  widows. 

As  soon  as  it  became  known  that  the  Governor  of  our  State  was 
to  call  an  extra  session  of  the  legislature  for  the  purpose  of  ratifying 
the  Susan  B.  Anthony  National  Amendment,  the  Committee  imme- 
diately made  repeated  efforts,  without  effect,  for  an  audience  with  the 
Governor  to  request  that  he  incorporate  our  bill  for  an  appropriation 
in  his  call  for  an  extra  session.  Finally,  in  desperation,  our  full 
Committee,  in  company  with  Department  President,  and  Department 
Commander,  called  at  the  executive  chambers  to  make  a  final  effort 
to  interview  the  Governor.  We  were  informed  by  bis  private  Secre- 
tary it  was  useless  to  see  him  as  lie  had  decided  and  would  not  in- 
clude our  request  in  the  call.  Commander  Bills  insisted  and  fairly 
demanded  that  we  have  an  opportunity  of  presenting  the  case  with 
the  result  we  were  granted  ten  minutes  of  the  Chief  Executive's 
valuable  time  (before  election  he  would  have  given  us  as  many  hours), 
but  all  to  no  purpose,  our  requests  and  entreaties  were  met  with  many 
excuses  which,  in  our  opinion  were,  to  say  the  least,  very  weai; 
Although  every  angle  was  presented  for  tin;  care  of  the  widows  of  the 
Civil  War,  the;  old  women  who  should  receive  as  good  care  as  the 
veterans  are  doomed  to  be  objects  of  charity  until  the  next  regular 
session  of  the  Colorado  Legislature.  We  had  expected  more  of  Gov- 
ernor Shoup,  he  being  the  son  of  a  veteran. 

Our    National    Convention    held    in    Columbus    September,    1919, 
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adopted  a  resolution  requesting  Congress  to  pass  S.  B.  1737,  granting 
relative  rank  to  members  of  Army  Nurse  Corps,  and  further  requested 
all  Legislative  Committees  to  write  their  representative  from  their 
various  states.  Your  Committee  immediately  communieated  with  our 
Representatives  and  Senators. 

H.  B.  93(i9,  viz.,  Fuller  Bill,  granting  increase  of  pensions  to 
Veterans,  Widows  and  Army  Nurses.  Your  Committee  had  consider- 
able correspondenee  relative  to  this  measure,  and  we  are  happy  to 
report  it  has  passed,  has  been  signed  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  and  is  now  a  law  in  lull  force.  We  submil  copy  ol  letter 
relative  to  Fuller  Bill  to  Representatives  and  Senators  from  Colorado 
and  Wyoming,  together  with  the  reply  of  Senator  Chas.  S.  Thomas, 
who  "regretted  his  inability  to  comply  with  our' request,."  A  letter 
of  thanks  was  written  to  Representative  Puller  by  Mrs.  Hannah  Olney, 
a  member  of  this  Committee,  to  which  he  replied,  expressing  his 
appreciation  of  her  thoughtful  kindness. 

In  the  early  part  of  April  information  came  to  the  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  of  a  proposed  prize  fight  to  be  staged  in  Denver  m  the 
stadium  at  the  stock  yards  upon  Memorial  Day,  May  30th  This  was  con- 
sidered a  violation  of  the  sacredness  of  the  day  and  a  mailer  thai  the 
Grand  Army  should  be  advised  of.  Such  information  was  immediately 
forwarded  to  Department  Commander  C.  M.  Dills,  who,  without  delay, 
took  the  matter  up  with  sporting  editors  of  the  various  newspapers 
in  Denver.  He  learned  there  was  such  a  project  contemplated  hut 
not  consumated.  We  have  since'  learned  the  promoters  reconsidered 
after  the  protest  of  Mr.  Dills. 

We  recommend  that  this  Convention  adopt  a  resolution  similar 
to  those  passed  in  other  States  relative  to  "Oath  or  affirmation  of 
allegiance  to  be  taken  by  all  teachers  in  public,  private  and  parochial 
schools,  or  other  institutions  of  learning,"  which  reads  as  follows: 

LEGISLATIVE   COMMITTEE    NO.    2 

An  Act  to  an  Oath  or  Affirmation  of  Allegiance  to  be  Taken  by  all 
Teachers  in  Public,  Private  and  Parochial  Schools  or  other  Insti- 
tutions   of   Learning. 

BE  IT  ENACTED  BY  THE  SENATE  AND  DOUSE  OF  REPRE- 
SENTATIVES IN  GENERAL  SESSION  ASSEMBLED,  AND  BY 
AUTHORITY   OF   THE   SAM  10,   AS    FOLLOWS: 

Section  1.  Any  person  now  holding  a  certificate  or  any  person 
to  whom  a  certificate  is  about  to  be  issued,  to  teach  in  any  of  the 
public  schools  of  this  commonwealth,  shall  subscribe  to  the  following 
oath  or  affirmation:  "I  solemnly  swear,  or  affirm,  that  I  will  support 
the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Colorado  and  the  Laws  enacted  there- 
under, and  that  I  will  teach,  by  precept  and  example,  respect  for  the 
Flags  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  State  of  Colorado,  reverence  for 
law  and  order  and  undivided  allegiance  to  the  government  of  one 
country,  the  United  States  of  America."  The  said  oath  or  affirmation, 
duly  signed,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  examiner  issuing  the 
certificate  and  a  copy  shall  be  given  the  applicant  making  the  oath 
or  affirmation. 

Section  2.  Every  teacher  in  a  private  or  parochial  school  or  in 
any  academy,  college,  university  or  other  institution  of  learning  in 
this  commonwealth  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  or 
her  duties,  take  the  same  oath  or  affirmation  of  allegiance  as  that 
prescribed  for  public  school  teachers  in  section  one.  Such  oath  or 
affirmation  shall  be  taken  and  subscribed  to  before  some  officer 
authorized  by  the  State  to  administer  oaths,  a  copy  of  the  oath  or 
affirmation  shall  be  filed  with  the  officer  or  board  in  charge  of  such 
private  or  parochial  school  or  other  institutions  of  learning. 

Section  3.  Whoever  being  in  charge  of  any  public,  private  or 
parochial  school,  or  any  academy,  college,  university  or  other  insti- 
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tution  of  learning-,  shall  allow  or  permit  any  teacher  to  enter  upon 
the  discharge  of  his  or  her  duties,  or  to  give  instruction  therein  unless 
such  teacher  shall  have  taken  and  subscribed  to  the  oath  or  affirma- 
tion of  allegiance  provided  for  in  section  one  and  two,  shall  lie  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  or  six  months  imprison- 
ment. 

Section  4.  That  it  shall  be  obligatory  to  speak  me  English 
language  from  every  pulpit  and  every  public  or  private  platform  in 
this  commonwealth.  Any  person  violating  said  Section  No.  1  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  $500.00  and  12  months  or  one  year's  imprisonment. 

Mrs.  President,  your  Committee  has  worked,  earnestly   in    the  line 
of  their  duty  and  while  we  have  failed  to  accomplish  all  that    we  had 
hoped   for,    feel    confident    you    will    appreciate    our    efforts    in    behalf 
of  those  for  whom  we  are  handed  together.     We   trust  the   incoming 
administration  will  endeavor  to  have  "An  Act",  such. as  heroin   before 
stated,  enacted  by  the  next  session  of  the  Colorado  Legislature.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Americanization  was  read  by 
the  Chairman,  Ann  St.  Clair.

Dear  Madam:  I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Chairman  of  the 
Americanization  Committee.  1  have  written  letters  to  each  member 
of  my  Committee. 

I  have  issued  one  circular  letter  to  the  Corps  Presidents  :>£  the 
Department,  i  have  been  in  communication  with  our  National  Chair 
man. 

Have  written  to  Washington,  D.  C,  for  Americanization  literature 
and  have  received  some  very  helpful  suggestions  lor  the  work". 

Hattie  McCaskill  reports  Rocky  Ford  doing  all  they  can  for  their 
foreign  citizens,  and  have  them  speaking  the  American  language.  Also 
that  the  children  speak  only  tin;  American  language  on  the  chool 
grounds. 

Susie  Carr  McGwire  reports  Longmont  will  have  to  depend  cm 
the  schools  and  school  teachers  to  teach  Americanization.  She  gave 
some  helpful  suggestions  for  our  work.  McPherson  Corps  have  asked 
every  organization  to  appoint  an  Americanization  Committee  to  co- 
operate with  their  Committee. 

Frances  S.  Ketterman  reports  Nathaniel  Lyon  Corps  No.  27  has 
purchased  silk  hags  to  present  to  the  class  of  23  new  American 
citizens  on  July  5th  when  they  become  naturalized  American  citizens. 
They  plan  a  night  picnic  to  the  night  class  of  foreign  citizens  who 
are  learning  the  American  language.  That  Arapahoe  Chapter  L>.  A.  R., 
has  organized  a  night  school  and  is  paying  the  salary  of  a  teacher. 

Lillian  Inman  reports  calls  made  on  14  foreign  families  urging 
them  to  become  American  citizens  and  secured  their  promise  to  try 
to  speak  American  and  bring  their  little  ones  to  be  examined  by 
Child  Welfare  Committee.  She  also  reports  a  large  parade  on  May 
1st,  Americanization   Day. 

In  Fort  Collins  we  have  a  night  school  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  for  the 
foreign  men  which  was  well  attended  this  winter.  Also  a  class  one 
afternoon  a  week  for  foreign  women  at  Rockwo'od  school  house. 
Those  in  charge  report  all  are  anxious  to  learn  our  language  and 
laws. 

One  great  good  work  we  can  all  do  is  to  organize  class  -s  and 
hire  trained  women  to  teach  the  foreign  women,  as  they  can  accom- 
plish so  much  more  than   we  can    without  the  training. 

Our  Committee  was  organized  so  late  in  the  year  that  it  was 
impossible  to  accomplish  as  much  as  we  had  hoped,  but  we  feel  we 
have  made  a  good  beginning. 

We  have  the  following  recommendations  to  offer  to  the  Depart- 
ment for  presentation  to  the  National   Convention. 

Resolved,  That  the  Flag  salute  he  changed  from  "Allegiance  to 
My  Flag",  to  read  "Allegiance  to  the  AMERICAN  Flag." 

Mrs.    President,    I    wish    to    thank    you    for    my    appointment    as 
Chairman  of  this  important  Committee  and  for  all  your  kindness  to 
me  during  the  past  year.

Dear  Madam:      1    have    the   honor  to    submit    through    you    to   the 
Thirty-sixth    Department    Convention    a    brief    report    of    the    work   ac- 
complished by  the  Child  Welfare  Committee  of  this  Department. 
What  is  sweeter  than  music?     My  answer  is: 
The  fragrance  of  a  beautiful  life. 
Where  does  this  beautiful  life  begin? 
With  the  child. 

The  most  beautiful  and  most  important  work  in  the  world  today 
is  with  the  children. 

The  world  is  waking  up  to  the  fact  that,  the  child  is  the  center 
of  all  interests.  The  supreme  question  of  any  age  and  any  people 
is  how  to  train  the  child  physically,  mentally  and  spiritually.  The 
problem  of  the  race  is  the  problem  of  the  child. 

In  the  child  life  of  a  nation  we  feel  the  pulse  of  the  progress  of 
that  people.  The  boys  and  girls  of  America  are  the  hope  of  the  world, 
therefore,  no  other  investment  of  time,  money  or  influence  will  pay 
so  well.  We  must  conserve  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  coining  genera- 
tion for  we  will  need  Christian,  patriotic  men  and  women  to  handle 
the  situation  and  affairs  of  our  country. 

Is  it  not  a  splendid  work  our  organization  has  taken  up  to  lie  a 
part  of  the  shaping  and  moulding  of  these  men  and  women  who  are 
now  in  the  making?  The  heart  of  childhood  is  the  same  the  world 
over.  It  responds  to  kindness  and  confidence  and  unfolds  as  a  bud 
to   the  sun   in   the  light  of  a   warm   love. 

This  is  a  marvelous  age  for  the  impression  of  a  religious,  patriotic 
truth,  therefore  let  us  be  diligent,  and  alert,  for,  after  all,  it  is  the 
boys  and   girls   who  are  important   factors   of  our  nation. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  somo  splendid  work  accomplished  along 
these  lines  by  Corps  in  our  Department. 

A  circular  letter  was  issued  from  this  office  and  numerous  letters 
have  been  written  in  explanation  of  the  work. 

Denver  Corps — Farragut,  No.  1;  Bryon  L.  Carr,  No.  6;  M.  M. 
Croker,  No.  40,  and  George  Washington  No.  42,  combined  their  work 
and  have  equipped  a  new  health  center  at  a  cost  of  $50,  the  upkeep 
to  be  $25  per  year.

The  report  of  tne  Committee  on  the  Bronze  Tablet  was  read  by 
Eloise   Lehow. 

Repoit  of  Committee  on  placing  the  Bronze  Tablet  on  Euclid 
Hall,  Denver,  commemorating  the  organization  of  the  National 
Woman's    Relief   Corps,   July   25,    1SS3: 

The  Thirty-fifth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Department  of  Colo- 
rado and  Wyoming,  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  passed  a  resolution  in- 
structing the  incoming  President  to  appoint  a  Committee  with  power 
to  act  to  prepare  and  present  a  Bronze  Tablet  to  be  placed  on  the 
building  known  as  Euclid  Hall,  in  the  City  of  Denver,  where  the 
National  Woman's  Relief  Corps  was  organized  in  1S83,  Mrs.  Frances 
S.  Ketterman,  President,  appointed  as  such  Committee,  Mrs.  Fannie 
D.  W.  Hardin,  Past  National  Senior  Vice-President;  Mrs.  Mary  L. 
Carr,  Past  National  President,  and  Mrs.  Eloise  S.  Lehow,  Past  Depart- 
ment President  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  W.  R.  C.  Mrs.  Hardin  was 
appointed  Chairman  and  Mrs.  Lehow  Secretary  of  the  Committee.  The 
first  business  was  to  interview  the  Mayor,  Dewey  C.  Bailey,  to  find 
what  steps  were  necessary  to  insure  the  preservation  and  perpetuity 
of  the  Tablet  in  the  event  of  the  building  changing  hands  or  being 
razed,  the  result  of  which  was  a  contract  by  which  the  present  owners 
bound  themselves  to  keep  the  Tablet  in  a  conspicuous  position  with 
perpetual  care  in  case  of  transfer. 

This  contract  was  duly  recorded  and  a  copy  given  to  each   party. 
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After  thorough  Investigation  and  careful  consideration  the  preparation 
of  the  Tablet,  from  designs  furnished  by  the  Secretary  was  K-iven  to 
a  Denver  firm.  The  date  oJ'  dedication  was  arranged  to  suit  the 
convenience  of  the  National  President  and  was  appointed  for  Memorial 
Day,  May  30th,  being  a  most  appropriate  day  for  such  an  event,  and 
celebrating  the  birth  of  an  organization  having  for  one  of  its  objects 
the  perpetuation  of  the  memory  of  our  heroic  dead  who  died, in  de- 
fense of  the  Union.  The  cost  of  the  Tablet  was  $200,  but  the  manu- 
facturer donated  $15  in  work.  The  invitations  were  $18,  the  printer, 
Mr.  Wilcox,  having  cut  the  price  in  two.  Incidental  expenses  were 
$12,  making  the  total  expense  $215,  all  of  which  was  raised  by  the 
Corps  and  members  of  the  Department.  The  Seeretary  being  suddenly 
called  east  on  account  of  the  death  of  a  member  of  her  family,  Mrs. 
Julia  E.  Killam  took  her  place  and  carried  out  the  plans  to  a  success- 
ful issue,  terminating  in   a  most   beautiful   and    impressive    ceremony. 

Moved  by  Eloise  Lehow  that  the  report  be  adopted,  seconded  by 
Fannie   Whipp    and   carried. 

Moved  by  Theresa  Jenkins  that  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  be  given 
the  Committee  for  the  splendid  work  accomplished,  seconded  by  Mary 
Keehn  and  carried. 

Edna  Campbell  said  that  she  wished  every  member  of  the  Con- 
vention could  have  been  present  at  the  exercises  on  Sunday  when  the 
Tablet  was  unveiled,  as  it  was  a  splendid  program  and  a  very  inspiring 
occasion. 

The  National  President  spoke  of  the  Tablet  and  congratulated 
the  Committee  and  the  Department  on  the  splendid  work  done. 

"Mrs.  President  and  Members  of  the  Convention:  1  want  to  tell 
you  how  glad  I  am  that  I  could  be  present  at  the  unveiling  of  the 
Tablet  that  marks  the  birth  place  of  this  great  Order  and  a  memorial 
to  the  women  that  founded  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps.  The  cere- 
monies were  very  solomn  and  impressive  and  I  congratulate  the  De- 
partment on  being  able  to  erect  this  memorial.  I  congratulate  the 
City  of  Denver  on  being  the  birth  place  of  this  splendid  organization, 
and  I  congratulate  the  Department  President  and  the  Committee  on 
the  good  work  they  have  accomplished  in  erecting  this  Tablet.  I  am 
so  glad  our  dear  Mrs.  Carr  could  be  witli  us  on  this  great  occasion,  as 
she  is  the  only  living  active  Charter  member  in  this  Department,  and 
her  work  from  the  time  of  the  founding  of  the  Order  to  the  present 
day  has  been  persistent  and  of  great  good  to  the  Order,  and  we 
cherish  her  in  our  hearts.  I  congratulate  the  Americanization  Com- 
mittee and  the  Committee  on  the  Child  Welfare  work  on  their  splendid 
reports.  The  work  of  this  Convention  has  been  very  interesting  and  I 
think  it  is  one  of  the  best  attended  Conventions  I  have  visited,  but  not 
the  largest,  as  Massachusetts  has  600  voting  delegates,  but  this  Con- 
vention will  live  in  my  memory  as  one  of  the  sweetest  and  best  I 
have  attended.  This  is  my  last  meeting  with  you  as  I  continue  my 
journey  in  the  morning.  In  my  mail  I  received  a  letter  telling  me  of 
the  death  of  a  very  dear  friend  that  occasionally  wrote  beautiful 
poems  and  the  son  enclosed  the  following  poem  which  I  read  as  my 
farewell  to  you. 

Good  bye,  good  cheer — 
Kind  reader,  sister,  brother,  friend, 
May  happiness   thy  needs  attend 
Through  all  the  year. 

Good  bye,  good  heart — 
Thy  grief  be  light  as  swallow's  wing,

Your  presence  has  been  an 
inspiration  for  better  work  and  we  thank  you  for  coining  to  us  and 
wish  you  God  speed  on  your  journey. 

The  National  Inspector,  .Julia  E.  Killam,  presided  while  Mary  U 
Carr  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Department  President's, 
address,  which  is  as  follows: 

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    PRESIDENT'S    ADDRESS 

To   the   Officers   and    Members    of   the    Thirty-sixth    Departim  ut    Oon- 
vention,   Woman's   Relief  Corps: 

After  a  careful  study  of  the  summary  of  the  work  of  the  year' 
presented  by  the  Department  President,  we  can  confidently  ;ay  there 
has  been  no  lowering  of  the  standard,  hut  an  evidence  of  steady 
advancement  along  all  lines  which  in  a  large  measure  lias  resulted  by 
counseling  conciliation  in  local  matters,  and  arousing  an  in  it-rest 
among  these  who  have  become  somewhat  indicerent  as  to  the  objects 
and  aims  of  this  great  organization  of  women. 

The  representatives  are  assembled  here  today  tor  the  purpose  of 
considering  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  this  Department,  and  the 
information  given  by  the  Department  President  and  plan  fur  its  future 
interest. 

Our  annual  gatherings  are  milestones  where  we  pause  and  review 
the  work  accomplished  and  gather  strength  to  continue  on  our  way 
to  higher  ideals. 

We  are  Hearing  the  fourth  decade  of  our  existence  as  tin  organi- 
zation, and  like  other  pioneers,  have  had  many  difficulties  to  over- 
come, yet  there  has  been  no  wavering  of  the  loyalty  and  devotion  to 
the  principles  for  which  this  Order  stands  pledged. 

Americanization  and  Child  Welfare,  which  are  important  ques- 
tions before  tin;  people  of  our  country  at  the  present  time,  arc  ques- 
tions that  each  and  every  member  of  tin;  Order  should  take  a  deep 
interest  in,  as  the  welfare  of  a  nation  depends  upon  the  intelligence 
and  morality  of  its  citizens.  The  Department  President  has  brought 
these  questions  to  the  attention  of  the  membership  and  urges  that 
action  be  taken.  A  Committee  of  willing  workers  has  been  appointed 
to  serve  along  these  lines  of  work,  and  we  trust  good  results  will 
follow.  The  necessity  of  teaching  our  foreign  born  population  to  talk 
and  read  the  English  language  and  the  earnest  plea  tor  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps  to  take  an  active  part  in  this  line  of  work  is  highly 
commended. 

We  note  with  pleasure  the  harmonious  relation  existing  between 
the  Grand  Army  and  its  Auxiliary,  and  the  active  co-operation  can 
not  be  otherwise  than  helpful  to  both  Orders.  Appreciation  of  the 
efforts  of  its  "Helpmeet"  is  often  expressed  by  the  Grand  Army  and 
the  past  year  has  been  one  of  pleasant   associations. 

The  Sons  of  Veterans  are  proud  of  their  heritage  and  the 
Daughters,  emulating  their  mothers,  have  received  kindly  mention  from 
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the  Department  President.  We  note  that  Corps  members  have  given 
frequent  entertainments  for  "the  Legion  Hoys"  who  are  so  close  to 
our  hearts,  and  it  is  due  us,  us  an  Order,  to  ever  maintain  an  interest 
in  their  welfare. 

The  report  shows  that  twenty-seven  Corps  have  received  a  visit 
from  the  Department  President.  Isolated  Corps  have  appreciated  these 
visits  as  other  Corps  cannot,  as  they  nerd  help  and  ericoura  cement 
to  keep  on  with  the  work.  In  her  visits  throughout  this  extensive 
Department,  the  President  realizes,  while  the  lienors  of  office  have 
a  halo,  that  there  are  duties  and  responsibilities  that  weigh  heavily 
upon  both  mental  and  physical  strength. 

Finances  of  the  Order  cause  many  an  anxious  hour  on  lues  best 
to  economize  in  the  different  Hues  of  work  and  yet  maintain  a  high 
standard  of  efficiency.  Paper  and  the  expense  of  printing  have  reached 
a  stage  where  watchful  care  must  be  exercised.  The  Committee 
approved  omitting  one  of  the  series  of  General  Orders  on  account  of 
expense. 

The  Committee  approved  the  action  taken  by  the  President  in 
disbanding  Corps  No.  45,  it  having  been  delinquent  for  two  years 
and  in  no  way  helpful   to  the   Order. 

The  report  of  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day  shows  that  it  was 
more  widely  observed  than  for  many  years. 

The  Committee,  approved   the   action  of  the  President   in    refusing  . 
to    grant    dispensations.      Her    action    was-  in    strict    accordance    with 
the  law. 

The  President  suggests  that  it  more  careful  study  were  given  to 
Pubs  and  Regulations  information  could  be  gained  that  would  lessen 
needless  correspondence  and  be  a  relief  to  the  Department  President, 
who  is  overburdened  witli  letters  of  inquiry  which  could  he  readily 
answered  by  referring  to  the  explicit  laws  of  our  Order.  The  Com- 
mittee  heartily  approved   this   suggestion. 

We  congratulate  the  Department  President  upon  her  successful 
administration,  and  while  the  year  has  been  one  of  strenuous  work 
the  Committee  feels  assured  that  the  result  will  be  highly  gratifying 
to  the  entire  membership  of  this  Department.

Dear  Madam:     In  compliance   with   the   rules  of  our  order,   it   be- 
comes my  duty  and  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  and  through  you   to  the 
Thirty-sixth   Department    Convention   my    report    as    Chaplain    for   the 
past  year. 

With  grateful  appreciation  my  thanks  are  due  to  the  Thirty-fifth 
Department  Convention  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  my -Corps  and 
upon  myself  as  its  representative  by  the  very  unanimous  selection 
of  myself  as  its  Chaplain. 

Reports  have  been  received  from  only  nineteen  Corps,  numbers 
1,  4,  6,  7,  8,  9,  13,  12,  14,  15,  17,  20,  22,  24,  26,  27,  30,  34,  35,  40  and  42.

Four  thousand  graves  were  decorated.  That  of  the  nineteen  Corps 
reporting,  only  four  failed  to  furnish  dinner  to  the  comrades  on 
Memorial  Day.  That  seven  Corps  purchased  ilowers,  while  the  rest 
were  contributed.  The  tribute  to  the  unknown  dead  was  very  general 
as  was  that  given  to  the  sailor  dead.  The  attendance  at  the  Sunday 
Memorial  services  was  gratifying  and  the  expense  incurred  by  the 
different  Corps  shows  how  gladly  they  do  their  utmost  for  the  grand 
order  we  serve. 

I  wish  to  assure  you  that  it  has  been  a  great  pleasure  to  have 
served  during  the  very  successful  administration  of  the  past  year, 
and  may  we  go  from  this  Convention  loving  one  another  better  and 
with  deepest  gratitude  to  the  author  of  all  of  life's  blessings. 

Sixty-three  of  the  loyal  women  of  the  W.  R.  C,  during  the  past 
year,  have  finished  their  work  and  answered  the  call  to  come  up 
higher.

Mr.  Chairman,  Comrades  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  Sisters  and  Guests: 

It  is  a  great  honor  and  privilege  to  be  the  one  to  pre- 
sent this  beautiful  Flag.  We  should  love  this  Flag,  for  it 
is  the  symbol  of  all  we  are  and  of  all  we  hope  to  be.  It  was  born 
amid  tears  and  blood  and  baptized  in  blood  and  tears.  The  American 
Flag  is  the  symbol  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Man. 

It  stands  for  courage,  for  chivalry,  for  generosity  and  honor. 

Sentiment  prompted  the  colors  of  our  Flag.  Red  represents 
courage  and  divine  love;  white,  integrity  of  purpose,  truth  and 
purity;    blue,  steadfastness  and  loyalty. 

The  greatest  standing  army  of  the  world  today  is  the  school 
children  of  the  United  States  of  America.  How  important  then  it  is 
that  our  school  teachers  be  imbued  with  the  true  spirit  of  patriotism, 
that  the  men  and  women  of  the  future,  who  are  boys  and  girls  in  our 
schools  today,  be  taught  the  right  conception  of  the  price  paid  for 
our  "dear  old  Flag"  and  all  it  represents,  what  it  means  to  be  an 
American  citizen,  and  that,  a  few  years  hence,  the  welfare  of  our 
country  will  depend  on  our  boys  and  girls.  In  a  boquet  of  llowers 
we  have  a  variety  of  colors,  but  their  fragrance  is  not  more  sweet 
to  the  senses  than  are  the  influences  of  the  many  kindly,  gentle  deeds 
you  have  performed  in  the  discharge  of  your  duty.

The  west  has  very  few  places  of  national  historical  interest,  and 
we  are  justly  proud  to  feel  that  the  Queen  City  of  the  West  is  the 
birth  place  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps."

In  the  absence  of  Governor  Oliver  H.  Shoup,  the  address  of  wel- 
come was  extended  by  Ex-Lieutenant  Governor  E.  R.  Harper. 

"It  is  always- an  honor  to  represent  the  chief  executive  of  our 
great  State  of  Colorado,  but  I  deem  it  an  especial  honor  and  a  pleasure, 
I  assure  you,  to  be  privileged  to  be  here  with  you  this  day  and  join 
with  you  in  this  service  of  unveiling  the  Bronze  Tablet  in  commemo- 
rating the  event  referred   to   by   your  President.

Mrs.  Ketterman:  We  are  very  fortunate  indeed  to  have  with  us 
today  one  of  the  Charter  members  who,  37  years  ago,  helped  to 
organize  this  Order.  There  were  30  Charter  members  of  our  own 
State  of  Colorado,  and  we  now  have  but  one  Charter  member  left  in 
our  Department.  I  am  very  happy  to  to  introduce  Mrs.  Alary  Carr, 
Past  National  President,  National  Counsellor  and  Charter  member  of 
the  W.  R.  C. 

MRS.    MARY    LORD    CARR'S    ADDRESS    AT    THE    UNVEILING    OF 

THE   TABLET 

When  the  Civil  War  became  a  certainty  and  the  men  of  the 
Northern  states  responded  to  the  appeal  of  the  President  to  defend  the 
Nation  and  preserve  its  unity,  as  with  common  impulse,  the  women 
of  the  land  prepared  for  the  exigencies  of  war. 

In  New  England  and  the  middle  states  Relief  Societies  were 
quickly  organized.  In  every  city,  town  and  hamlet  busy  hands  were 
rolling  bandages,  scraping  lint,  forwarding  supplies  to  the  hospitals, 
and  for  four  long  years  these  societies  were  the  reserved  force  that 
encouraged  the  men  who  were  fighting  the  battles  for  a  free  country. 

Five  days  after  President  Lincoln's  first  call  for  troops,  the 
patriotic  women  of  the  city  of  Cleveland  formed  The  Soldiers'  Aid 
Society  of  Northern  Ohio.  These  women  had  been  tenderly  reared, 
they  were  cultured  and  refined  and  had  never  entered  into  the  activi- 
ties of  life,  yet  deep  in  their  hearts  was  the  love  of  country,  and  wnn 
patriotic  zeal  they  entered  upon  plans  and  methods  of  raising  funds 
for  the  benefit  of  the  soldiers,  and  during  the  four  years  of  the  war 
they  served  at  their  post  of  duty  with  an  unfaltering  purpose.  They 
planned  and  carried  to  success  a  Sanitary  Fair  that  was  held  in 
Cleveland,  which  netted  eighty  thousand  dollars,  a  wonderful  work 
for  women  at  that  period  who  had  had  no  experience  in  such  matters. 
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The  great  struggle  for  the  life  of  the  Union  ended  victoriously 
On  the  cessation  of  hostilities  the  army  disbanded.  Many  of  the 
Relief  Societies  closed  their  doors,  the  returned  soldiers  again  took 
up  the  duties  of  civil  life.  The  crippled  and  diseased  soldiers  waited 
patiently  for  the  fulfillment  of  the  government's  promises  made  to 
them  when  they  entered  the  service. 

The  small  pittance  of  a  pension  granted  the  veterans  at  that  time 
was  not  sufficient  to  secure  the  necessities  of  life.  The  Grand  Army 
that  had  been  organized  at  the  close  of  the  war  to  promote  the  great 
principles  of  Fraternity,  Charity  and  Loyalty  were  unable  to  aid  its 
unfortunate  comrades,  though  there  was  a  spirit  of  fraternal  helpful- 
ness among  its  members,  but  the  means  of  the  Order  were  inadequate. 

Again  the  patriotic  women  of  the  land  took  up  the  soldiers  cause. 
Relief  societies  were  formed  anew  and  through  their  ministrations  the 
invalid  soldier  was  provided  with  means  of  support,  and  orphans  of 
soldiers  were  fed  and  clothed.  Aid  was  furnished  in  securing  pensions 
for  the  veterans,  and  homes   secured   for  the   dependent  widows. 

In  1883,  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Army,  Paul  Van  Der 
Voort,  in  his  extensive  travels  was  favorably  impressed  with  the  work 
of  the  Relief  Societies  and  urged  upon  all  Posts  of  the  Grand  Army 
the  importance  of  an  Auxiliary  society  which  he  found  to  be  very 
helpful  to  the  comrades.  He  also  earnestly  expressed  a  desire  for  a 
National  Organization  of  women  that  would  unite  under  one  bead  all 
societies  in  the  several  states  making  the  same  Auxiliary  to  the 
National  body  of  the  Grand  Army. 

He  urged  that  representatives  from  the  organizations  in  the  dif- 
ferent states  be  sent  to  Denver  at  the  time  of  the  holding  of  the  Grand 
Army  Encampment  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  National  organiza- 
tion, and  in  his  General  Orders  a  call  was  issued  for  this  purpose. 

On  the  25th  of  July,  1883,  in  this  building  upon  which  this  Tablet 
is  placed,  fifty  women  from  different  sections  of  the  country  met  In 
response  to  the  call  of  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

After  two  days  of  preliminary  work,  debates,  heated  discussions 
of  plans  for  the  proposed  organization,  the  Massachusetts  plan  was 
adopted,  the  societies  in  that  state  having  organized  a  Department 
that  had  been  endorsed  by  the  Grand  Army  and  accepted  as  its 
Auxiliary. 

In  the  newly  formed  organization  all  who  desired  to  become 
Charter  members  were  duly  obligated,  each  paying  one  dollar  into 
the  treasury.  Officers  were  duly  elected  and  the  National  Organization 
of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  became  a  reality. 

In  the  Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army,  held  at  the  same  time  in 
the  Tabor  Opera  House,  a  debate  was  on,  relative  to  recognizing  this 
National  Order  of  women  as  its  Auxiliary.  By  a  majority  vote  the 
National  Woman's  Relief  Corps  was  endorsed  by  the  Encampment, 
thus  establishing  it  as  an  Auxiliary  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

Being  duly  notified  of  this  honor,  the  newly  elected  National 
officers  were  invited  to  the  Opera  House,  where  they  were  presented 
by  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  the  Encampment.  On  the  paltform  were 
many  distinguished  men,  General  Sherman,  John  A.  Logan  and  Past 
Commanders-in-Chief  who  gave  a  hearty  welcome  to  the  officers  and 
bid  them  God  speed  in  their  work. 

To  these  women  who  assumed  the  responsible  duties  of  office 
and  who  gave  freely  of  their  time  and  strength  to  the  upbuilding  of 
this  great  Order  that  leads  all  organizations  of  women  in  the  world  in 
its  patriotic  and  philanthropic  achievements,  we  owe  a  debt  of  grati- 
tude for  their  untiring  devotion  to  the  cause  for  which  they  pledged 
allegiance. 
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National  President,  Mrs.  Abbie  Lynch,  Avas  presented  and  spoke 
to  us  on  "Our  Order." 

"This  is  indeed  a  sacred  day,  the  Memorial  Day  of  our  country, 
and  I  am  sure  that  all  of  you  know  how  sacred  it  is  (o  those  of  lis 
who  are  here  today.  It  is  indeed  a  pleasure  lor  me  to  be  here  today 
at  the  unveiling  of  this  Tablet  commemorating  the  birthplace  of  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps,  Auxiliary   to  the  Grand  Army  of  the   Republic. 

"It  is  my  privilege  to  tell  you  something  of  the  work  to  the 
present  time.  From  that  small  beginning,  and  those  few  Charter 
members  in  the  hall  across  the  way,  we  now  number  180.000  strong 
loyal  American  women.  Long  ago  we  began  our  work  by  helping  the 
little  crippled  child  whose  parents  were  unable  to  give  him  the  ser- 
vices of  the  surgeon  who  had  said  that  he  could  have  relief  from 
his  affliction.  This  was  the  beginning  of  our  relief  work,  and  if  we 
had  done  nothing  else,  this  was  worth  while.  But  as  time  went  on 
we  found  much  to  do.  I  want  to  tell  you  that  in  many  states  of  our 
Union  we  have  homes  where  the  veteran  soldier  can  enter  and  spend 
the  remainder  of  his  days.  1  am  proud  to  tell  you  that  in  my  own 
great  State  of  Pennsylvania,  we  have  a  Memorial  Home  where  50 
veterans  and  their  wives  are  cared  for.  In  many  other  states  of  the 
Union  where  there  are  no  homes,  they  tendrely  care  for  the  veteran 
and  his  wife.  Today  we  have  a  fund  known  as  the  Southern  Memorial 
Fund,  and  each  year  the  different  Corps  contribute  to  said  fund  and 
forget-me-nots  and  immortelles  are  placed  upon  the  graves  of  the 
veterans  in  the  National  Cemetery  of  the  South  in  memory  of  those 
brave  men  who  made  the  supreme  sacrifice. 

"And  so  it  seems  that  our  whole  object  during  the  past  years  has 
been  to  extend  relief.  We  have  known  much  of  suffering,  much  of 
distress,  and  so  it  has  been  our  privilege  during  these  years  to  expend 
for  these  soldiers  and  their  dependent  ones,  rive  million  dollars.  I 
give  you  these  facts  that  you  may  realize  the  great  results  accom- 
plished by  the  little  gathering  who  banded  themselves  together  37 
years  ago  across  the  way.  We  have  done  this  work  earnestly  and 
lovingly. 

"We  will  do  our  utmost  in  the  great  cause  of  Americanization, 
that  we  may  well  and  truly  say':   One  language,  one  flag,  one  country." 

Commander  Carrol  M  Bills  responded  to  the  address  of  our 
National  President  with  appropriate  remarks  and  recommendations 
for  "Our  Auxiliary."  He  called  special  attention  to  the  Memorial 
Home  we  have  at  Monte  Vista,  telling  us  that  it  was  one  of  the  three 
best  Homes  in  the  United  States. 

The  presentation  of  this  Tablet  to  the  City  of  Denver  was  to 
have  been  made  by  Mrs.  Fannie  D.  W.  Hardin,  Past  National  Senior 
Vice-President  and  Chairman  of  the  Tablet  Fund  Committee.  But  on 
account  of  her  sudden  and  serious  illness  she  was  unable  to  be  with 
us  today. 

The  audience  then  stood  in  silence,  expressing  sympathetic  re- 
grets that  our  own  Mrs.  Hardin,  who  had  so  long  dreamed  of  the  con- 
summation of  the  placing  of  this  Tablet  could  not  be  present  at 
the  memorable  event. 

Presentation  by  Mrs.  Fannie  D.  W.  Hardin 
Her  address  was  very  ably  read  by  Mrs.  Julia  E.  Killam,  National 
Inspector,  and  the  Flag  was  drawn  away  from  the  beautiful  Tablet. 
The  work  of  the  American  women  in  the  great  war  for  the  preser- 
vation of  the  Union  was  that  of  relief,  relief  on  the  battle  field,  in 
hospital  for  the  wounded  and  sick,  relief  in  the  homes  provided  for 
them,  relief  of  the  wives  and  children  of  soldiers  at  the  front,  as  well 
as  for  the  widows  and  orphans  of  the  men  who  went  forth  never  to 
return.  During  the  war  soldiers  aid  societies  were  maintained  from 
New  Ehgland  to  the  far  West,  but  at  the  close  of  the  war,  and  the 
disbandment  of  our  armies,  followed  the  dissolution  of  our  aid  societies 
and  the  closing  of  busy  work  rooms,  our  soldiers  were  received  with 
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open  arms.  As  time  passed  by  many  of  those  who  lived  to  return 
home  were  sick,  many  of  the  widows  and  orphans  were  crying  for 
bread;  where  then  would  the  veterans  turn  for  help  but  to  the  women 
of  the  country,  who  stood  by  them.  The  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
organized  soon  after  the  war,  and  was  doing  all  they  could  to  relieve 
the  distress  of  their  unfortunate  comrades,  the  widows  and  orphans, 
but  found  it  hard  to  cope  with  the  situation.  An  auxiliary  was  talked 
of  but  nothing  had  been  done  by  them  along  this  line  until  1883,  18 
years  after  the  close  of  the  war.  The  National  Encampment  was 
called  to  meet  in  Denver  when  Paul  Van  De  Vort,  then  Commander- 
in-Chief,  issued  the  call  for  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  to  meet. 
He  also  invited  the  loyal  women  ot  the  country  to  come  to  Denver  lor 
the  purpose  of  organizing  an  auxiliary.  58  women,  30  of  whom  were 
from  our  own  state,  met  in  Euclid  Hall,  signed  the  Charter,  and  under 
the  direction  of  the  Grand  Army  perfected  the  organization  and  the 
name,  "Woman's  Relief  Corps,  Auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic",  was  given  the  Order.  From  this  small  beginning  we  ha\e 
grown  to  be  the  largest  and  grandest  body  of  women  doing  relief  and 
patriotic  work  in  the  world,  numbering  at  this  time  180,000  loyal 
American  women. 

And  so  we  are  here  today  to  dedicate  this  historic  spot  by  unveil- 
ing the  Tablet  placed  on  the  building  where  the  Order  had  its  birth 
nearly  37  years  ago. 

And  now,  Mr.  Bailey,  Mayor  of  this  great  city,  the  Queen  City  of 
the  Plains,  I  take  great  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you,  and  through 
you  to  the  city,  this  Tablet,  erected  by  the  members  of  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps  of  the  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming.  We  feel 
sure  that  you  and  those  who  may  follow  you  will  appreciate  to  the 
fullest  the  proud  distinction  that  this  city  and  state  occupies  in 
being  the  birthplace  of  our  Order,  and  that  you  will  care  for  this 
Tablet  and  will  cherish  and  love  it  as  we  do.  And  in  conclusion,  Mrs. 
President,  I  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  helped  in  this  enterprise, 
the  Aides  and  other  friends,  our  National  President  for  arranging 
to  be  with  us  on  this  auspicious  occasion,  and  all  who  have  con- 
tributed  in. any   way   to  make   it   a   success. 

And  Mr.  Mayor,  we  thank  you  for  responding  so  generously  to 
our  request  for  help  in  arranging  for  the  comfort  of  the  people  gathered 
here  to  witness  this  unveiling,  and  to  you,  Mrs.  President,  for  the 
honor  you  conferred  on  this  committee  in  asking  us  to  direct  this 
work;  it  has  been  a  labor  of  love  on  our  part. 

In  the  absence  of  our  Mayor,  the  Hon.  Dewey  C.  Bailey,  ac- 
ceptance of  the  Tablet  was  made  by  Hon.  Thomas  M.  Hunter,  who 
pledged  his  support  and  that  of  the  city  in  the  faithful  preservation 
of  this  Tablet  marking  the  place  of  birth  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps, 
Auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.

The  Official  train  will  leave  Denver,  via  the  "Burlington  Route," 
to  Chicago,  Friday,  September  5th,  at  9:00  P.  M.;  thence  over  the 
Pennsylvania  System,  arriving  at  Columbus  at  8:00  P.  M.,  September 
7th.  Tickets  will  be  on  sale  August  15th,  at  all  local  railway  sta- 
tions, at  the  rate  of  one  cent  per  mile,  phis  war  tax.  Round  trip 
(with  war  tax)  from  Denver,  $29. 0G.  Standard  Pullman,  lower  berth 
(one  way),  $18.10;  upper  berth,  20  per  cent  less  Tourist  sleeper  would 
be  one-half  the  rate  of  the  standard. 

Department  Headquarters  will  be  established  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Grand  Army,  where  all  members  of  the  Order,  and  all 
patriotic  organizations,  will  be  welcome.  Be  sure  and  register  at 
National  and  Department  Headquarters. 

II.  In  the  Department  General  Order  No.  1,  the  name  of  the 
third    alternate    should    be    read — -Margaret    Reiber,    Ft.

V.  The  following  Decisions  and  Resolutions  of  the  Thirty-fifth

Decision  No.  1 — That  the  per  capita  tax  and  the  representation  to 
the  Department  Convention  remain  the  same. 

Decision  No.  2 — That,  in  consideration  of  the  extra  expense  for 
changes  of  delegates  in  Convention  Roster,  that  hereafter  we  follow 
the  rule  of  the  National,  and  print  separately  the  Roll  of  Convention. 

Resolution  No.  1 — That  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  raise  a  fund 
of  not  less  than  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars  ($250.00)  to  be  given 
to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  Department  of  Colorado  and 
Wyoming,  to  be  used  by  them  in  any  way  they  may  deem  best.

Corps. 

Resolution  No.  3— That  in  the  year  1883,  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  was  organized  in  the  city  of  Denver,  in  the  building  commonly 
known  as  "Euclid  Hall,"  and  as  a  matter  of  history,  the  Department 
of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  hereby  authorize  and  order  a  suitable 
Bronze  Tablet  placed  upon  the  building  commemorating  the  birth  of 
our  beloved  Order. 

Resolution  No.  4 — That  members  of  the  Thirty-fifth  Annual  Con- 
vention wish  that  Section  4,  Art.  II,  Page  8,  be  amended  to  read: 
"That  candidates  be  balloted  on  collectively;  if  on  examination  a 
black  cube  is  found,  then  to  ballot  separately." 
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Resolution  No.  5 — That  members  of  the  Thirty-fifth  Annual  Con- 
vention most  heartily  endorse  the  Resolution  introduced  by  Repre- 
sentative Fuller,  in  the  House  of  Congress,  to  do  much  belated  justice 
towards  the  deserving  Army  Nurses,  and  which  has  been  referred  to 
Committee  on  Pensions,  as  follows:  "That  the  rate  of  pension  to  be 
hereafter  paid  to  all  Army  Nurses  now  drawing  pensions,  or  entitled 
thereto,  under  existing  law,  shall  be  Thirty  Dollars  ($30. 00)  per 
month;  provided,  that  no  pension  shall  be  reduced  by  this  act."

VI.  Many  requests  have  been  received  at  Headquarters  for  dis- 
meeting,  or  for  special  meetings  for  the  same.  Such  action  would  be 
a  violation  of  the  law,  as  dispensations  cannot  be  granted  for  such  par- 
pose,  and  a  candidate  admitted  in  an  irregular  manner  is  not  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Order.  Attention  of  Corps  Presidents  is  called  to  Rules 
and  Regulations,  Chapter  II,  Art.  II,  Sections  2,  3  and  4.  A  strict 
observance  of  this  law  is  required. 

VII.  Corps  Secretaries  and  Corps  Chaplains  should  notify  De- 
partment Secretary  and  Department  Chaplain  immediately  upon  the 
death  of  a  member,  giving  these  officers  full  name  of  member  and 
date  of  death. 

VIII.  Corps  Presidents  are  reminded  that  the  number  of  dele- 
gates to  which  the  Crops  is  entitled  at  the  next  Department  Convention 
is  based  on  the  number  of  members  in  good  standing  for  the  quarter 
ending  September  30th.

REPORT    OF    DELEGATE-AT-LARGE 

Montrose,  Colorado,  November  1,  1919. 
Mrs.  Frances  S.  Ketterman, 
Department  President, 

Colorado  and  Wyoming, 
Woman's  Relief  Corps. 
Dear  Madam: 

In  compliance  with  rules  and  regulations  I  herewith  submit  my 
report  as  Delegate-at-Large,  and  with  pleasure  bring  a  few  echoes  of 
the  National  Convention,  held  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  September  8-13,  1919. 

I  left  my  home  at  noon  September  4th,  arriving  at  Denver  in  time 
to  attend  a  meeting  of  Byron  L.  Carr  Corps  Friday  afternoon. 

The  official  Colorado  and  Wyoming  G.  A.  R.  and  W.  R.  C.  train 
left  Denver  Friday,  September  5th,  at  9:45  P.  M. ;  a  jolly  crowd  was 
at  the  depot  to  bid  God  speed  to  occupants  of  twenty  Pullmans.  All 
day  Saturday  was  spent  visiting  and  trying  to  keep  cool,  as  the 
weather  was  almost  insufferable.  Sunday  we  arrived  in  Chicago  at 
7  A.  M.,  but  owing  to  a  misunderstanding  our  train  was  left  in  the 
yards  for  over  six  hours  without  a  diner.  After  hours  of  weary  wait- 
ing our  schedule  was  arranged  and  we  started  on  to  Columbus.  At 
the  request  of  our  Department  President,  Mrs.  Ketterman,  Commander 
Bills  announced  Divine  services  in  our  coach.  Our  own  Comrade, 
Rev.  O.  S.  Reed,  Past  National  Chaplain  and  Past  Department  Com- 
mander, quite  impressively  conducted  the  devotions.  We  found  pres- 
ent representatives  from  many  states,  also  Past  Commander-in-Chief 
Palmer,  of  Iowa.  Arrived  in  Columbus  Sunday  night  at  eleven  o'clock. 
The  city  was  not  elaborately,  but  lavishly  decorated  in  honor  of  our 
comrades  of  '61   to    G5. 

Monday  and  Tuesday  were  spent  in  sight-seeing,  "getting  together" 
and  registration. 

On  Tuesday  morning  early  our  hearts  were  saddened  as  the  news 
came  of  the  death  of  Past  National  President  Agnes  Hitt,  of  Indian- 
apolis. Past  National  President  Ida  S.  McBride  left  immediately  for 
her  home  city  to  represent  this  great  body  of  patriotic  women  at 
the  funeral  services  which  were  held  Wednesday  at  the  same  hour 
the  National  held  their  Memorial. 
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Wednesday  morning  came  the  parade — the  event  of  the  Encamp- 
ment, "always  looked  forward  to  with  so  much  interest  hy  all  the 
comrades."  The  day  opened  perfect,  but  soon  clouds  obscured  the 
sun,  the  rain  came  in  a  down-pour,  dispersing  the  immense  crowd 
from  the  grandstand  and  crowded  streets,  but  the  comrades  marched 
bravely  on,  deserving  the  splendid  ovation  accorded  them  all  along 
the  march. 

Not  too  much  praise  can  be  given  the  Boy  Scouts  for  their  splendid 
work;  always  alert  and  ever  watchful  of  the  needs  of  the  Grand  Army 
and  allied  organizations. 

At  two-thirty  the  great  Convention  was  opened  by  the  National 
President,  Eliza  Brown  Daggett,  in  the  Central  Presbyterian  Church, 
a  most  beautiful  edifice,  and  most  artistically  decorated,  historic,  in 
that,  thirty-one  years  ago  this  National  body  met  in  this  self-same 
church.  The  President's  address  was  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  everyone. 
The  National  Patriotic  Instructor  presented  a  Hag  to  the  S.  S.  of 
this  church,  also  a  flag  to  the  Boy  Scouts  of  this  city.  The  National 
Aides  were  introduced,  and  the  National  Senior  Aide  presented  to 
the  National  President  an  exquisite  bead-bag,  containing  three  hun- 
dred and  two  dollars,  a  gift  from  leu-  Aides.  Many,  many  other  gifts 
followed  to  the  President  and  other  National  Officers.  Gifts  of 
flowers,  gifts  of  silver,  gifts  of  linen,  gifts  of  cut  glass,  gifts  of  leather, 
gifts  galore' — which  were  always  graciously  received. 

Following  was  the  Memorial  services  for  Past  National  President 
Fanny  Minott,  Past  National  President  .Margaret  Kay  Wickens,  Cap- 
tain Wallace  Foster,  National  Sponsor  of  the  Flag,  Past  National 
1  resident  Agnes  Hilt,  and  the  4048  members  who  have  passed  on 
during  the  year.  Our  Mrs.  Alary  L.  Carr  gave  the  extemporaneous 
tribute  to  dear  Mrs.   llitt,  and,  being  a    Hoosier,   I   say,   my    .Mrs.  Hitt. 

Thursday  morning's  session  marked  the  lirsi  regular  business. 
The  welcome  address  by  Mrs.  Lear,  of  Columbus,  responded  to  by 
Past  National  President  Harriett  Bodge  of  Connecticut.  We  listened  with 
interest  to  reports  and  greetings  from  all  the  allied  organizations.  One 
of  the  most  important  reports  was  Flo  Jamison  Miller's  History  of  the 
W.  R.  C.  from  its  inception  to  the  present  day,  ami  among  the  many 
splendid  things  accomplished  was  war  work  done  for  World  War 
heroes — the  Victory  Fund  going  "over  the  top" — "and  a  grand  total 
of  over  six  million  dollars  being  spent  for  war  work  by  this  organi- 
zation alone."  A  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  "Mrs.  Miller  for 
this  thorough  and  elaborate  report. 

Here  our  hearts  were  simply  numbed  as  the  Secretary  announced 
that  one  of  our  delegates,  the  Department  President  of  Tennessee,  had 
passed  away  at  her  hotel. 

The  election  of  officers  began  Thursday  afternoon  and  was  con- 
cluded Friday  morning.  Announcement  of  names  of  officers  have 
been  promulgated  in  General  Orders.  Mrs.  Julia  E.  Killam,  Past 
Department  President  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  who  was  heartily 
endorsed  by  our  Department  Convention  for  National  President,  did 
•not  allow  her  name  to  be  presented  when  we  saw  the  numbers  and 
numbers  of  seconds  for  Abbie  E.  Lynch;  however,  Mrs.  Bodge,  Past 
National  President,  nominated  our  Mrs.  Killam  for  National  Senior 
Vice-President,  but  Mrs.  Lear,  of  Ohio,  who  had  done  so  much  for 
the  welfare  of  this  Convention,  and  also  for  the  one  31  years  ago,  was 
elected  by  a  close  margin,  and  was  introduced  most  gracefully  by 
Mrs.  Killam.  All  Colorado  and  Wyoming  felt  keenly  disappointed,  but 
we  hope  it  is  not  long  until  Mrs.  Killam  will  come  into  her  own,  and 
It  is  with  gratification  and  a  source  of  much  pride  we  note  the  recog- 
nition of  this  Department  by  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Carr  as  National 
Counselor  and  Mrs.  Killam  as  National  Inspector. 

What  a  thrill  when  the  Past  Commander-in-Chief  and  a  com- 
mittee from  the  Grand  Army  were  announced  and  spoke  glowingly 
to  the  Convention! 

A   night    session   was    called;    business    continued,    but    the    most

inspiring  moment  was  when  the  Commander-in-Chief,  Clarendon  E. 
Adams,  was  presented  with  his  wife,  Abhie,  our  Past  National  Presi- 
dent 

At  Friday  morning's  session,  a  committee  from  Columbus'  best 
citizens  were  introduced  and  each  gave  a  tribute  to  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps.  We  must  also  remember  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions, 
Mr.  Dalsgaber,  who,  with  his  estimable  wife,  visited  the  Convention 
and  fully  explained  the  Fuller  Bill. 

As  it  was  the  birthday  of  our  own  Mrs.  Bucky,  one  of  the  National 
Conductors,  Mrs.  Hardin,  Past  National  Senior  Vice-President,  pre- 
sented Mrs.  Bucky,  roses,  a  gift  from  her  husband.  Mrs.  Killam  pre- 
sented her  a  silk  Flag  from  her  traveling  companions  to  the  Conven- 
tion.    Mrs.  Bucky  responded  sweetly  and  graciously. 

The  newly  elected  Commander-in-Chief,  Col.  James  D.  Bell  and 
Staff,  were  introduced,  who  announced  the  next  Convention  would 
be  held  in  Atlantic  City. 

The  rest  of  the  day  was  given  to  the  legislation  of  all  those  many 
resolutions,  the  results  of  which  will  be  promulgated  in  future  General 
Orders.  Late  in  the  evening  was  installation  ceremonies,  with  Mrs. 
Bodge  as  Installing  Officer,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Geraldine  Frisbee,  Past 
National  President. 

On  Thursday  and  Friday,  a  delicious  luncheon  was  served  in  the 
winter  roof  garden  of  the  Southern  Hotel;  a  beautiful  sterling  paper 
knife  souvenir  was  presented  to  each  delegate. 

On  Monday  and  Tuesday  evenings  occurred  the  Camp  Fires  at 
Memorial  Hall.  Stirring  patriotic  speeches  and  inspiring  music  were 
listened  to  by  thousands  of  comrades  and  allied  organizations. 

On  Wednesday  night  the  National  W.  It.  C.  tendered  a  reception 
to  the  National  Commander-in-Chief  Adams  and  his  Staff  at  the 
Deschler  Hotel,  which  was  an  immense  "crush."  In  the  rotunda  an 
informal  and  impromptu  program  was  given  by  the  Rotary  Club,  tliat 
kept  us  all  interested,  while  patiently  awaiting  our  admission  to  the 
ball  room  to  the  rceeption. 

The  Entertainment  Committee  and  the  good  people  of  Columbus, 
in  fact,  the  whole  Department  of  Ohio,  deserve  much  praise  for  the 
efficient  manner  in  which  they  took  care  of  the  immense  crowds  and 
the  generous  hospitality  extended  to  all  the  visitors. 

Much  more  could  be  written  but  space  forbids.  I  thank  the  De- 
partment Convention  for  this  honor.

General   Orders   No.   3. 

I.  In  this  first  General  Order  issued  since  the  National  Conven- 
tion, we  extend  to  Abbie  Lynch,  National  President,  and  her  capable 
staff,  our  sincere  congratulations  and  pledge  the  loyal  support,  and 
hearty  co-operation  of  the  Department  of  Coloradp  and  Wyoming. 

II.  All  National  and  Department  General  Orders,  as  well  as 
Special  Orders  and  Circular  Letters,  must  be  read  at  the  first  regular 
meeting  after  receipt  of  the  same.  Corps  are  to  take  immediate 
action  upon  all  requests  for  funds  made  in  National  or  Department 
Orders. 

III.  The  regular  meetings  of  each  Corps  shall  be  held  at  least 
monthly.  Chap.  II,  Art.  V,  Sec.  1,  may  "the  good  of  the.  order"  govern 
all  deliberations  and  decisions. 

IV.  Children  over  2  years  of  age  must  not  be  admitted  tp  Corps 
meetings.    Chap.  II,  Art.  V,  Sec.  VI. 
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V.  All  Corps  are  on  the  Roll  of  Honor,  except  No.  46. 

VI.  Corps  Press  Correspondents  are  again  urged  to  send  items 
to  Louise   Buekholtz,   Department    Press    Correspondent,    Salida,    Colo. 

VII.  Election  of  officers  must  be  held  at  the  first  regular  meeting 
in  December.  Delegates  and  alternates  to  be  elected  at  the  same  time. 
for  a  final  fraction  of  mpre  than  one-half  of  that  number,  for  the 
One  delegate  for  every  twenty  members,  and  one  additional  delegate 
quarter  ending  September  30th,  1919.  Each  Corps  Is  entitled  to  one 
delegate,   whatever  its  membership. 

VIII.  All  members  six  months  in  arrears  shall  be  duly  notified 
on  the  arrearage  blanks  provided  for  this  purpose.  Any  member  of 
a  Corps  who  i-s  six  months  in  arrears  for  dues  shall  be  prohibited 
from  voting,  shall  'be  ineligible  to  any  office  in  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps,  and  shall  be  reported  suspended  in  the  quarterly  reports  to 
Department  Headquarters  until  such  dues  are  paid.  When  a  mem- 
ber is  unable,  by  reason  of  sickness  or  misfortune  to  pay  her  dues, 
they  may  be  remitted  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  voting  at 
a  regular  meeting  of  the  Corps.  The  Secretary  shall  draw  an  order 
for  the  amount  of  dues  thus  remitted,  that  the  transaction  may  be 
carried  on  the  Treasurer's  books. 

IX.  Corps  Treasurers  are  required  to  give  bonds  in  a  sum  to 
be  named  by  the  Corps,  with  sufficient  sureties  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  their  duties.  The  bond  to  be  given  and  accepted  by  the 
Corps  before  installation.  The  bond  to  be  approved  and  held  by  the 
President   as    trustee. 

X.  Corps  Installing  Officers  shall,  immediately  after  installation, 
forward  to  the  Department  Secretary,  on  Corps  Election  Return 
Blanks,  Form  L.,  previously  filled  out  by  retiring  Corps  Secretary, 
certified  to  as  correct  on  the  outside  fold,  by  the  newly  installed 
President,  a  list  of  newly  elected  Corps  officers,  delegates  and  alter- 
nates to  Department  Convention,  the  names,  with  year  of  service,  of 
all  Past  Corps  Presidents  belonging  to  the  Corps  and  entitled  to 
seats  in  Department  Convention;  also  the  names  of  all  members  in 
good  standing  who  have  held  the  position  of  Department  President, 
National  President  or  National  Senior  or  Junior  Vice-President, 
National  Secretary  or  National  Treasurer,  Department  Secretary  or 
Department  Treasurer,  and  shall  forward  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the 
Department  Instituting  and  Installing  Officer.

Americanization  is  a  nation  wide  movement,  Americanization  in 
general  is  a  matter  ot  expressing  American  IDEALS  in  our  daily  life. 
It  is  not  so  much  KNOWING  about  America  or  Americanisms,  but 
it  is  REALIZING  and  DOING  that  which  we  believe  to  be  the  highest 
and  the  best  in  America.  Knowledge  of  a  common  language,  the 
English  language,  is  fundamental  in  Americanization,  but  our  real 
task  is  to  direct  the  use  of  that  language  in  terms  of  constructive 
thought  and  concerted  action.  The  foreign  born  among  us  will  never 
become  100  per  cent  American  until  they  can  talk  to  us,  understand 
us,  read  our  newspapers  and  books,  listen  to  our  patriotic  speakers 
and  think  and  express  their  thoughts  in  the  language  of  America. 
Organize  night  schools  to  teach  the  English  language  to  the  foreign 
born  day  laborers.  Ascertain  if  they  have  made  application  to  the 
Court  to  become  American  citizens,  assist  them  in  their  preparation 
for  the  final  examination.  Many  ot  our  American  citizens  and  Amer- 
ican children,  as  well  as  the  foreign  born,  need  education  in  Patriotism 
and  Loyalty  to  our  Country.  It  should  be  the  patriotic  duty  of  each 
member  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  to  put  forth  every  effort  to 
educate  and  assist  every  one  to  become  a  loyal  citizen  of  t lie  United 
States  of  America.  Particular  attention  should  be  given  to  the  foreign 
born  woman.  Kipling  reminds  us,  "that  the  female  of  the  species  is 
more  deadly  than  the  male."  Encourage  the  women  to  accompany 
their  husbands  when  they  take  tin;  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  present  each  with  a  small  silk  Flag  of  the 
United  States  of  America.  The  Woman's  Relief  Corps  should  extend 
a  cordial  welcome  to  the  newly  made  citizens  and  request  the  news- 
papers to  recognize  and  give  encouraging  expression  to  our  new 
citizens. 

Will  each  Corps  President  kindly  appoint  a  committee  of  three 
members  to  work  along  the  line  outlined  by  the  National  Committee 
on  Americanization?     The  same  committee  to  report  to  me  not  later 
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than  May  25th,  the  work  they  accomplished.

DECISIONS  OF  THE  THIRTY-SIXTH    DEPARTMENT  CONVENTION 

Decision  No.  1:  That  the  American's  Creed  be  endorsed  and  a 
resolution  be  introduced  at  the  next  National  Convention  of  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps,  to  have  the  American's  Creed  made  a  part 
of  the  opening  ceremony  of  the  Corps. 

Decision  No.  2:  That  Standing  Decision  No.  59  be  eliminated,  as 
Rules  and  Regulations  clearly  define  the  duties  of  the  Treasurer  and 
Inspector. 

Decision  No.  3:  That  those  desiring  their  pictures  in  the  Journal 
bear  all  expense  for  the  same. 

Decision  No.  4:  That  the  Smith-Towner  Bill  introduced  into  the 
Sixty-sixth  Congress,  House  Record  No.  7,  May  19,  1919,  asking  for 
appropriations  to  educate  the  illiterate  in  the  various  states  of  the 
United  States,  be  endorsed  by  all  patriotic  organizations. 

Decision  No.  5:  That  Chapter  No.  2,  Art.  1,  Sec.  6,  of  Rules  and 
Regulations,  be  amended  to  read,  "five  years"  as  the  age  limit  for 
admitting  children  to  Corps  meetings. 

Decision  No.  6:  That  we,  the  officers  and  members  of  the  De- 
partment of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  enter  our  protest  against  the 
desecration  of  our  Flag,  and  endeavor  in  every  way  possible  to 
prevent  its  use  in  decorating  and  advertising,  and  that  we  use  our 
influence  to  secure  and  enforce  laws  to  that  effect. 

Decision  No.  7:  That  the  Department  Inspector  and  Chairman 
of  Relief  Committee  make  an  estimate  of  the  work  done  according  to 
the  membership  of  each  Corps,  and  include  the  same  in  their  report 
to  Department  Convention. 

Decision  No.  8:  That  the  Flag  Salute,  as  now  given  by  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps,  be  amended  by  eliminating  the  word  "my" 
and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "United  States",  making  the 
salute  read: 

"I  pledge  allegiance  to  the  United  States  Flag  and  the  Republic 
for  which  it  stands,  One  Nation  indivisible,  with  Liberty  and  Justice 
for  all." 

Decision  No.  9:  That  the  National  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  through 
Its  Legislative  Committee,  present  a  bill  to  the  next  session  of  Con- 
gress, urging  that  the  word  "Decoration"  be  changed,  to  "Memorial" 
when  applied  to  May  30th,  the  day  held  sacred  by  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  in  memory  of  its  dead. 

Decision  No.  10:  That  a  fund  of  not  less  than  $250  be  raised  by 
the  several  Corps  in  this  Department  and  presented  to  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  at  its  next  Encampment.

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STANDING    DECISIONS    OF    DEPARTMENT    CONVENTIONS. 

1.  That  the  per  capita  tax  remain  the  same,  15  cents  per  mem- 
ber, per  quarter. 

2.  That  badges  (new  ribbons  being  supplied)  belonging  to  dis- 
banded Corps,  be  sold  at  regular  prices. 

3.  That  the  President-elect  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the 
decisions  of  the  Convention  within  fifteen  days  after  the  adjournment. 

4.  That  the  rate  of  representation  to  Department  Convention 
remain  the  same — one  delegate  for  every  twenty  members,  and  one 
for  the  major  fraction  thereof. 

5.  That  all  orders  for  supplies  be  properly  made  on  requisition 
blanks,  with  the  accompanying  money  sent,  made  payable  by  either 
postoffice  or  express  order,  and  sent  direct  to  the  Department  Treas- 
urer. 

6.  That  the  Roll  of  Honor  be  re-established  to  the  fifth  of  the 
month,  after  each  quarter. 

7.  That  the  Corps  Secretary  file  and  preserve  quarterly  reports 
for  at  least  one  year.  At  the  expiration  of  the  year,  all  reports  can 
be  destroyed. 

8.  That  the  Department  Secretary,  in  distributing  quarterly 
blanks  to  Corps  Secretaries,  shall  indicate  in  red  ink,  on  line  15, 
Form  A,  "number  remaining  suspended  last  report,"  which  shall  not 
be  changed,  the  same  to  be  a  copy  of  column  16.  on  consolidated 
report  of  previous  chapter. 

9.  That  the  amount  of  funds  in  the  Department  Treasury  at  the 
close  of  each  administration  be  published  in  the  first  General  Orders 
issued  by  the  new  President. 

10.  That  Corps  hereafter  organized  be  given  the  vacant  number 
on  the  roster  commencing  with  the  first  vacant  number,  and  that 
the  date  of  organization  be  added  to  the  roster. 

11.  That  a  General  Order  containing  the  address  of  the  Depart- 
ment Chaplain  be  sent  to  all  Corps  Chaplains. 

12.  That  Corps  sending  for  supplies  shall  not  include  postage 
in  the  footings,  as  the  requisitions  and  books  must  agree,  and  postage 
not  being  supplies,  cannot  be  entered  on  the  books  of  the  Depart- 
ment Treasurer.

October  19th — Surrender  of  Yorktown  Anniversary. 
November  25th — Evacuation  Day. 

On  Memorial  Day  the  Flag  should  fly  at  half  staff  from  sun- 
rise to  noon,  and  at  full  staff  from  noon  to  sundown. 

SALUTE  TO  THE  FLAG 

"I  pledge  allegiance  to  my  flag  and  the  republic  for  which 
it  stands — one  nation,  indivisible,  with  liberty  and  justice  for 
all." 

THE   ETIQUETTE   OF   THE   FLAG 

Whenever  our  flag  and  any  other  are  hoisted  on  the  same 
staff,  the  United  States  flag  must  float  from  the  fop.  In  the 
heart  of  every  American  citizen  the  American  flag  must  have  the 
first  and  highest  place — must  be  supreme. 

In  handling  the  flag  it  should  not  be  allowed  to  touch  the 
ground,  and  never  allowed  to  lie  upon  the  ground  as  means  of 
decoration — nor  should  it  be  laid  flat  with  anything  placed  upon 
it. 

When  a  flag  becomes  old  or  soiled  from  use,  it  should  be  de- 
cently burned. 

The  statutes  of  the  United  States  forbid  the  use  of  the  flag 
in  registered  trade-marks. 

The  flag  should  never  be  placed  below  a  person  sitting. 

If  a  foreigner  wishes  to  raise  the  flag  of  his  nationality  in 
this  country  he  must  raise  the  flag  of  the  United  States  above  it, 
not  below  it. 

Custom  decrees — when  the  flag  is  shown  horizontally,  the 
blue  field  should  be  at  the  upper  corner  to  the  left  of  person  fac- 
ing it;  when  vertically,  the  blue  field  should  be  at  the  upper 
corner  to  the  right  of  the  person  facing  the  flag. 

Always  stand  when  "The  Star-Spangled  Banner"  is  being 
played,  excepting  when  played  in  a  medley. 
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FLAG 

Article  2968a — Display  of  Flags.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  dis- 
play any  flag  upon  any  state,  county  or  municipal  buildings  in 
this  state,  except  the  flag  of  the  United  States.  Provided,  how- 
ever, That  whenever  any  foreigner  shall  become  the  guest  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  the  State  of  Colorado,  or  any  city  of  this 
state,  or  upon  the  occasion  of  the  visit  of  any  foreign  minister, 
envoy  or  ambassador  in  his  official  or  representative  capacity, 
the  flag  of  the  country  of  which  such  person  shall  be  a  citizen 
may  be  displayed  upon  any  such  buildings;  and  it  shall  be  un- 
lawful to  display  the  flag  of  any  anarchistic  society  upon  any 
public  or  private  building,  or  in  any  street  procession  or  parade 
within  the  State  of  Colorado. 

Article  1908b — Violation.  Any  violation  of  this  act  is  hereby 
declared  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  punished  by  a  line  of  not 
less  than  Fifty — nor  more  than  Five  Hundred  Dollars. 

Article  1968c — Desecration  of  the  Flags  of  the  United  States 
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or  State.  Any  person  who  in  any  manner,  Tor  exhibition  or  dis- 
play, puts  or  causes  to  be  placed  any  inscription,  design,  device, 
symbol,  portrait,  name  or  advertisement,  words,  characters, 
marks  or  notices  whatever  upon  any  llag  or  ensign  of  (he  United 
States,  or  state  flag  of  this  state,  or  ensign,  evidently  purporting 
to  be  either  of  said  flags,  or  ensigns,  or  who  in  any  manner  ap- 
pends, annexes  or  affixes  to  any  such  flag  or  ensign,  any  inscrip. 
tion,  design,  device,  symbol,  portrait,  name,  advertisement,  words, 
marks,  notice,  or  token  whatever,  or  who  displays  or  exhibits  or 
causes  to  be  exhibited,  any  flag  or  ensign  of  the  United  States,  or 
the  flag  of  this  state,  or  llag  or  ensign  evidently  purporting  to  be 
either  of  said  flags,  upon  which  shall  in  any  manner  be  put,  at- 
tached, annexed  or  affixed  any  inscription,  design,  device,  sym- 
bol, portrait,  name,  advertisement,  words,  marks,  notice  or  token 
whatever,  or  who  publicly  and  wilfully  mutilates,  tramples  upon, 
or  who  tears  down  or  wilfully  and  maliciously  removes  while 
owned  by  others,  or  who  defaces  or  defiles  any  of  said  flags,  or 
ensigns,  whether  any  of  said  flags  or  ensigns  are  public  or  pri- 
vate property,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars,  or  imprisoned  one  year,  or 
both.  Provided,  however,  that  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  flags  or 
ensigns  the  property  of  or  used  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States  or  of  this  state,  upon  which  inscriptions,  names  of  actions, 
marks  or  symbols  are  placed  pursuant  to  law  or  authorized  reg- 
ulations. And  provided  further,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall 
be  construed  so  as  to  prevent  the  use  of  such  flags  as  purely  dec- 
orative purposes,  not  involving  advertising,  and  not  inconsistent 
with  the  spirit  df  this  act,  on  patriotic  holidays  and  in  connec- 
tion with  patriotic  celebrations,  but  that  the  affixing,  imprinting, 
painting,  or  by  any  means  causing  the  name,  portrait  or  emblem 
of  any  political  party  or  candidate  of  any  political  party  to  be 
placed,  carried  or  displayed  on  any  of  the  above  described  flags  or 
banners,  that  it  shall  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be 
punishable  as  above  described. 

Section  4014a.  The  school  directors  of  the  school  districts  in 
this  state  shall  purchase  or  cause  to  be  purchased  a  suitable  Am- 
erican Flag  of  standard  bunting,  not  less  than  eight  by  twelve 
feet  in  size,  and  they  may  erect  and  maintain  or  cause  to  be  erect- 
ed and  maintained  upon  each  public  school  building  or  the 
grounds  belonging  thereto,  a  suitable  flagstaff  with  the  necessary 
appliances  for  displaying  said  flags  upon  said  staff  upon  all 
national  and  state  holidays,  the  first  and  last  days  of  each  school 
term,  and  upon  such  other  occasions  as  such  school  directors 
shall  prescribe. 

Section  4015b — Each  Department  Keep  Flag.  Every  school 
within  the  state  may  have  placed  and  keep  in  a  conspicuous  po- 
sition in  each  department  thereof  at  least  one  American  Flag 
of  standard  bunting,  not  less  than  three  by  five  feet  in  size. 

Section  4015c — Expense  of  Purchasing  and  Care  of  Flags.  It 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  school  directors  of  each  school  district  in 
this  state  to  pay  for  said  flags  and  staffs,  and  to  provide  for  the 
proper  care  and  maintenance  of  the  same,  from  any  special 
school  funds  which  they  may  have  in  their  hands  or  which  may 
be  subject  to  their  order,  or  to  include  the  expense  thereof  in  the 
next  annual  estimate  for  school  purposes;  and  the  expense  there- 
of for  any  public  school  shall  be  met  by  said  directors  or  other 
officers  charged  with  the  duty  of  raising  or  appropriating  any 
money  for  school  purposes  as  any  other  necessary  expenses  or 
expenditures  for  school  purposes  are  raised. 

Section  401 5d— Applies  to  All  Institutions.  This  act  shall  be 
held  to  apply  to  all  institutions  directly  or  indirectly  under  the 
control  of  the  State  of  Colorado  or  any  of  its  officers  and  it  shall 
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be  the  duty  of  such  officer  or  officers  to  see  that  Ihis  act  is  com- 
plied with. 

Section  4015c — Injury  to  the  Flag.  Any  person  who  shall 
willfully  injure,  deface  or  destroy  any  flag,  flagstaff,  or  other  ma- 
terials placed  in  a  school  room  or  building,  or  upon  any  building 
or  school  grounds  for  carrying  out  this  act,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  punished  accordingly.

This  firebell  was  broken  by  five  hours  continuous  ringing,  ba 
ginning  at  one  o'clock  A.  M.,  November  Eleventh,  Nineteen  Hundred 
Eighteen,  in  celebration  of  the  signing  of  the  Armistice  which 
terminated  the  fighting  in  the  World  War.  It  was  placed  at  the 
City  Hall  by  the  City  of  Golden  as  a  permanent  memorial  of  the 
part  taken  in  that  war  by  the  people  of  Gold  mi.  There  is  a  seale  1 
metal  box  in  the  cement  base  under  the  bell  containing:  Lists  of 
Golden  boys  who  were  in  the  s  rvice  during  the  World  war;  an 
account  of  the  work  of  the  Golden  Red  Cross;  accounts  of  other 
Golden  war  activities;  a  list  of  the  people  who  rang  the  bell  the 
night  it  was  broken;  copies  of  local  papers  and  other  documents 
and  mementoes.

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UNOFFICIAL  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE   THIRTY- 
SEVENTH  CONVENTION  WOMAN'S 
RELIEF  CORPS 


The  Department  Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public, its  Auxiliary,  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  and  allied  orders, 
met  in  Golden,  Colo.,  June  21,  22,  and  23,  1921.  The  city  was 
beautifully  decorated  for  the  event  with  abundance  of  Flags  and 
quantities  of  bunting'.  Delegates  began  to  arrive  Monday  and  were 
met  at  the  trains  and  street  cars  by  a  Reception  Committee  and 
Boy  Scouts  who  escorted  them  to  the  Armory,  where  they  registered 
and  were  assigned  to  rooms.

Stand  at  the  corner  of  Washington  Avenue  and  Thirteenth  Street  by 
the  State  Industrial  School  Band  and  a  large  crowd  gathered  to 
hear  the  music.  At  eight  o'clock  a  Community  sing,  directed  by 
Prof.  Earle  Johnson,  Supervisor  of  Music  in  the  Golden  Public 
Schools,  was  held  at  Armory  Hall  and  the  Boy's  Chorus,  directed 
by  Mrs.  Paddelferd,  sang  several  times.  Beautiful  drills  and  songs 
by  children  were  given  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Gertrude  Bell. 

The  Credential  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Belief  Corps  met 
early  Tuesday  morning  and  as  each  delegate  handed  in  her  ere  lent ial 
and  was  checked  on  the  Roster  she  was  handed  a  package  contain- 
ing, a  program  of  the  three  days  entertainment,  this  pro- ram  shew- 
ed where  each  Convention  was  to  meet,  where  Headquarters  were 
and  where  to  obtain  accommodations  for  eating  and  sleeping.  Also 
in  the  package  was  the  Convention  badge  and  a  card  telling  the  his- 
tory of  the  Fire  bell  on  the  badge.  The  American's  Creed  printed  on 
a  neat  card,  the  program  for  the  entertainment,  the  Pinafore,  to  be 
given  by  the  boys  of  the  State  Industrial  Wedn°sday  evening,  a 
ticket  for  the  Garden  Party  at  the  Coors  home  and  for  the  ride  to 
Look  Out  Mountain. 

Tuesday  afternoon  a  military  drill  was  given  on  the  Campus 
of  the  School  of  Mines  by  the  four  companies  of  thq  Industrial 
school  and  the  boys  received  many  compliments  from  the  Veterans 
for  the  same. 

At  four  o'clock  Tuesday  the  George  Washington  drill  team 
of  Denver  gave  a  very  fine  exhibition  at  the  Armory  Flail  and  the 
ladies  were  almost  perfect  in  the  execution  of  many  military  move- 
ments. 

On  Tuesday  evening  a  campfire  was  held  in  Guggenheim  Hall 
and  was  addressed  by  the  Mayor  of  Golden,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Organization  on  arrangements,  the  Department  Commander  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  the  Department  President  of  the  Wo- 
man's Relief  Corps,  the  Department  President  of  the  Ladies  of  the 
G.  A.  R.,  the  Department  President  of  th  Daughters  of  Veterans  and 
Past  Commander-in-chief  C.  E.  Adams  of  the  Grand  Army  who 
represented  the  Commander-in-Chief  Ketchem.  Music  was  furnished 
by  the  Grand  Army  Drum    Corps.     Drills   by  school   children,   sing- 
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ing  and  recitations  made  a  pleasing  program.  The  Department 
Patriotic  Instructor  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  Lucy  ;\i.

Music  was  furnished  by  Lohmann's  Or- 
chestra and  an  elegant  lunch  was  .served  by  a  bevy  of  young  ladies 
and  girls  dressed  in  white  with  red  and  blue  sashes.  Every  one  was 
treated  to  all  the  malted  milk  that  they  cared  for  as  this  famous  milk 
is  manufactured  in  Coor's  wonderful  plant  next  to  his  beautiful 
home.

eight  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  Wednesday,  all  the  delegates 
feu-ests  at  the  entertainment  given  by  the  boys  of  th  Industrial 
School  at  the  Opera  House  and  too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  for 
the  rendation  of  the  Pinafore  by  an  all  boy's  cast.  The  large  audi- 
ence was  most  generous  in  applause,  showing  great  appreciation  lor 
the  work  of  Mrs.  Paddelt'ord  and  the  pleasing  solos  and  choruses. 
It  was  hard  to  believe  that  the  female  parts  were  not  real  girls  and 
it  was  only  in  the  final  curtain  that  the  audience  was  convinced 
when  the  boys  laughingly  removed  the  wigs  that  there  were  no 
girls  in  the  play.  Between  the  acts  the  Department  President  of 
the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  presented  Mrs.  Paddelford  with  a  gift 
from  the  Department  Convention  in  appreciation  of  that  lady's  work 
in  preparing  this  fine  entertainment  for  the  guests  of  the  city  at 
the  Encampment  and  Convention.

President's   Address. 

Department  President:  Mrs.  President,  Officers  and  members 
of  the  Thirty-seventh  Department  Convention: 

In  the  beautiful  little  town  of  Canon  City,  nestling  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Royal  Gorge,  resplendent  with  its  fruits  and  flowers,  and 
the  happy  possessor  of  a  bustling,  rustling,  patriotic  people,  a  little 
over  a  year  ago  you  conferred  upon  me  the  honor  of  electing  me 
President  of  the  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  Woman's 
Relief  Corps,  Auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

I  accepted  the  office  and  entered  upon  my  duties  with  the 
firm  belief  that  with  the  help  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  1  would 
give  the  best  that  was  in  me  for  the  advancement  of  our  order  and 
our  service  to  the  Grand   Army   of   the   Republic.

Cliildwelfare. 

Under  the  efficient  leadership  of  Elizabeth  M.  Lucky,  this  work 
has  grown  and  developed  to  such  an  extent  that  we  are  reaching 
out  to  the  children  of  the  Near  East  as  well  as  those  of  our  own 
Department.

Since  our  own  dear  "boys  in  blue"  do  not  need  financial  aid, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Department  Relief,  Ella  M.  Byers  is  caring  Cor 
those  boys  who  fought  for  the  freedom  of  the  World  and  returned 
to  us  feeble  in  body  and  mind.  She  has  done  much  to  cheer  the 
hoys  at  Fitzsimmons  Hospital,  with  her  cakes,  candy  an  1  flowers 
and  her  sunny  smile.  The  first  mentioned  were  furnished  by  the 
Corps  and  friends,  the  smile  by  her  own  dear  self  and  I  hardly 
know  which  was  appreciated  the  most.  To  see  these  sad  faces  light 
up  as  members  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  came  among  th-m 
was  well  worth  the  effort.  It  was  my  pleasure  to  visit  the  Hospital 
on  Mother's  Day  and  I  learned  a  lesson  that  will  go  with  me  through 
life,  the  price  of  freedom,  and  my  motto  will  ever  be:  "Lesi.  • 
forget." 

Legislation. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  parts  of  our  work.  lint  in- 
splendid  Legislative  Committee  labored  early  and  late  and  secured 
the  passage  of  the  Bill  requiring  all  teachers  in  the  state  to  take 
the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  II.  S.  Government.  Let  every  one  see 
to  it  that  this  bill  is  rigidly  enforced. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Legislative  Committee,  Julia  E.  Killam, 
was  recommended  to  Governor  Shoup  bv  the  Department  tor  ap- 
pointment as  the  fifth  member  on  the  Soldier  and  Sailor's  Home 
Board  at  Homelake.  We  are  happy  to  report  that  she  was  duly 
appointed  and  we  congratulate  Mrs.  Killam  and  the  Department  of 
Colorado  and  Wyoming  Woman's   Relief  Corps. 

Thrift. 

This  branch  of  work  so  recently  taken  up  has  n  d  out  grown  its 
infancy  and  we  wonder  what  it  will  he?  Where  it  will  lead?  We 
do  not  know  the  meaning  of  the  word!  But  we  know  those  sturdy 
pioneers  who  hewed  the  way  for  us  practiced  thrift  successfully.  So, 
trusting  the  Mother  Organization,  we  feel  sure  it  is  a  good  issue  or 
it  would  not  have  been  put  forth  by  the  National  Society.  I  ap- 
pointed a  Thrift  Committee  to  work  in  conjunction  with  the  Na- 
tional and  you  will  be  'Interested  in  the  report  of  the  chairman  and 
I  feel  that  a  good  beginning  has  been   made.

On  account  of  the  expense,  1  did  not  visit  the  Soldier  and 
Sailor's  Home  in  Wyoming,  but  the  Commandant  wrote  us  that 
they  were  very  comfortable  and  not  in  any  special  need. 

Memorial   Day. 

This  day  set  apart  as  a  National  tribute  to  the  men  of  the  Union 
Army,  was  more  generally  observed  than  ever  before,  the  soldiers 
of  three  wars  joined  forces  with  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  in  the 
services  of  the  day  and  many  citizens  of  the  state  took  an  active 
part.

National   Convention

ment Commander  and  staff  on  the  official  train  to  Indianapolis, 
lnd.  The  trip  was  made  over  the  Burlington  to  Chicago  and  then 
the  Pennsylvania  lines  and  was  a  very  pleasant  journey.  Our  re- 
ception at  Indianapolis  was  very  hearty*  and  the  Patriotic  citizens 
made  us  feel  they  were  honored  by  our  presence. 

Abbie  Lynch,  National  President,  presided  at  the  Convention 
in  her  sweet  and  modest  manner  and  the  Department  of  Colorado 
and  Wyoming  was  honored  in  having  as  her  Counselor,  our  own 
Mary   L.   Carr. 

The  National  Convention  was  very  large  in  membership  and 
a  great  deal  of  work  was  done.  Colorado  and  Wyoming  Department 
was  honored  by  the  Department  President  being  elected  a  member 
of  the  Executive  board. 

Official    Visits. 

When  the  time  for  Inspection  and  Official  visits  arrived,  I 
found  it  would  be  impossible  to  visit  all  Corps  as  railroad  fares  had 
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advanced  20  per  cent  and  Pullman  rates  50  per  cent,  but  1  hoped 
tv)  visit  the  Western  Slope  and  made  the  attempt,  but  the  altitude 
proved  too  much  for  me  and  at  Salicla  I  was  forced  to  abandon  the 
trip  and  forgo  the  pleasure  of  visiting  the  Slope.

I  have  tried  at  all  times  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  all  the 
Corps  and  have  written  many  personal  letters  to  them  and  to  the 
officers-  I  have  written  840  letters.  Five  General  Orders  and  one 
Memorial  Day  Orders,  live  Special  Orders  from  department  officers 
and  one  circular  letter  from  committees  have  been  issued, 

Membership. 

Our  membership  has  greatly  increas:-d  in  the  past  year.  On 
March  31,  1920,  the  membership  in  this  department  was  2,712  and 
on  March  31,  1921  it  was  3,119.  O112  Corps  has  been  instituted 
with  a  membership  of  18,  making  a  total  membership  of  3,137,  a 
gain  for  the  year  of  425   members.

My  Counselor  has  ever  been  ready  to  counsel  and  to  guile. 
I  The  Instituting  and  Installing  Officer,  modest  and  unassuming,  has 
1  instituted  one  Corps  and  this  speaks  for  itself.  The  Press  Corre- 
spondent, in  constant  touch  with  the  newspaper  in  the  interest  of 
our  order,  has  worked  faithfully  during  the  rear. 
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The  Inspector  was  most  faithful  in  her  work  and  gave  of  her 
time  and  money  that  the  work  of  the  Corps  should  foe  uniform  and 
in  accordance  with   the  Ritual. 

The  Patriotic  Instructor  lias  been  eager  at  all  times  to  promote 
Patriotic  teachings  and  1  feel  sure'  she  has  given  her  best  efforts 
to   this    work. 

The  Senior  Aide,  Addie  Fraser,  with  the  cooperation  of  De- 
partment Aides,  has  accomplished  a  great  deal  and  to  them  much 
credit  is  due  for  the  splendid  increase  of  425   in   membership. 

The  gift  to  the  Grand  Army  of  $250  has  been  raised  and  a 
surplus  of  $53,  making  a  total  of  $303  turned  into  the  Department 
Treasury  by  these  splendid   women. 

I  herewith   offer   Recommendation   No.   1,   that   fifty   dollars  be 
taken    from    the    General    Fund    and    tin1    surplus    of    $53    from    t h 
Grand  Army  Fund,   making   a    total   of   $103,  and   that   it    be   used  to 
purchase   easy   chairs    for   the   sun    parlor    at    Fitzsimmoiis    Hospital, 
where  the  various  Corps  have  recently  hunt;   draperies. 

Finances. 

You  will  hear  from  our  Department  Treasurer  the  condition  oi 
our  finances  which  I  will  not  duplicate  here.  The  price  of  printing 
the  Journal  last  year  was  over  tour  hundred  dollars  and  as  our 
Journals  are  paid  fm-  according  to  the  number  of  pages,  1  have 
tied  to  conserve  by  asking  my  officers  in  making  reports  to  he  as 
concise  as  possible,  but  not  to  omit  any  important  work,  and  I 
tmst  the  members  of  this  convention  will  try  and  he  as  economical 
in  the  work  and  discussions,  (hat  all  matters  of  importance  may  be 
reported,  but  all  unnecessary  matter  eliminated  that  the  Journal  of 
the  Thirty-seventh  Department  Convention  may  not  cost  more  than 
in  former  years. 

Charter. 

When  the  Charter  of  this  Department  was  turned  oyer  to  me 
at  Canon  City,  the  frame  was  demolished,  the  glass  broken  ami 
the  paper  torn.  At  a  Council  meeting  I  was  instructed  to  have 
the  Charter  repaired  and  placed  in  a  metal  carton,  this  I  endeavoi  :j 
to  do,  but  found  by  investigation  that  the  paper  was  rn  such  con- 
dition that  it  could  not  be  mended  so  it  could  roll.  I  have  had  i 
mended,  re-framed  and  glassed  and  I   herewith  offer, 

Recommendation  No.  2,  That  the  Charter  of  the  Department 
be  placed  permanently  in   the  Historical  rooms  at  the  Stale  Capitol.

To  my  beloved  Corps,  just  a  little  nearer  and  dearer  to  me, 
perhaps,  than  any  other,  for  their  reception,  levels  gifts  and  P.  m- 
tiful  flowers  and  their  untiring  interest  and  loyalty,  I  am  deeply 
indebted. 

Pueblo    Disaster, 

And  now  at  the  elose  of  my  report  comes  the  terrible  disaster 
from  the  rushing  waters  of  the  Arkansas.  All  business  houses, 
railroads,  water  supply,  gas,  electric  light  and  telephones  swept 
away.  Thousands  of  people  homeless,  hundreds  of  lives  lost  in  the 
sweeping  flood,  roofs  of  houses  washed  down  stream  with  families 
clinging  to  them,  mothers  screaming  for  their  babies,  children  cry-' 
ing  for  their  parents,  babies  hungry  and  every  one  put  on  limite  1 
rations. 

A  telegram  from  the  National  President  of  the  Woman's  Reliei 
Corps,  Inez  Jamison  Bender,  with  offers  of  assistance,  was  later 
followed  by  a  substantial  check  of  $:\Uo  from  National  Kel'.ef  fund. 
Also  a  communication  from  Julia  K.  Killam,  who  has  had  charge 
01  the  Victory  Fund  apportioned  to  the  Department  of  Colorado  and 
Wyoming,  brought  seventy-five  dollars   from    that  National    fund. 

A  telegram  from  Ella  M.  Byers,  Chairman  of  the  Department 
Relief  Committee  with  offers  of  assistances,  helped  us  in  our  hour 
of  trial  and  great  need  and  showed  to  the  world  that  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps  is  on  the  watch  to  assist  those  in  distress. 

Pueblo  Corps  No.  2  worked  for  the  afflicted  ones,  cooking, 
serving  and  feeding,  finding  beds  and  homes  for  the  unfortunate 
driving  automobiles  in  conjunction  with  the  Red  Cross,  bringing 
people  to  safety  and  helping  to  care  for  the  dead. 

From  the  willing  Corps  in  this  Department  came  unsolicited 
funds  and  due  credit  for  money  must  be  given  as  follows:

I  drew  from  the  Department  Funds,  $75,  fifty  of  which  I  or- 
dered sent  to  La  Junta.  Over  fifteen  Comrades  and  families  and 
the  widows  of  Comrades,  last  all  worldly  possessions.  These  were 
fed  and  clothed  and  housed.  One  blind  Comrade  had  to  have 
special  attention  for  a  week  and  later  was  sent  to  the  Soldier  and 
Sailor's  Home.  One  Comrade  lost  his  mind  and  to  date  every  effort 
is  being  made  to  send  him  to  the  National  Home  at  Leavenworth. 
Money  had  to  be  expended  for  the  immediate  relief  of  these  two. 

A  Comrade  who  had  no  relatives,  was  tenderly  laid  away  by 
Relief  Corps  funds.  Pueblo  Corps  holding  services  over  the  remains 
and  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  acting  as  pall  bearers.  This 
alone  took  $140  of  the  money  sent  me,  but  1  felt  that  a  member 
of  the  Grand  Army  should  not  be  laid  in  a  paupers  grave. 
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A  Comrade  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  his  wife  and 
another  Comrade  are  still  missing.  Should  their  bodies  be  found 
they  will  be  laid  away  with  due  honor  and  respect. 

A  Comrade,  a  carpenter  by  trade,  lost  all  his  tools  valued  at 
$900,  and  in  order  to  make  him  self-supporting,  as  he  is  a  very 
capable  man,  with  a  portion  of  your  money,  we  have  ordered  him  a 
set   of  tools. 

Food  and  clothing-  was  furnished  for  immediate  use  of  the 
distressed  and  I  feel  the  children  and  babies  were  given  sustanence 
through  your  efforts,  that  otherwise  would  have  suffered  greatly 
and  perhaps  died. 

Your  Department  President  responded  to  the  first  call  for  as- 
sistance and  for  five  days  and  night  ■  was  almost  in  constant  at- 
tendance, carrying  the  flood  sufferers  to  safety,  looking  after  the 
distress  and  burying  the  dead.  For  three  days  I  baked  three  times 
a  (lay,  four  hundred  biscuits  and  cooked  quarts  of  beans  that  had 
to  be  distributed  and  at  all  times  1  was  looking  out  for  and  assist- 
ing the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  dependent  ones.  I  shall 
go  back  to  take  up  the  work  of  relief  and  if  it  is  your  wish,  I 
would  like  to  continue  with  the  work  for  our  Grand  Army  and  use 
the  money  that  was  so  generously  sent   by  the  Corps. 

Conclusion. 

And  now  I  return  the  trust  you  placed  In  my  hands,  I  find 
no  words  to  fully  express  my  appreciation  for  the  honor  conferred 
upon  me,  but  I  shall  hold  all  in  loving  remembrance.

This  is  an  hour  of  memories,  fragrant  with  pleasant  associations 
and   happy   meetings    with    those    who,    like    the    leaves    of    Autumn, 
have  dropped  "one  by  one"  and  disappeared. 

We  recall  the  familiar  faces,  the  warm  greetings  of  those  who 
were  wont  to  gather  at  our  annual  sessions  and 

"Long  for  the  touch  of  the  vanished  hand, 
And  the  sound  of  tin;  voire  that  is  still." 
Among  those   who   have   passed   on   since   we   last    assembled    in 
Convention  and   to  whom   we  now    pay   our   tribute   of   love   and   re- 
spect, is  one  whose  life  was  one  of  service. 

Fannie  D.  Walthall  Hardin  was  born  in  Danville,  Indiana— 
her  parents  moving  to  Iowa  when  she  was  a  young  child.  In  her 
early  girlhood,  with  her  brother  and  sister's  family  she  crossed  the 
plains  in  an  ox-drawn  prairie  schooner,  a  perilous  journey  at  tint 
time  on  account  of  hostile  Indians;  arriving  in  Denver,  which. .was 
then  a  frontier  town  a  few  weeks  after  secession  had  bean  de- 
clared by  the  southern  states. 

Conditions  in  the  territory  were  very  alarming  as  it  was  well 
known  that  determined  efforts  were  being  made  by  the  forces  in 
the  south  to  get  possession  of  the  western  territories.  The  Texan 
Rangers  had  already  invade  1  New  Mexico  and  taken  possession  of 
San+a  Fe,  the  Capital,  and  were  preparing  to  march  North  to  in- 
vade what  is  now  the  State  of  Colorado.  Volunteers  were  arriving 
in  Denver  in  response  to  the  call  of  the  Governor  of  the  Territory 
to  check  the  advance  of  the  rebel  forces. 

Amid  these  exciting  events  Mrs.  Hardin  began  her  life  in  the 
West. 

On  Christmas,  1S61,  she  was  married  to  Lieut.  George  E. 
Hardin,  a  soldier  in  the  service  and  who  later  in  the  war  was  pro- 
moted for  meritorious  conduct  on  the  field  of  battle. 
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Immediately  following  her  marriage  she  share;!  camp  life  witli 
her  husband,  moving  frequently  as  military  necessities  required,  of- 
ten in  danger  of  the  Indians  or  attacks  from  the  Southern  croons. 
She  experienced  many  thrilling  events  during  the  service  of  hi 
husband,  bravely  enduring  the  privations  and  hardships  incident 
tc   army  life  on  the  frontier,  that  she  might  be  near  him. 

Several  years  after  the  close  of  the  war,  with  her  husband  and 
son,  they  se'tled  on  a  large  stock  ranch  'In  Eastern  Colorado,  whero 
her  husband  died,  leaving  her  to  struggle  alone  with  adverse 
fortune. 

Moving  to  Denver,  she  entered  upon  a  business  life  in  which 
she  became  widely  known  and  which  she  conducted  with  marked 
success  until  a  short  time  before  her  death. 

In  the  passing  years  she  ever  maintained  a  deep  interest  in  the 
welfare  of  the  veteran  and  many  a  soldier  has  blessed  her  for  tin 
aid  she  has  rendered  him  and   his  depen  lent  ones. 

A  devoted  member  ol"  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  in  which  she 
took  an  active  part  and  was  highly  honored  by  the  Order.  Site  was 
elected  President  of  the  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  in 
1S97  and  conducted  a  most  successful  administration.  In  1900  sin- 
was  appointed  National  Secretary  and  rendered  faithful  service. 
At  the  National  Convention  in  Salt  Lake  City  she  was  elected  Na- 
tional Senior  Vice  President. 

In  her  own  Department  she  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Legis- 
lative Committee  for  many  years  anil  through  Inn-  efforts  a  hill  was 
passed  by  the  legislature  securing  a  permanent  home  for  the  widows 
01  veterans,  at  the  Soldier  and  Sailors'  Home  at  Monte  Vista. 

She  was  deeply  interested  in  the  Pioneer  Society  of  the  State 
and  was  elected  President  of  the  organization. 

Her  last  work  was  in  securing  the  tablet  to  mark  the  building 
in  Denver  where  the  National  Woman's  Relief  Corps  was  organized. 
This  necessitated  the  permission  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City;  also  a 
contract  made  with  the  City  Council  that  this  tablet  of  "Commera- 
tion"  should  remain  permanently  on  the  building  or  in  case  the 
building  should  be  moved  the  tablet  should  lie  placed  on  what  ever 
was  erected  on  that  lot. 

Her  work  and  anxiety  over  the  erection  of  the  tablet  and  her 
desire  to  have  all  legal  questions  promptly  and  permanently  settled, 
were  a  strain  upon  her  already  weakened  vitality,  and  a. few  days 
before  the  ceremony  of  dedicating  the  tablet  she  was  taken  ill  and 
was  unable  to  attend  the  dedication  and  witness  the  unveiling  of 
the  tablet  which  was  the  fulfillment  of  her  long  cherished  hope. 

On  the  morning  of  November  3,  1921,  after  months  of  suffer- 
ing, she  gladly  released  her  hold  on  life  and  passed  on  to  the  land  of 
Silence,   leaving   a    record   of   useful   and    well-spent    life.

As  Chairman  and  member  of  the  Legislative  Committee  ui'  the 
Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  for  the  Woman  s  Relief 
Corps  for  many  years,  great  praise  is  due  Fannie  D.  W.  Hardin  for 
various  laws  in  the  interest  of  the  veterans  of  the  Civil  War,  their 
wives  and  widows.  Mrs.  Hardin  was  instrumental  in  the  passage  of 
the  law  to  erect  cottages  for  widows  at  the  S.  &  S.  Home,  Mont? 
Vista,  Colorado,  and  worked  faithfully  for  the  appropriation  with 
which  to  build  said  cottages;  one  of  her  cherished  mementos  was  an 
engrossed  copy  of  the  Act  and  the  pen  with  which  Gov.  John  Shaf- 
roth  signed  the  bill, 

Mrs.  Harden  was  untiring  in  the  interest  of  the  Veterans  in 
behalf  of  their  pensions;  she  was  never  too  busy  to  assist  a  Com- 
rade who  was  either  sick  or  in  distress  of  any  kind;  many  many 
widows  are  indebted  to  her  for  the  promptness  of  securing  their 
pensions,  for  the  name  of  Fannie  L).  Walthall  Hardin  was  well  ami 
favorably  known  in  the  Halls  of  Congress  and  her  recommendation 
was  accepted  as  proof  that  the  case  merited  immediate  action.  The 
general  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Soldier's  and  Sail- 
or's Home  of  Colorado  was  one  of  the  measures  of  great  interest 
to  her  and  always  received  her  earnest  support.  Quiet'  and  un- 
assuming in  her  manner  few  realized,  except  members  of  the 
committee,  the  many  days  ami  hours  devoted  to  and  the  vast 
amount  accomplished  by  that  noble  woman  and  true  friend  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

The  passing  of  Mrs.  Hardin  leaves  a  vacancy  in  our  circles  that 
can  scarcely  be  filled,  the  Grand  Army  suffered  a  great  loss,  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  a  valuable  member  and  her  legion  of  friends 
mourn  her  going  from  our  midst.

Nellie  P.  Weston  was  born  in  Vermont  in  18  5  0  an  1  died  in 
Canon  City,  Colo.,  Sept.   17,  19  20. 

Mrs.  Weston  organized  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  Greenwood 
No.  21,  at  Canon  City  in  the  summer  of  1904  and  became  its  first 
President.  She  had  a  remarkable  cheery,  sunny,  forgiving  disposi- 
tion, and  as  she  was  peculiarly  clever  her  presence  carried  sunshine 
into  the  meetings.  She  was  appointed  Department  Secretary  lu 
1907.  The  interests  of  the  W.  R.  C.  were  always  her  interests.  No 
creed,  criticism  or  unkind  word  was  left  for  a  memory.  Let  us 
Underly  cherish  the  remembrance  of  her  many  virtues.  Funeral 
services  were  held  at  the  Episcopal  church  In  Canon  City,  the 
church  of  which  she  had  been  a  member  for  many  years,  on  Sun- 
day, September  19,  1920.  The  burial  services  of  the  Order  of  the 
Eastern    Star    followed   at   the   grave.      Sorrowfully   we    left   all    that 
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was  mortal  of  our  sister,  "the  casket  which  held  the  jewel  of  Life" 
to  rest  in  "the  city  of  sleep  on  the  hill."

She  performed  the  duties  of  her  offices  with  marked  execu- 
tive ability. 

Sincerely  loyal  and  patriotic,  her  love  for  the  cause  of  the 
Veterans  and  their  families  never  wavered.  Her  intellectual  attain- 
ments were  of  a  high  order,  making  her  a  natural  leader  ami  a 
successful  officer.  Sympathetic  and  loving  she  awoke  tin.'  loving 
spark  in  other's  hearts  which  reflected  hack  to  her.

As  I  look  over  this  convention  of  delegates  today,  my  mind 
goes  back  to  the  Department  Convention  held  in  Fort  Morgan  in 
1914,  and  I  see  off  on  the  left  hand  side  of  the  church  the  bright, 
attentive  face  of  one  deeply  interested  in  the  work  of  the  conven- 
tion and  during  an  intermission  she  comes  and  greets  me  and  I 
recognize  Cora  A.  Needham  of  Kilpatriek  Corps  No.  34  of  La  Junta, 
Colo.  From  that  time  we  were  friends  and  never  did  I  find  her 
faltering  or  failing  in  her  loyalty  to  me  or  the  work  of  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps.  It  was  Cora  Needham  that  took  up  the  work  for  my 
Convention  that  was  held  in  La  Junta  and  she  never  spared  herself 
in  time  or  strength  to  make  that  convention  a  success  or  make  the 
delegates  comfortable  and  happy.  The  next  year  she  attended  the 
National  Convention  held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  and  wh'de  the  trip 
was  a  long,  hard  one  for  her,  for  she  was  sea  sick  every  minute  of 
the  journey,  she  wanted  everyone  to  have  a  good  time  and  when  we 
finally  reached  Washington  and  she  was  able  to  get  out,  she  en- 
joyed every  minute  and  was  very  happy.  Mrs.  Needham  was  born 
in  Calhoun  County  Illinois  April  2,  1871  and  came  to  Colorado 
when  nineteen  years  old,  settling  at  La  Junta,  where  she  later  mar- 
ried J.  E.  Needham  and  where  her  children  were  born  and  she 
died  on  March  24,  1921.  Mrs.  Needham's  .mother,  Katherine  Jones 
had  been  a  member  of  the  Relief  Corps  for  a  number  of  years  and 
naturally  the  daughter  followed  in  her  footsteps  and  was  a  tireless 
worker  for  the  cause  and  held  nearly  all  of  the  offices  in  the  Corps 
at  some  time  and  several  Department  offices  and  was  elected  Senior 
Vice  President  in  1915.     She  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist  church 
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and  was  a  most  sincere  Christian.  When  the  terrible  epidemic  of 
Flue  took  such  a  heavy  toll  in  this  country-,  Airs.  Needham  lost  her 
eldest  son  and  later  she  adopted  his  young  boy,  that  she  might  feel 
she  was  doing  for  her  own.  She  left  to  mourn  the  vacancy  in  tin- 
home  her  devoted  husband,  one  son.  the  grandson,  one  sister  and 
one  brother,  and  the  friends  that  loved  her  miss  her  in  the  various 
orders  and  societies  that  had  made  up  her  busy  and  active  life.

In  compliance  with   the   Rules   and    Regulations   of  our   Order, 
herewith    submit    the    following    report    of    the.    Relief    Committee 
>r  the  year  ending  June  1,  1921. 

During  the  year,  as  in  several  former  years,  we  have  had  but 
<iy  few  calls  for  assistance  from  our  comrades  or  their  dependent 
r.es. 

In  September,  1920,  our  Department  President  helped  a  sick 
umrade  to  the  amount  of  $1.5  0. 

In  February,  1,921,  I  asked  Julia  E.  Killam,  who  has  charge 
f  the  Victory  Fund,  the  privilege  of  helping,  in  the  name  of  the 
lepartment,  to  cheer  the  sick  soldiers  at  the  Fitzsimmons  Hospital. 
he  was  glad  to  have  our  help  and  instructed  us  how  to  help.  We 
elicited  from  the  members  of  Byron  L.  Carr  Corps  No.  G  and 
ther  friends.  Eleven  fine  cakes  and  twelve  quarts  of  lovely  canned 
eaches  and  pears  were  donated.  On  February  25*,  1921,  visited 
he  Hospital  and  served  the  good  things  to  the  boys  in  "Upper 
last"  and  "Upper  Center"  wards.  They  enjoyed  this  treat  and 
eemed  very  grateful  to  us.  It  was  a  very  stormy  day  and  seemed 
lmost    impossible    for    us    to    get    to    the    Hospital,    but    Mr.    Tom 
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Botterill,  the  Auto  man,  came  to  our  assistance  and  donated  a  large 
car  and  a  careful  driver,  so  we  nia  le  the  trip  despite  the  storm. 

Then  came  Easter,  when  the  Department  again  had  the  pleas- 
ure of  cheering  the  boys,  this  time  we  visited  >"n  Ward  I'».  t  undei 
(he  direction  of  Airs.  Eliza  ho' h  Bueky  and  Airs.  Julia  E,  Killam. 
We  purchased  material  and  made  sixty-five  pretty  baskets,  filling 
them  with  candy  and  other  good  things,  placing  a  beautiful  silk 
Flag  with  twelve-inch  staff,  in  each  basket.  After  we  bad  given 
each  soldier  boy  one  of  these,  the  ward  looke  '  very  bright  and 
patriotic.  We  also  served  home-made  cake  and  ice  cream.  The 
cakes  were  donated  to  -the  Department  by  our  friends  and  ics 
cream  by  the  Victory  fund.  Our  Department,  furnished  ten  dollars 
($10.00)  to  pav  tor  the  greetings  for  this  Easter  rr?at.  The  Ara- 
pahoe Butter  Company  donated  Svxty-f'ive  cartons  with  which  we 
made  the  baskets;  members  of  Byron  !•  Can-  Corps  donated  rib- 
bon, candy,  etc.,  and  helped  make  and  fill  the  baskets.  This  was 
surely  a  red  letter  day  for  the  boysj  as  well  as  for  the  women  who 
did  the  work. 

Then  came  "Mother's  Day,"  May  8,  1921,  and  with  it  a  splendid 
donation  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  from  Pueblo  Corps  No.  2..  We 
were  allowed  to  call  this  another  Department  day.  With  this  ten 
dollars  and  some  help  from  the  Victors-  fund,  we  purchased  one 
hundred  beautiful  plants,  wrapped  each  one  with  pretty  tissue 
f  <  per  and  again  went  to  Ward  \\  2.  We  found  there  were  88  bovs 
in  this  ward  on  Mother's  Dav.  We  placed  a  plant  on  the  table  at 
each  bed  and  on  the  little  tables  in  the  aisles.  When  we  had  fin- 
ished, the  ward  looked  very  bright  and  cheerful  and  brought  many 
a  smile  and  "thank  you"  from  tho^0  dear  soldier  bovs.  Wp  also 
bad  twelve  splendid  cakes  and  four  pome's  of  candv  which  wa 
served  with  ice  cream  furnished  from  the  Victorv  fund.  <>u  this 
dav  we  had  the  honor  of  bavin;'  our  Department  President.  Mrs. 
Lillian  Tnman  with  us.  S'>e  visited  several  wards  and  '-eurcd  to 
help  and  cheer  the  boys  With  her  sweet  smile  and  cheering  words. 
Mrs.  Anna  Ryer  also  went  with  us  and  save  readings,  singing  and 
whistling  solos,   all   of   which    the    boys   seemed   to   enjoy. 

A  donation  of  three  dollars  ($3,001  from  McPhereon  Corns  of 
Lonermont,  Colo.,  came  just  a  little  too  late  for  Mid  Iter's  Dav,  so  we 
us°d  it  for  Memorial  Dav.  W->  bought  fifteen  prett.v,  briaht  plants 
and  gave  them  to  fhe  boys  in  "B2"  who  were  not  aide  to  leave  their 
be^s.  If  the  members  of  McP^erson  Corns  could  ieiva>  seen  thos^ 
boys  smile  and  beard  their  "thank"  yens",  they  would  have  fell 
repaid  for  their  sift. 

Another  haopy  r'ay  for  me  was  Mav  25th.  when  Mrs.  Buckv 
and  myself  made  110  individual  shortcakes,  Mrs.  Alice  Hingley 
prepared  the  berries  wh'ich  had  been  purchased  from  the  Victorv 
fund  and  we  served  those  dear  bovs  wi'h  home-made  strawberrv 
shortcake.  It  brought  tears  ef  joy  to  ovr  ev°s  to  see  how  those 
boys  enjoyed   this   treat.      It  was  surelv   a   happv  dav    for   all   of  us. 

We  have  also  bouerht  material  and  ma<ie  drapes  for  the  windows 
in  one  sun  parlor  of  "B2,"  which  mad-  the  nlace  look'  home  like. 
•Tt  is  in  this  room  th«  Victrola  is  located  and  the  bovs  will  never 
act  through  nraising  Mrs.  Bucky  for  her  splendid  work  in  placing 
this  Victrola  in  the  room.

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REPORT  Ol1  CHAIRMAN  OF    AMERICANIZATION. 

Boulder,  Colorado,  June  1st,  1921. 
Anna  Kelly  McGuffin, 
Secretary  Woman's   Relief  Corps, 
Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming. 

Madam: 

As  Chairman  of  the  Americanization  Committee  I  beg  to  submit 
my  report  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Department  Convention. 

The  work  so  well  begun  last  year  was  followed  up  this  year 
by  your  committee.  Susie  Carr  McGwire,  Secretary  of  this  Com- 
mittee, wrote  a  letter  to  the.  President  of  each  Corps,  more  fully 
outlining  the  work  desired  and  request  al  her  to  appoint  ;i  Commit- 
tee on  Americanization  and  send  the  names  c'f  the  same  to  the 
Department  Chairman.  While  I  have  the  records  of  a  few  of  the 
Corps,  I  regret  I  am  unable  to  give  the  work  accomplished  by  all 
Corps.  Knowing  so  well  the  fine  work  accomplished  last  year  by 
the  Corps  in  the  Department,  I  feel  assured  they  have  not  been  lax 
in  the  work  of  Americanization  this  year,  but  slow  to  report  their 
work. 

Maj.  Anderson's  Corps  NO.  35  wore  the  first  to  report.  They 
presented  several  copies  ofj  the  Constitution  to  the  school-;  iu  Anuria, 
which  was  a  splendid  work  as  we'll  as  an  appropriate  thing  to  do, 
as  the  Constitution  is  the  solid  foundation  upon  which  this  country 
firmly  stands;  Pueblo  No.  2  reports  fine  work  being  done  among 
the  foreign  born;  Nathaniel  Lyon  Corps  No.  27  has  not  only  given 
moral  support,  but  contributed  financially  to  the  Night  School  for 
the  Foreign  Born, 

Byron  L.  Carr  Corps  No.  6  gave  the  proceeds  of  a  delightful 
theater  party  towards  the '.salary  of  a  trained  worker  in  the  Mexican 
and   Foreign   Born    Districts   in   Denver. 

May  10th  an  interesting  program  was  given  on  Americanization. 
Rev.  J.  H.  SReen,  pastor  of  the  F*!rs*  Baptist  Church,  gave  an  able 
address.  He  clearly  showed  the  audience  that  Americans-:  must  be 
Americanized,  that  the  Fourth  of  July,  independence  Day  and  ali 
other  National  anniversaries,  were  not  properly  observed  and  it  was 
up  to  the  patriotic;  organizations  to  insist  that  they  be  properly 
observed.  The  way  to  get  results  was  to  go  to  the,  various  Commer- 
cial Associations  and  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  solicit  co-operation 
for  a  patriotic  program  for  these  occasions;  have  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  read  on  Independence  Day  an  1  impress  our  children 
as  well  as  the  foreign  born  with  this  wonderful  document  of 
Freedom. 

Mrs.  Mary  L.  Carr  of  MePherson  Corps  No.  32,  a  Past  National 
President,  had  the  Flag  Laws  framed  and  presented  to  the  Banks 
of  Longmont  and  tilt'  schools,  a  fine  work  atel  a  splendid  way  to 
attract  the  attention  and  giye  information  to  the  public.  So  few  are 
aware  that  they  should  stand  attention  silently  when  the  Flag 
passes  by  or  should  never  converse  when  the  S'ar  Spangled  Banner 
is  rendered  and  never  enter  or  leave  the  building  during  rendition. 

The  Daughters  of  American  Revolution  in  Longmont  had  an 
interesting  program  on  Americanization  and  MePherson  Corps  par- 
ticipated in  the  same.  Rev.  .lessee  Penny  Martin,  an  overseas 
Chaplain,  gave  the  address. 
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McPherson  Corps  has  a  member  teaching  the  Mexicans,  oui 
nguage,  as  well  as  many  other  commendable  things  that  will  tend 
i  make  them  better  citizens.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  has 
sen  neighboring  with  a  family  that  are  not  (rue  Americans.  Their 
ttle  daughter  was  eager  to  a*  tend  Sunday  School  and  requested  her 
>  loan  her  a  Bible.  The  request  was  quickly  granted  and  s!nc  \ 
ten  sbe  has  presented  the  child  with  a  pocket  edition  of  the  New 
estament,  for  has  it  not  been  said  "A  little  child  shall  lea  1  them." 
here  are  so  many  ways  to  Americanize  our  people,  but  none  safer 
•  surer  than  the  teachings  of  Cod.  I  feel  we  are  all  better 
mericans  today  than  we  were  a  year  ago,  for  no  cue  can  repeat 
ie  American  Creed,  as  we  have,  done  all  the  year,  without  being  a 
ore  loyal,  loving  American.  While  my  report  is  brief  yet  only 
e  who  knoweth  and  doeth  all  things  well  can  truly  estimate  the 
:>od  work  accomplished  by  the  Corps. 

I  wish  to  thank  our  President  Cor  the  lienor  of  serving  her,  as 
hairman  of  this  Committee,  and  to  thank  each  Corps  Chairman 
id  members  for  every  effort  put  forth  for  a  better  and  greater 
merica.

of  the  Civil  War,  which  was  placed  in  the  Red  Cross  Building  in 
Washington.  Many  changes  in  the  Ritual  and  Rales  and  Regula- 
tions were  voted  upon  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Revision. 
The  installation  of  the  officers  was  beautifully  done,  and  was,  indeed, 
very  impressive. 

In  fact,  the  whole  convention  was  a  huge  success,  and  1  think 
that  the  officers  in  charge  of  the  arrangements  deserve  a  large 
amount  of  credit   and  appreciation.

Committee  on  legislation  desire  to  report  that  according  to 
resolution  introduced  in  the  36th  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  ami  instructions  of  that  body  relative  to 
the  oath  of  allegiance  for  school  teachers  in  Colorado;  a  bill  was 
introduced  in  the  23rd  General  Assembly  of  Colorado,  requiring 
all  teachers  in  public,  private  and  parochial  schools  to  take  an 
oath  of  allegiance  to  our  Government  and  S'ate.  The  committee 
is  greatly  indebted  to  Senator  A.  R.  Young  and  Representative 
Charles  C.  Sackman  for  untiring  interest  in  our  measure;  by  their 
efforts  our  bill  was  successfully  passed  and  was  immediately  signed 
by  Governor  Shoup,  is  now  in  effect  and  the  School  Board  of  Denver 
County  are  complying  with  the  law. 

Our  bill  for  the  use  of  only  English  language  to  be  used  on 
platforms,  pulpits  and  in  schools  was  not  so  successful,  in  fact  was 
not  voted  out  of  committee.  Our  committee  worke  l  earnestly  for 
the  bill,  but  Senators  and  Representatives  while  individually  in 
favor  of  the  sentiment,  were  disinclined  to  support  the  measure 
publicly. 
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Letters  have  been  written  to  our  members  in  Congress  requesi- 
fig  their  support  for  bills  increasing  pensions  for  veterans,  widows 
»nd  army  nurses.  Your  committee  s'ood  ready  at  all  times  to 
issist  the  legislative  committee  of  the  O.  A.  R.  and  so  advised  them 
md  we  have  consistently  worked  for  their  interest. 

Thanking  you  for  the  honor  of  representing  the  W.  R.  C.  upon

A   BILL 
FOR 
\N   ACT   TO    PROVIDE    FOR    AN    OATH    OR    AFFIRMATION    OF 
ALLEGIANCE  TO  BE  TAKEN  BY   ALL  PERSONS   WHO  ARE 
TEACHING    OR    WHO    MAY    HEREAFTER    BE    EMPLOYED 
TO  TEACH  IN  PUBLIC,  PRIVATE  OR  PAROCHIAL  SCHOOLS 
OR   OTHER    INSTITUTIONS   OF    LEARNING    IN   THE    STATE 
OF.  COLORADO. 
[Je  It  Enacted   by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Colorado^ 
Section   1.     That  any  person   now   holding  a  certificate  to  teach 
ill  any  public  school  in  the  State  of  Colorado  or  who  shall  hereafter 
l)e  issued  a  certificate   to   teach   in   such    public   schools   within    the 
State  of  Colorado  shall  subscribe  to  the  following  oath  or  affirma- 
:ion: 

"I   solemnly   swear  or  affirm   that   I   will  support   the 
constitution    of   the   State   of   Colorado    and   of    the    United  . 
States  of  America  and   the  laws   of   the   State  of  Colorado 
and  of  the  United   States,   and    will   teach,   by   precept  and 
example,  respect  for  the  Flags  of  the  United  States  and  of 
the  State   of   Colorado,    reverence    for   law    and    order   and 
undivided    allegiance    to    the    government   of    one    country, 
the  United  States  of  America." 
Hie  said  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  executed  in  triplicate  and  one 
zopy    filed    in    the    office    of    the    State    Superintendent    of     Public 
Instruction,   one   copy    retained    by    the  applicant    making   such   oath 
or  affirmation  and.  one  copy  shall  be  filed  with  the  officer  or  board 
in  charge  of  any  such  public  school. 

Section  2.  Every  teacher  now  teaching,  or  who  may  hereafter 
be  employed  to  teach  in  any  private  or  parochial  school  or  in  any 
academy,  college,  university  or  other  institution  of  learning  in  I  lie 
State  of  Colorado,  shall,  before  entering  upon  or  continuing,  the 
discharge  of  his  or  her  duties,  be  required  to  take  the  same  oath 
or  affirmation  of  allegiance  as  that  prescribed  for  public  school 
teachers    in    Section    One    (1)     hereof.      Such    oath    or    affirmation 
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shall  be  executed  in  triplicate  and  one  copy  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  one  copy  regained  by 
the  person  parochial  school  or  any  academy,  college,  university  or 
other  institutoin  of  or  other  institution  of  learning  in  which  such 
person  is  employed,  or  is  to  be  employed,  within  the  State  of 
Colorado. 

Section  3.  Any  person  who,  being  in  charge  of  any  public. 
private  or  parochial  school,  academy  college,  university  or  the 
officer  or  board  in  charge  of  such  private  or  parochial  school, 
academy,  college,  university  learning  within  the  State  of  Colorado, 
who  shall  allow  or  permit  any  teacher  to  enter  upon  the  discharge 
of  his  or  her  duties  or  give  instruction  thereon,  unless  such  teacher 
shall  have  taken  and  subscribed  to  the  oath  or  affirmation  of 
allegiance  provide!  for,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and"  unon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  or  six  months  imprisonment,  or 
both. 

Section  4.  In  the  opinion  of  the  General  Assembly  an  emer- 
gency exists;  therefore,  this  Act  shall  take  effect  and  he  in  force 
from  and  after  the  date  of  its  passage. 

Section  5.  The  General  Assembly  hereby  declares  this  Act 
necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public  peace,  health 
and  safety.

A  Committee  of  gentlemen  bearing  greetings  from  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  and  the  Governor  of  our  own  common- 
wealth was  admitted  and  introduced  to  the  Convention.

During  the  holiday  season 
all  the  members  of  the  home  should  have  a  share  of  the  good  things 
sent  to  the  Home,  hut  the  larger  quant  Py  should  he  for  those  who 
are  confined  to  the  wards.  The  cash  sent  me  I  have  used  in  givins 
the  hospital  inmates  chicken  dinners,  that  being  oiP  of  the  usual 
routine.  All  these  gifts  of  whatever  nature  are  higMv  appreciated 
by  the  recipients.  The  objects  for  which  I  was  working  when  you 
were   there  have  been   practically   accomplished.

That  the  members  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  Department  Wo- 
man's Relief  Corps  in  annual  convention  assembled,  herewith  de- 
clare and  resolve  actively  to  favor  the  reintroduction  and  passage 
of  the  Smith-Towner  Rill,  which  had  among  its  objects  the  following 
commendable  purposes: 

First,  it  creates  a  department  of  education, 

Second,  it  carries  an  appropriation  for  the  following  objects: 

(a)  Removal  for  illiteracy; 

(b)  Americanization  of  Foreigners; 

(c)  Equalizing    educational    opportunities; 

(d)  Physical  education,  including  health,  education  and  sani- 
tation ; 

(e)  More  adequate  facilities  for  the  preparation  of  and  com- 
pensation for  public  school  teachers. 

5.  That  Chapter  2,  Article  1,  Section  6,  Rules  and  Regulations 
be  amended  to  read  "five  years,"  as  the  age  limit  for  admitting 
children  to  Corps  meetings. 

Many  mothers  are  unable  to  attend  Corps  meetings  owing  to 
the  age  limit,  and  as  the  pass-word  and  ballot  are  the -only  things 
in  the  Corps  work  pertaining  to  secrecy,  the  admittance  of  a  child 
of  five  years  could  not  effect  the  Corps  injuriously  and  might  tend 
to  a  little  patriotic  education  in  the  child. 

6.  That  we,  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Department  of 
Colorado  and  Wyoming  enter  our  protest  against  the  desecration  of 
our  Flag  and  endeavor  in  every  way  possible  to  prevent  its  use  in 
decorating  and  advertising,  and  that  we  use  our  influence  to  secure 
and  enforce  laws  to  that  effect. 

7.  That  the  National  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  through  its  Legis- 
lative Committee,  present  a  bill  to  the  next  session  of  the  United 
States  Congress,  urging  that  the  word  "Decoration"  be  changed  to 
"Memorial"  when  applied  to  May  30th,  the  day  held  sacred  by  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  in  memory  of  its  dead. 

8.  That  the  Department  Inspector  and  Chairman  of  Relief 
make  an  estimate  of  the  work  done  according  to  the  membership 
of  each  Corps  and  include  the  same  in  their  report  to  Department 
convention. 

9.  That  the  Flag  Salute,  as  now  given  by  the  Woman's  Re- 
lief Corps  be  amended  by  eliminating  the  word  "My"  and  inserting 
il»  lieu  thereof  the  words  "United  States,"  making  the  salute  to 
read: 
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"I  pledge  allegiance  to  the  United  States  Flag  and  the  Republic 
tor  which  it  stands.  One  Nation  indivisible,  with  Liberty  and  Justice 
for  all." 

10.  That  a  fund  of  not  less  than  $250.00  be  raised  by  the  sev- 
feral  Corps  in  this  Department  and  presented  to  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic  at  its  next  encampment.

Coats,  dresses,  sweaters,  skirts,  blankets,  petticoats,  overcoats, 
wool  shirts,  wool  scarfs,  heavy  hose,  heavy  underwear,  heavy  wrap- 
pers, woolen  gloves,  mittens,  boots,  shoes,  felt  slippers,  children's 
clothing  of  every  sort.    DO  NOT  SEND  LIGHTWEIGHT  GARMENTS. 

While  providing  for  the  needs  of  the  poor  suffering' children  oi 
the  Near  East,  let  us  not  forget  the  little  ones  at  home  whose  fathers 
made  the  supreme  sacrifice  and  sleep  in  the  "poppy  fields"  of 
France  or  returned  home  disabled,  by  the  ravages  of  the  World  War. 
consult  the  American  Legion  and  help  them  to  bring  sunshine  into 
the  lives  of  these  children.  Surely  in  every  home  there  are  'discarded 
toys  or  books  that  can  be  gladly  given  to  brighten  the  Christmas 
time  for  some  poor,  unfortunate  child.

when  the  papers  have  been  received  and  the  father  lets  been  nat- 
uralized celebrate  the  event  by  going  to  the  school  and  making  the 
children  Americans  and  presenting   flags  to  them.

Whereas,  If  it  was  spent  for  poods  grown  and  manufactured 
$n  our  own  states  we  would  put  half  a  million  dollars  into  the  pay 
Envelopes  of  the  citizens  of  our  states  and  do  away  With  the  jobless 
■nan, 

Be  It  Resolved  That  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  Colorado 
[and  Wyoming  approve  and  endorse  the  movement  called  the  Colo- 
rado made  goods  Club,  and  recommend  a  similar  movement  for 
(home  industries  in   Wyoming. 

No.  2.  Resolved,  That  hereafter  Flags  will  not  be  presented 
^Convention  Conductors  and  Guards  at  the  expense  of  the'  Depart- 
ment.

"Four-score  and  seven  years  ago,  our  fathers  brought  forth 
on  this  continent  a  new  nation,  conceived  in  liberty  and  dedi- 
cated to  the  proposition  that  all  men  are  created  equal.  Now 
we  are  engaged  in  a  great  civil  war,  testing  whether  that  na- 
tion, or  any  nation,  so  conceived  and  so  dedicated,  can  long 
endure.  We  are  met  oh  a  great  battlefield  of  that  war.  We 
have  come  to  dedicate  a  portion  of  it  as  a  final  resting-place 
for  those  who  here  gave  their  lives  that  that  nation  might 
live.

"But  in  a  larger  sense  we  cannot  dedicate,  we  cannol 
consecrate,  we  cannot  hallow,  this  ground.  The  brave  men, 
living  and  dead,  who  struggled  here,  have  consecrated  it  far 
above  our  poor  power  to  add  or  to  detract.  The  world  will 
little  note  nor  long  remember  what  we  say  here,  but  it  can 
never  forget  what  they  did  here.  It  is  for  us,  the  living, 
rather,  to  be  dedicated  here  to  the  unfinished  work  which 
they  who  fought  here  have  thus  far  so  nobly  advanced.  It  is 
rather  for  us  to  be  here  dedicated  to  the  great  task  remain- 
ing before  us — that  from  these  honored  dead  we  take  in- 
creased devotion  to  that  cause  for  which  they  here  gave  the 
last  full  measure  of  devotion — that  we  here  highly  resolve 
that  these  dead  shall  not  have  died  in  vain,  that  this  nation, 
under  GOD,  shall  have  a  new  b'rth  of  freedom,  and  that  gov- 
ernment of  the  people,  by  the  people,  lor  the  people  shall  not 
perish  from  the  earth."

On  June  23,  1921,  1  assumed  the  obligation  as  President  of  the 
Deaprtment  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  Woman's  Relief  Corps  Auxilian 
to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  June  24th  established  head- 
quarters at  2817  Champa  St.,  Denver,  Colorado.  My  first  official  act 
was  June  25th,  when  1  issued  General  Order  No.  1,  and  promulgated 
the  Department  pass-word. 

The  name  of  an  honored  and  first  Department  Commander  of 
this  Department. 

Department  Charter 
According  to  recommendation  No.  li  of  Mrs.  inman's  report,  which 
reads  as  follows,  "That  the  Charter  of  the  Department  he  placed 
permanently  in  the  Historical  Rooms  of  the  State  Capitol",  On  June 
25th,  I  invited  Mrs.  Inman  to  meet  me  at  the  State  Capitol  to  arrange 
for  the  disposition  of  Department  Charter  as  per  her  recommendation 
We  learned  that  it  could  not  be  placed  in  the  Historical  Room  and 
decided  to  place  it  in  the  Grand  Army  Headquarters  in  the  Museum 
Building.  We  left  the  Charter  in  the  can?  of  Marshall  S.  Crawford 
Assistant  Adjutant  General  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  De- 
partment of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  who  assured  us  it  would  be  care- 
fully taken  care  of  and  eventually  placed  in  the  glass  wall  case  which 
they  were  planning  to  build   in   the  near  future. 

Resignation  of  Department  Treasurer 
On  July  2nd  I  received  a  letter  from  May  Pennington,  Depart- 
ment Treasurer,  enclosing  her  resignation  as;  Treasurer  on  account 
of  a  nervous  breakdown.  In  answer  to  this,  I  wired  as  follows:  "If 
your  decision  is  final,  forward  all  supplies  to  Department  Head 
quarters  at  once."  In  answer  to  my  wire,  1  received  the  following: 
"Am  compelled  to  resign  on  account  of  illness;  all  supplies  will  follow- 
immediately.  Signed,  May  Pennington,  Department  Treasurer."  This 
resignation  \\*as  accompanied  by  a  certificate  from  N.  J.  Hyatt,  Gunni- 
son Physician,  as  to  the  nervous  condition  of  Mrs.  Pennington. 

On  July  5th  notices  were  mailed  calling  a  special  Council  Meetm;-; 
at  the  Department  Headquarters,  to  be  held  July  15th  at  3:  On 
o'clock  p.  m.,  for  the  purpose  of  accepting  the  resignation  of  the 
Department  Treasurer  and  electing  her  successor.  At  the  Council 
meeting,  held  July  15,  seven  members  of  the  Council  were  present. 
The  resignation  of  May  Pennington  was  officially  accepted  and  Sophia 
Carlson,  of  Geo.  Washington  Corps  No.  42,  was  elected  and  installed 
Department  Treasurer  to  fill   vacancy.

Fitzsimmons  Hospital 

According  to  recommendation  No.  1.  offered  in  Mrs.  Inman's  report, 
Jennie  McGill,  Past  Department  President,  was  appointed  Chairman 
of  the  purchasing  committee  with  power  to  appoint  a  Committee  to 
work  with  her.  On  July  18th  I  received  the  following  invitation  from 
her,  which  read:  "My  Committee  and  myself  have  purchased  the  furni- 
ture for  the  Hospital  and  are  going  out  to  the  Camp  on  Tuesday  after- 
noon to  present  it  to  Major  Brown  and  the  boys.  We  will  be  pleased 
to  have  you  with  us  at  that  time." 

This  invitation  was  accepted,  and  1  believe  the  Department  of 
Colorado  and  Wyoming  may  feel  justly  proud  of  the  gift. 

National    Convention 

The  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  in  company  with  the  Department  Com- 
mander and  staff,  left  Denver  on  the  Official  train,  Sept.  23,  1922. 
On  arriving  at  Indianapolis,  Department  Headquarters  were  established 
at  Hotel  Severn. 

The  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  had  eight  votes. 

There  are  a  few  messages  1  wish  to  bring  to  you  from  the 
National  Convention.  The  unveiling  and  dedication  of  a  bronze  tablet 
marked  the  place  where  the  first  National   Encampment  of  the  Grand 
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Army  of  the  Republic  was  held,  the  first  Post  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic   was   organized    in    Decatur,    Illinois.    April    6,    I860. 

The  tablet  which  markets  the  place  where  the  first  National 
Encampment  was  held  gives  recognition  in  a  dignified  and  enduring 
manner  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. and  is  creditable  to  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps.  This  tablet  was  placed  en  a  business  block 
in  the  heart  of  the  city,  and  the  inscription  is  a  follows:  'Tin 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  organized  in  Decatur,  111.,  April  6, 
1866,  held  its  first  National  Encampment  in  the  .Morrison  Opera 
House,  on  this  spot,  Nov.  20,  1866.  Dr  Benjamin  E.  Stephenson, 
Founder  and  Commander  in  Chief  calling  the  meeting.  At  the  55th 
National  Encampment,  Sept.  26,  1921,  this  tablet  is  placed  by  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  Auxiliary  to  the  Grand   Army  of  the   Republic." 

Two  flags  were  offered  by  the  National  Senor  Aide,  one  for  tin- 
greatest  number  of  new  members,  the  other  for  the  greatest  number 
of  reinstatements.  This  honor  was  won  by  Anna  G.  Frank,  of  tlu1 
Deaprtinent  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  who  had  forty-two  members 
to  her  credit. 

Memorial  services  were  held  for  3506  members.  The  tribute  to 
our  own  Past  Department  President,  Fannie  I).  W.  Hardin,  was  given 
by  Mary  L.  Carr,  Past  National  President. 

A  most  interesting  report  was  given  of  the  work  done  at  Fitzsim- 
mons  General  Hospital,  through  the  Victory,  by  Julia  E.  {villain.  The 
following  telegram  was  received  and  here  quoted,  that  you  may  realize 
to  a  fuller  extent  the  appreciation  of  the  work  done  for  these  boys: 

"Aurora,   Colo.,   Sept.   28,   1921. 
"Mrs.  Inez  J.  Bender,   Hotel   Severin,   Indianapolis. 

'"Extending  greetings  and  good  wishes  to  the  Annual  Convention 
Woman's  Relief  Corps,  1,000  disabled  service  men  desire  to  take  this 
occasion  to  thank  the  ladies  oi  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  for  their 
untiring  efforts  in  making  the  burden  lighter  through  their  visits  to 
Fitzsimmons  General  Hospital.  Julia  E.  Killam  and  Elizabeth  M. 
Bucky  are  highly  commended  for  their  loyalty  and  sincerity  in  assist- 
ing us  in  many  ways.  We  look  forward  to  the  continuance  of  their 
work  in  this  hospital,  knowing  that  the  Corps  are  doing  wonderful  work 
in  helping  the  men  who  fought  and  bled  for  the  Flag  we  all  love,

In  the  National  President's  report  she  commended  Lillian  lmnan 
in  the  highest  terms,  saying  that  what  she  did  for  the  Pueblo  flood 
sufferers  in  those  terrible  days,  working  and  feeding  the  homeless  and 
distressed,  could  not  be  valued  in  terms  of  dollars  and  cents.  It  was 
a  source  of  great  satisfaction  to  know  that  she  was  on  the  ground  rep- 
resenting the  Woman's  Relief  Corps — you  and  me — and  extending  the 
tender  care  which  we  desired  to  give  to  the  comrades  and  their  wives. 
Three  hundred  and  seventy-live  dollars  was  sent  to  Mrs.  lmnan  from 
the  National  Relief  Fund  to  be  expended  by  her. 

The  election  of  officers  resulted  in  the  election  of  Agues  II.  Parker 
as  National  President,  and  the  installation  of  officers  marked  the 
closing  of  a  most  profitable  session. 

Friday  evening,  through  the  courtesy  of  our  Department  Com- 
mander and  Mrs.  Jewel,  the  Colorado  and  Wyoming  delegation  enjoyed 
a  splendid  banquet  at  the   Hotel   Severin. 

World   War  Veterans 
Our  Department  was  favored  at  Christmas  with  $100.0.0  from  the 
National    Victory   Fund   to   be  used   for   the    World    War    Hoys,   many  of 
whom  returned  to  their  homes  with  crippled  bodies  and  broken  health. 
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It  .should  be  a  comfort  to  each  meinbi  1  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  to 
know  that,  in  a  way,  we  are  able  Id  bring  a  lew  rays  of  sunshine  into 
thii  lives  of  these  brave  boys  who  have  given  their  best  in  defense  of 
llie  principles  dear  to  all  loyal   Amqrie  ins. 

August  1st,  Colorado  Day,  the  Department  President  invited  the 
Secretary,  Treasurer,  Inspector  and  Emma  Olinger  McDonald,  member 
of  the  Relief  Committee,  to  accompany  her  to  Pitzsimmons  Hospital, 
where  we  served,  with  the  assistance  of  the  National  Chairman, 
•fghty-seven  boys  in  Ward  B-2,  fifty-seven  boys  in  Upper  C,  and 
thirteen  tray  patients  with  delicious  ice-cream  and  home-made  cakes 
furnished  by  the  Department   Officers. 

Mother's  Day,  Captain  Putney  assigned  Ward  B-2  to  the  Depart- 
|  meat,  and  on  this  day  we  had  the  pleasure  of  having  as  our  dis- 
tinguished guest,  Agnes  11.  Parker,  National  President,  who  deemed 
it  a  great  privilege  to  be  able  to  visit  ibis  Hospital  and  meet  with 
the  boys  and  to  realize  their  appreciation  for  little  courtesies  extended. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  J.  L.  Russell  and  Walter  P>.  Dowry,  we 
were  privileged  to  take  a  beautiful  potted  plant  to  each  boy,  and 
phced  it  at  bis  bed  side  as  a  tribute  of  love  to  his  mother.  We  served 
each  with  ice-cream  and  home-made  cakes  furnished  by  the  Depart- 
ment Officers,  and  left  a  Postal  Card  to  be  sent  home  on  Mother's  Day. 

In  the  name  of  the  Department,  the  dozen  carnations  were  sent 
to  the  United  States  Veterans  Hospital  No.  80,  at  Port  Lyons,  Colo- 
rado. Letters  of  appreciation  and  thanks  have  been  received  Lorn 
Captain  Putney,  at  Fitzsimmons  Hospital,  and  S.  11.  Herbert  of  Fort 
Lyons  Hospital. 

This  is  now  a  part  of  our  work,  and  I  hope  every  member  and 
Corps  will  feel  themselves  alike  responsible  to  do  some  little  act 
of  kindness  for  these  boys,  who  went  forth  with  a  firm  determination 
to  win,  and  again  returned  to  us,  our  Flag  unsullied. 

Mrs.  Killam  having  been  appointed  Chairman  of  this  work  in  the 
Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  to  r  present  the  National,  will 
have  a  splendid  report  to  submit  to  you. 

The  Victory  Fund  is  still  open  and  an  urgent  call  for  funds  comes 
from  National  Headquarters.  In  view  of  the  fact  the  Department 
of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  are  $250  short  in  their  quota  as  requested 
by  the  1D1S  administration,  1  offer: 

Recommendation  No.  2: 
That  the  incoming  Department   President  make  an  earnest  appeal 
through  General  Orders  for  further  contributions  to  the  Victory  Fund. 

Americanization 
One  Country,  One  Language,  One  Flag  -America  for  Americans. 
The  Woman's  Relief  Corps  stand  lace  to  face  with  great  opportunities 
along  this  line  of  work.  Why  do  you  hesitate?  Every  Corps  in  this 
Department  should  grasp  the  opportunity  and  do  everything  in  its 
power  to  miike  American  citizens,  not  only  of  the  foreign  born,  but 
of  many  who  call  themselves  Americans,  but  fail  to  grasp  its  true 
meaning. 

While  visiting  the  Corps  at  Sheridan,  Wyoming,  1  bad  the  pleasure 
of  meeting  M.  T.  Lentz,  who  is  connected  with  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Labor,  Naturalization  Service.  After  a  lew  minutes'  con- 
versation with  Mr.  Lentz,  1  learned  that  be  bad  been  requested  by 
the  Post  Commander  to  be  present  to  address  the  members  on  Ameri- 
canization work  and  to  ask  their  co-operation  by  way  of  having  their 
Americanization  Committee  present  to  present  American  creeds,  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  Stales,  the  American  Flag,  and  extend  a 
few  words  of  welcome  to  the  foreign  born  who  bad  taken  the  examina- 
tion and  been  admitted  as  American  citizens. 
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John  Schulcr,  Corps  No.  l!>,  Sheridan,  Wyoming,  was  wide  awake 
and  not  slow  to  accept   (his   invitation   Cor  co-operation. 

Mr.  Lentz  invited  tin?  Department  Inspector  and  myself  to  ac- 
company him  to  Buffalo;  Wyoming  where  eight  foreigners  were  to 
receive  their  Americanization  papers.  The  following  appeared  in  the 
Buffalo  paper,  in  part:  "Saturday  morning  M.  P.  Lent/  of  Denver  was 
in  Buffalo  to  hear  applications  for  citizenship  papers  of  eight  seeking 
to  he  admitted.  At  11:30  the  same  morning,  meeting  was  called  in 
the  court  room  for  the  newly  made  citizens  and  they  were  addressed 
by  Elizabeth  M.  Bncky,  Department  President  of  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  Auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  of  Colorado  and 
Wyoming.  She  made  a  brief  address  congratulating  tin?  men  on  their 
success  in  becoming  citizens  of  the  greatest  nation  in  the  world,  and 
impressing  upon  the  new  Americans  that  their  new  position  in  lift- 
involved  responsibilities  as  well  as  privileges.  She  presented  each 
with  an  American  Flag  and  literature  and  promised  them  that  on 
reaching  Denver  she  would  mail  each  a  silk  Flag  to  be  kept  in  com- 
memoration of  the  day." 

December  G,  1921,  the  following  letter  was  received  from  the 
United  States  Department  of  Labor,  Naturalization  Service: 

"Denver,  Colorado. 
"Department  President    Woman's    Relief  Corps. 
Dear  Madam: 

Report  has  been  received  from  Examiner  Lentz  of  his  talk  with 
yon  at  Sheridan,  Wyoming,  regarding  co-operation  between  you  and 
this  office  in  the  Americanization  activities  in  this  part  of  the  coun- 
try. We  will  be  very  glad  to  assist  you  and  the  local  Corps  of  your 
organization  in  the  work  you  are  carrying  on. 

I  would  be  very  glad  to  talk  with  you  regarding  the  plans  of 
your  organization  and  wish  you  to  feel  that  we  will  co-operate  always 
in  assisting  in  the  character  of  the  work  which  your  organization  is 
doing.

This  letter  was  turned  over  to  the  Committee  on  Americanization, 
who  immediately  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  securing 
the  proper  data  and  dates  and  have  undoubtedly  prepared  a  most  in- 
teresting report  for  this  Convention.  My  sincere  thanks  are  herewith 
tendered  this  Committee  for  the  many  new  ideas  advanced,  which 
will  surely  bear  fruit  in  the  near  future.

I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  manner  in   which   the  Corps  of  our 
Department  have  entered    into   this    work    is   highly   gratifying.     They 
have  given  of  their  money,  time,  effort  and  influence,  as  indicated  by 
their  communities.

The    great    lesson    of    the    World    War    shows    unmistakably    the 

lim-ssity  of  teaching  thrift  and  saving  to  all  American  school  children. 

[If  democracy  is  to  be  perpetuated,  a   large   percentage  of   our  people 

must   be   freed    from    constant    financial    anxiety.      The    means    of    ac- 

romplishing  this  may  be  readily  seen   in   the   inculcation   of   the  thrift

acquaintance,  closer  relationship  and  the  advancement  of  our  beauti- 
ful Order. 

State  of  the  Order

Correspondence 

The  correspondence  has  at  all  times  received  my  prompt  and  un- 
divided attention.  I  have  enjoyed  this  part  of  the  work;  it  has  given 
to  both  the  Corps  and  myself  that  personal  tomb  which  is  so  neces- 
sary to  the  interest  of  our  Order.  1  have  written  about  one  thousand 
letters,  including  Christmas  appeal  for  Christmas  cheer  to  Soldiers 
and  Sailors  Home,  Greetings  tn  the  1922  presidents  and  staff,  IT.  S. 
Grant  one  hundredth  anniversary,  and  Faster  appeal  for  Near  Hast 
Relief.

the  Charter  to  Mary  L.  Can-,  Custodian  of  Charters. 

October  25,  1921  Stella  A.  Kyle  was  detailed  to  visit  and  inspect 
this  Corps.    Her  report  is  as  follows: 

"The  President  mad  -  no  effort  to  call  a  meeting,  stating  they  had 
been  disbanded  and  supplies  sent  in.  The  supplies  did  not  reach  the 
Department  Secretary  until  two  weeks  later.  Mrs.  Kyle  called  on  tin 
Post  Commander,  J.  E.  MeGee  who  said  it  was  a  mistake  for  them  to 
hive  been  reorganzed  as  they  had  lost  all  interest  in  the  old  comrade^ 
and  had  never  been  of  any  help  to  them  in  any  way.

1  cannot  tell  you  the  wonderful  work  this  Corps  has  accomplished, 
having  a  membership  today  of  S.2.  The  members  have  worked 
faithfully  every  day  to  prepare  for  you  and  me  the  cordial  hospitality 
we  are  enjoying  as  their  guests. 

On  the  date  of  instituting  1  had  the  pleasure  of  presenting  to  Joe 
Hooker  Corps  No.  11,  as  a  personal  gilt,  a  Plug  lor  the  Patriotic 
Instructor's  Station.  This  gilt  supplemented  the  gift  of  four  beautiful 
Flags  from  the  four  Denver  Corps.

October  20,  1922,  a  Council  meeting  was  held  at  Headquarters, 
ami  many  subjects  concerning  the  good  of  the  Order  discussed- 
Americanization,  presenting  of  Flags,  assisting  weak  Corps,  Official 
visits  to  and  organizing  Corps  in  Wyoming,  etc. 

The  Council  voted  to  raise  an  emergency  fund  to  carry  on  this 
work.  Realizing  the  necessity  of  continuing  the  work  in  our  Depart- 
ment and  the  need  of  an  emergency  fund,  I  offer  Recommendation 
No.  3: 

That  the  Department  establish  an  Emergency  Fund  for  the  pur- 
pose of  furthering  the  new  work  such  as  Americanization,  child  wel- 
fare, etc.;  for  assisting  small  and  weak  Corps,  forming  new  ones, 
official  visits,  presenting  Flags,  and  such  other  work  as  the  President 
may  elect. 

Patriotic   Work 
Five    hundred    Flag   laws    of    Colorado    and    Wyoming    have    keen 
printed    and    copies    sent    to    each    Corps,      fairly    in    July,    1    compiled 
a  four-leaf  pamphlet  which  contained  The  America's  Creed,  Etiquette  of 
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R|*  Flag,  the  Story  of  the  American's  Creed  and  Congressional  Record 

Ten  thousand  American  Creeds  have  been  distributed  throughout 
?jl*  Department  and  one  thousand  Catechisms  of  the  Constitution  of 
['the  United  States  and  live  Flags  presented  in  the  name  of  the  De- 
ntin en  t. 

Recommendation  No.  4: 

That  the  Corps  of  Colorado  place  in  the  State  Capitol  Building, 
'With  the  consent  of  the  Capitol  Commissioners  a  bronze  tablet  In- 
krfbed  with  "Lincoln's  Gettysburg  Speech."  The  tablet  to  be  placed 
within  one  year  and  the  cost  not  to  exceed  $200. 

Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home,  Home  Lake,  Colorado 
It  was  my  pleasure  to  visit  the  Home  at  Home  Lake  while  on  my 
official  visits  in  September.  The  Comrades  and  widows  arc'  privileged 
to  enjoy  every  comfort;  all  seem  happy  and  contented.  J.  M.  Lawrence, 
Commander  of  Joe  Hooker  Post  called  a  special  meeting  the  afternoon 
of  my  visit.  I  was  indeed  happy  to  have  an  opportunity  of  addressing 
the  members  of  the  Home  and  greeting  each  one  personally. 

January  12,  1922,  I  was  in  Monte  Vista  to  organize  Joe  Hooker 
Corps  No.  11,  and  it  was  again  my  privilege  and  -pleasure  to  visit 
Ihe  Home  on  Sunday,  and  attend  the  Church  services  with  the  Cone 
railes  and  members  of  the  Home.  1  was  most  cordially  received  by 
Col.  Austin  W.  Hogle,  Commandant,  and  Mrs.  Hogle,  To  them  I  ex- 
tend my  thanks  for  the  hospitality   extendi  d. 

Christmas  at  the  Home  was. made  a  bright  and  happy  day  through 
the  united  efforts  of  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  two- 
hundred  and  nineteen  niemhers  being  remembered  with  individual 
boxes.     The  following  letter  is  self  explanatory:

Personally  and  officially  1  desire  to  thank  you  and  to  congratulate 
you  for  your  success,  through  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  in  providing 
the  members  of  the  Colorado  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home  with  so  many 
Christmas  remembrances. 

Every  person  of  this  Home  was  fully  provided  with  a  present,  at 
his  or  her  plate,  at  the  breakfast  table  on  Christmas  morning. 

You  will  please  convey  to  the  ladies  of  your  Department  our  mosi 
sincere  and  grateful  thanks.     COD  BLESS  THE   LADIES,

On  December  22nd  I  received  a  long  distance  telephone  call  from 
Mrs.  Hogle  inviting  me  to  Le  the  guest  of  the  Home  for  Christmas, 
saying  that  Colon  d  Hogle  would  not  take  no  for  an  answer.  This  iie 
vitation  I  appreciated  more  than  I  can  tell.  My  first  thought  was  to 
accept,  but  after  careful  consideration  decided  the  wiser  plan  was  to 
decline.  On  Christmas  Day  I  wired  Christmas  Greetings  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Home  in  the  name  of  the  Department  of  Colorado  and 
Wyoming. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  the  members  of  this  Convention  will  make 
an  effort  to  visit  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home  at  Home  Lake.  I 
can  only  say  in  passing  that  the  splendid  work  being  done  there  by 
Commandant  Hogle  and  his  wife  cannot  be  praised  too  highly.  The 
comrades  were  more  than  pleased  to  have  Col.  Hogle  return  as  Com- 
mandant. I  feel  sure  the  members  of  the  Home  are  enjoying  their 
stay  at  Home  Lake  and  are  carefully  cared  for 
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SOLDIERS'  AND  SAILORS'  HOME,  BUFFALO,  WYOMING 
On  November  12th,  in  company  with  Hannah  Olney,  Departiik'ii 
Inspector,  we  visited  the  1  Ionic  at  Buffalo.  We  were  cordially  receivi  I 
by  Henry  A.  Smith,  Commandant,  and  Airs.  Smith.  We  visited  with 
every  member,  and,  as  we  had  taken  delicious  apples  with  us,  we  baj 
a  nice  treat  for  each  one 

Every  member  spoke  in  the  highest  terms  of  the  Commandant  and 
Mrs.  Smith.  They  were  very  contented,  hut  seemed  so  aged  and 
feeble.  Two  weeks  previous  to  our  visit,  the  members  of  John  Schu) 
ler  Corps  No.  19  at  Sheridan  had  arranged  a  picnic  dinner  and  spent 
the  day  at  the  Home.  Every  Comrade  had  some  pleasant  memory  ,<: 
that  day  to  relate  to  us. 

At  Christmas  time  Byron  L.  Cair  Corps  No.  «i  sent  home-mail 
fruit  cake,  McPherson  Corps  sent  Christmas  cards,  and  the  names  ol 
the  memhers  were  divided  among  the  Corps  in  Wyoming  and  through 
their  efforts  every  member  was  personally  remembered  with  a  Christ 
mas  box.  At  the  time  of  our  visit  there  were  twelve  women  and 
twenty-one  comrades,  members  of  the  Home. 

The  Commandant  explained  he  had  felt  very  reluctant  about  in 
cepting  any  donations  from  the  Colorado  Corps,  as  he  was  afraid  it 
would  be  taking  away  from  the  Home  at  Home  Lake.  [  explained  to 
him  that  we  were  the  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  and  fell 
the  same  interest  for  the  Wyoming  Home  we  did  for  the  Colorado 
Home. 

On  November  Kith   I   received    the   following  letter: 

"Buffalo,  Wyoming,  Nov.  16,  1921. 

My  Dear  President: 

If  there  is  anything  that  I  can  do  to  help  the  Relief  Corps  let  me 
know  and  I  assure  you  that  you  will  hear  from  me.  As  1  understand 
the  situation,  I  feel  more  at  liberty  to  let  the  ladies  of  the  Colorado 
Relief  Corps  know  what  is  needed. 

Kindly  explain  to  the  ladies  the  stand  that  I  was  taking  and 
assure  them  for  me  that  I  appreciate  every  thing  that  is  done  for 
the  Home. 

Thanking  you, 

I  am  very  truly  yours,

John  Schuler  Corps  No.  19 

In  complying  with  action  and  vote  of  the  Council,  in  company  with 
the  Department  Inspector,  I  visited  John  Schuler  Woman's  Relief  Corps 
No.  19  at  Sheridan,  Wyoming.  This  was  the  Corps  that  had  asked 
to  be  transferred  from  this  Department  to  the  Department  of  Montana 
and  the  thirty-seventh  Department  Convention  voted  to  allow  this  to 
be  done  if  it  was  found  advisable  and  the  National  could  so  arrange 
On  my  arrival  I  learned  through  the  Corps  President  that  she  was  in 
receipt  of  two  letters,  one  from  the  Past  National  President  setting 
forth  the  action  taken  at  the  National  Council  Meeting,  the  other  from 
the  Department  President  of  Montana,  stating  their  willingness  to 
admit  John  Schuler  Corps  to  the  .Montana  Department,  and  further 
stating  John  Schuler  Corps  would  receive  an  official  visit  from  the 
Montana  Department  in  the  near  future. 

John  Schuler  Corps  has  done  splendid  work  in  connection  with 
the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home  at  Buffalo,  and  the  local  Post  is  loud 
in  its  praise  of  their  Auxiliary. 

In  this  Corps  eight  members  were  gained  the  second  quarter  and 
a  gain  of  ten  the  third  quarter.     I  felt  we  must  not  lose  a  single  Corps 
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to  this  Department  and  especiall)  the  only  one  near  the  Buffalo 
I  Soldiers'  Home  and   where  they  are  doing  so  much   for  the   comfort 

of  our  Comrades  and  widows.  As  it  would  be  impossible  to  transfer 
She  Home  to  the  Montana  Department,  this  Corps  could  not  receive 
wed  it  for  their  splendid  work  at  the  Home  from  either  Department. 

I  was  informed  they  had  not  been  visited  for  several  years  by  a 
, Department  Officer  due  probably  to  the  expense  of  the 'trip.     Realizing 

that  this  was  a  fine  Corps  and  being  a  point  lor  Americanization  work, 

I  immediately  took  steps   to   hold   this   Corps. 

On  Friday  afternoon  a  special  meeting  was  called,  and  the  ques- 
tion of  transferring  to  the  Montana  Department  was  discussed  at 
length.  I  worked  faithfully  and  brought  every  possible  point  to  bear 
upon  this  meeting  that  tin;  proper  decision  for  them  to  make  was 
to  ixmi.ain  with  this  Department.  Finally  a  motion  to  lay  this  matter 
on  the  table  was  made,  but  lost. 

The  Commander  of  the  Post, 'Captain  Scott  K.  Snively,  then  ad- 
dressed the  chair  and  made  a  most  interesting  and  earnest  appeal  to 
the  Corps  asking  them  why  they  wished  to  transfer  to  the  Department 
of  Montana,  and  said:  "I  never  was  and  never  will  be  in  favor  of  YOUR 
LEAVING  US.  It  looks  to  me  as  though  you  girls  wanted  to  leave  us 
Just  when  we  are  getting  old  and  need  you  most.  1  hope  this  question 
of  being  transferred  will  end,  and  that  one  of  the  ladies  will  make 
a  motion  right  now  to  stay  with  this  Department,  where  you  belong.'' 
The  motion  was  made  and  carried,  and  1  immediately  wired  the  Na- 
tional Secretary  as  follows:  "By  the  urgent  request  of  the  Post, 
Commander  John  Schuler  Corps  No.  L9  at  their  meeting  today  voted 
to  remain  with  the  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming." 

On  my  return  home  1  received  a  letter  from  Captain  Snively,  ex- 
pressing his  appreciation  of  the  work  accomplished. 

It  was  our  pleasure  to  be  with  John  Schuler  Corps  on  Armistice 
Day.  .  The  Civil  War  Veterans,  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  World  War 
Veterans  and  others  assembled  and  marched  to  the  Opera  House, 
where  we  listened  to  Captain  Scott  K.  Snively,  Commander  of  the 
Post.  In  a  most  interesting  address  he  paid  the  highest  tribute 
possible  to  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps. 

The  American  Legion  was  in  no  way  forgetful  of  the  Boys  in 
Blue.  They  headed  the  parade  and  were  given  the  front  seats  on  the 
platform. 

Saturday  was  spent  at  Buffalo  Home  and  Saturday  evening  the 
members  had  arranged  for  another  meeting.  They  seemed  so  anxious 
to  glean  all  the  help  possible  while  we  were  with  them.  The  interest 
they  manifested  was  really  an  inspiration  to  us,  and  we  left  feeling 
that  this  had  been  one  of  our  most  interesting  and  profitable  visits  and 
so  much  worth  while.  The  worth  while  things  always  cost  the  most, 
hut  they  are  always  worth  more  than  they  cost.  In  view  of  the  tact 
that  John  Schuler  Corps  is  doing  splendid  work  and  really  needs  the 
help  and  inspiration  that  an  official  visit  of  the  Department  President 
will  give  them,  I  offer  Recommendation  No.  5: 

That  the  Department  President  visit  John  Schuler  Corps  during 
her  administration. 

Assiting  Weak  Corps 
On  December  28,  1921,  1  received  a  letter  written  at  the  request  of 
Mrs.  Foster,  President  of  Pfeiffer  Corps  No.  25.  asking  how  to  proceed 
to  turn  Charter  in,  stating  they  had  decided  to  drop  the  Corps,  as  only 
four  or  five  members  were  interested  enough  to  attend  the  meetings. 
Again  I  felt  we  could  not  lose  a  Corps  with  twenty-four  members  in 
good  standing.  On  receipt  of  this  communication  1  immediately  wrote 
the  President  in  part  as  follows: 
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"Regarding  the  turning  in  of  your  Charter,  1  am  surprised  at  suiii 
action  being  thought  of.  You  have  a  good  membership  and  sufficient 
funds  in  the  treasury  io  carry  on  the  work.  Am  also  informed  thai 
applications  for  membership  and  transfer  have  laid  on  the  desk  with  n 
action  for  several  weeks,  owing  to  the  fact  yon  could  not  set  a  quoruni 
out.  The  law  clearly  states  that  in  a  Corps  having  thirty  memb:?r> 
or  less,  rive  members  constitute  a  quorum.  You  will  sec  that  tlii- 
number  or  more  are  present  at  your  next  regular  meeting  and  action 
taken  at  once  on  said  transfer  and  application." 

On  January  10th  1  was  informed  that  a  regular  meeting  was  held 
and  candidates  elected.  On  receiving  this  communication  1  left  tor 
Alamosa  to  give  this  Corps  all  the  encouragement  and  help  possible 
On  arriving  I  called  on  the  President,  told  her  1  was  there  to  help 
her  and  the  Corps  and  would  stay  just  as  long  as  necessary  and  try  to 
create  an  interest  and  get  the  work  started.  A  written  notice  wa- 
immediately  mailed  to  every  member  to  attend  a  meeting  for  Saturday, 
January   14,   1922. 

Before  the  meeting  1  made  a  personal  call  on  each  member  and  es 
pecially  urged  here  to  be  present.  The  result  was  all  officers'  chair* 
were  tilled  and  members  on  the   side. 

We  had  a  splendid  meeting,  exemplified  the  ritual,  elected  aim 
installed  officers;  every  officer  pledged  her  loyal  support  for  the  good 
of  3P.feiff.er  Corps.  Voted  to  buy  new  Flags  and  supplies,  and  at  tlnj 
close  a  splendid  banquet  was  enjoyed  and  all  agreed'  that  it  was  a 
grand  meeting. 

On  Monday  the  Alamosa  County  Chamber  of  Commerce  gave 
a  luncheon.  An  invitation  bad  previously  been  extended  to  me  and 
accepted,  which  read:  "We  would  like  to  have  you  address  our  organ 
ization  on  Monday,  Jan.  16th,  if  this  can  be  arranged.  We  will  extend 
an  invitation  to  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  and  the  American  Legion 
It  is  needless  to  say,  1  was  there,  as  1  considered  this  a  splendid  op 
portunity  to  introduce  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  to  the  American 
Legion  and  business  men  of  Alamosa.  Col.  Hogle,  Commandant  at 
the  Home,  and  Mrs.  1  logic,  Last  Commander  Reed,  and  Mrs.  Reed 
were  also  guests  at  this  luncheon. 

In  my  address  I  availed  myself  of  every  opportunity  to  explain 
the  splendid  work  that  our  organization  had  been  engaged  in  the  last 
thirty-eight  years,  told  of  the  Victory  Lund,  the  wonderful  work  done 
at  Pitzsimmons  Hospital,  also  explained  that  the  Woman's  Relief  Corp.- 
is  the  largest  patriotic  organization  in  the  world,  presented  each  with 
a  leaflet  of  the  American's  Creed,  and  assured  the  American  Legion 
that  they  would  have  the  co-operation  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps 
in  every  way.  Before  we  left  the  ball  that  day  the  holies  of  Pfeiffer 
Corps  had  arranged  to  serve  the  luncheons  for  the  Chamber  of  Com 
merce  Club  for  the  month  of  March,  which  netted  them  a  neat  little 
sum.  The  Pfeiffer  Corps  had  almost  a  column  in  the  Alamosa  paper 
to  their  credit  in  publicity  work. 

In  the  afternoon  in  company  with  the  Corps  members  1  visited 
their  new  $140,000.00  High  School,  met  the  children  in  the  Auditorium 
Gave  them  a  short  talk  on  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps,  presented  each  with  a  copy  of  the  American 
Creed,  and  arranged  for  Pfeiffer  Corps  to  present  to  the  Auditorium  in 
this  High  School  a  silk  Flag  on  Lincoln's  Birthday,  which  they  did, 
with  credit  to  the  Corps.  A  splendid  patriotic  program  was  arranged 
by  the  Principal  of  the  School. 

On  February  1st  I  received  a  letter  from  1.  W.  Sanders,  Principal 
of  this  beautiful  School,  expressing  the  thanks  of  the  student  body 
for  the  little  pamphlets.  Also  stating,  "I  assure  you  we  will  do  our 
part  to  see  that  they  may  not  have  been  presented  in  vain.  We  did 
appreciate  your  visit  and  your  heart  to  heart  talk,  and  I  am  sure  that 
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the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  here  will  endeavor  to  carry  out  your  wishes 
and  place  a  Flag  in  each  room  of  our  school." 

The  last  letter  1  had  from  the  Presidenl  of  Pfeiffer  Corps,  she 
laid  they  were  to  give  a  banquet  to  the  American  Legion  and  present 
Ihi'in  with  a  $45. 00  Parade  Flag. 

Presentations 

The  Department  Convention  convenes  but  once  a  year,  and  all  mat- 
ters to  come  before  the  convention  should  he  disposed  of  in  a  deliber- 
ate and  business  like  manner.  This  cannot  be  accomplished  if  we  are 
Interrupted.     I  therefore  offer  Recommendation  No.  6: 

That  hereafter  all  presentations  he  restricted  to  open  meetings 
during  Convention  week.

circle  of  Department  Officers  is  unbroken. 

Department  Commander  James  E.  Jewell  mourns  the  loss  of  a 
beloved  son,  Elsie  Johnson,  Department  Patriotic  Instructor,  the  loss 
cf  a  loving  father,  and  Hannah  Olney,  Department  Inspector,  the  loss 
of  a  loving  sister. 

Let  us  not  forget  that  sorrow  has  found  its  way  into  many  hearts, 
for  it  is  with  sadness  that  we  remember  that  two  of  our  Past  De- 
partment Chaplains,  Fannie  K.  Wadsworth,  and  Luc  in  da  Smith,  meet 
with  us  no  more;  their  labors  are  finished,  their  life  work  is  done. 

From  the  reports  received  from  the  Secretary,  1  learn  that  the 
Angel  of  Death  has  visited  many  homes. in  our  Department.  With 
silent  tread  and  unerring  footseps  he  has  steadily  enured  and  taken 
the  old  and  the  young,  the  bloom  of  youth  and  the  glory  of  age. 

To  you,  my  members  who  have  been  called  to  mourn,  we  offer 
our  heart-felt  sympathy.

The  30th  of  May  was  observed  by  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
and  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  as  a  sacred  Memorial  Day,  commemora- 
tive of  the  service  and  sacrifices  of  our  beloved  Comrades  who  offered 
their  lives  a  willing  sacrifice  on  the  altar  of  patriotic  devotion,  that 
this  Republic  might  live.

I  had  Louise  Lehow,  Matron  of  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home, 
Monte  Vista,  present  a  beautiful  silk  Flag  to  Rev.  Skinner,  Chaplain 
of  the  Home,  for  his  Sunday  School. 

I  have  written  three  hundred  and  fifty  letters;  distributed  four 
hundred  Constitutions  of  the  United  States,  and  forty-live  National 
Salutes  to  the  Flag. 

Thene  is  always  a  great,  amount  of  Patriotic  work  to  be  done 
throughout  our  country.  There  are  many  strangers  within  the  bor- 
ders of  our  homeland.  There  are  hearts  that  are  cold,  and  the 
Woman's  relief  Corps  must  see  to  it  that  these  people  know  what 
the  Flag  stands  for,  that  they  know  how  to  salute  it,  that  they 
understand  the  American  Creed  and  appreciate  the  United  States 
Government. 

To  all  Patriotic  Instructors  throughout  the  Department,  1  extend 
sincere  thanks   for   their  many  line   letters   and   aid    during   the   year. 
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I  have  thoroughly  enjoyed  my  work,  and  having  the  activities  of  our 
wonderful  organization  constantly  brought  to  my  attention  has  beeo 
an  inspiration  to  me,  and  has  doubled  my  interest  in  my  beloved 
Relief  Corps. 

I  also  want  to  thank  the  Department  Secretary  and  Treasurer  for 
the  many  courtesies   they   have  shown  me. 

I  thank  you,  Mrs.  President,  for  the  privilege  of  being  a  member 
ol"  your  Official  family  and  for  your  valued  friendship  and  advice, 
which  has  been  so  helpful  to  me.

Dear  Madam: 

I  herewith  submit  through  you  to  the  Thirty-eighth  Department 
Convention  my  report  as  Department  Press  Correspondent  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1922: 

The  National  Conventions  have  for  some  time  discussed  at  length 
the  subject  of  publicity  for  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  as  a  National 
Order,  and  the  matter  was  brought  home  to  Departments  and  Corps, 
for  it  is  in  the  latter  place  that  the  beginning  of  all  our  work  is 
undertaken. 

Having  been  greatly  interested  in  the  matter  of  placing  before, 
the  public  the  work  of  the  Corps,  and  that  done  by  the  Department, 
I  was  very  anxious  to  see  what  a  Department  Press  Correspondent 
could  do,  and  when  Mrs.  Lucky  asked  me  if  I  would  assume  the 
responsibility  of  this  office  for  a  year,  I  was  willing  to  see  what 
could  be  accomplished  in  getting  before  the  general  public  the 
splendid  work  that  the  organization  is  doing,  and  to  show  the  care 
and  help  that  is  given  to  the  comrades  of  the  Civil  War,  the  Spanish 
American  Veterans,  and  the  assistance  rendered  the  World  War  boys, 
and  to  show  also  the  additional  work  the  Corps  are  doing  in  Ameri- 
canization, thrift  and  child  welfare. 

I  find  that  a  great  deal  depends  on  the  Corps  Press  Correspondent, 
and  it  seems  a  pity  that  a  woman  appointed  to  this  important  office 
in  the  Corps  will  not  take  a  more  active  responsibility  and  write  and 
publish   what  her   Corps   is  doing. 

It  was  some  time  after  my  appointment  before  I  could  get  in 
touch  with  Corps  Press  Correspondents,  although  the  Department 
President,  in  her  first  General  Orders,  requested  all  Corps  Press 
Correspondents  to  send  name  and  items  to  me  immediately.  This 
r  quest  the  Departmnt  President  has  followed  up  in  most  of  her 
Orders  in  hopes  that  each  Corps  might  have  publicity  in  the  work. 
Two  Press  Correspondents,  one  from  Byron  L.  Carr  and  one  from 
McPherson  Corps,  immediately  communicated  with  me.  In  July,  not 
having  heard  from  other  Press  Correspondents,  the  Department  Presi- 
dent permitted  me  to  issue  a  circular  letter,  and  this  was  sent  to 
each  Corps  President  with  instructions  to  hand  to  the  Corps  Press 
Correspondent,  and  yet  there  are  Corps  in  the  Department  from  whom 
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I  have  never  had  an  item.  On  the  hlank  "Form  X"  which  has  recentl> 
teen  returned  to  me,  the  various  Press  Correspondences  report  having 
Items  published  in  the  daily  or  weekly  papers  Do  these  officers 
realize  they  are  not  living  up  to  the  obligation,  of  tlbeir  office  or 
RaMHling  the  duties  they  recite  at  each  meeting  of  the  Corps,  which 
U  to  "Forward  promptly  to  the  Department  Press  Correspondent  all 
Items  of  interest?"  I  beg  of  the  Corps  Press  Correspondents  to  send 
Items  to  the  Department  Press  Correspondent,  or  if  they  cannot 
lend  items  at  least  write  a  letter  telling  what  the  Corps  is  doing.  1 
bave  had  many  letters  from  Corps  Presidents  written  to  me  or  to 
|lhe  Department  President,  or  to  some  member  of  the  staff  which 
|lhe  Department  Officers  have  kindly  forwarded  to  me,  and  I  have 
^gathered  many  things  of  interest  that  the  public  would  be  pleased  to 
I know  the  Corps  were  doing,  and  many  items  are  of  great  interest  to 
Mother  Corps.  The  Department  President  has  kept  me  in  elose  touch 
with  her  work  at  Headquarters,  and  the  condition  of  the  various  Corps 
throughout  the  Department  and  I  have  tried  to  place  such  matters 
I  before  the  public  and  before   the  Corps. 

In  giving  credit  to  Corps  Press  Correspondents  for  items  it  is  nec- 
essary to  remember  that  the  Department  Press  Correspondent  has 
\  two v  Corps  Press  Correspondents  in  each  Corps  to  account  for— the 
|  one  in  office  in  the  Corps  when  the  new  Department  Officers  are  se- 
lected in  June,  and  whose  terms  expires  December  31st,  and  the  Corps 
Press  Correspondent  newly  appointed  in  January.  That  each  Corps 
could  have  credit  in  a  just  way  I  very  carefully  kept  the  items  of  each 
Corps  separate  and  have  counted  them  from  the  retiring  Corps  Press 
Correspondent  to  December  31st  and  later  for  the  new  Press  Corre- 
|  spondent  to  June  15th,  1922.

You  will  notice  that,  there  was  a  good  increase  in  the  number  ! 
items,  also  that  more  Corps  reported  alter  January  1st;  so  in  my  mini! 
the  retiring  Corps  Press  Correspondent  grow  tired  of  the  job. 

I  feel  I  must  speak  of  the  manner  the  items  are  sent  to  the  Depart 
ment  Press  Correspondent.  Five  Corps  Press  Correspondents  havi 
very  carefully  and  neatly  pasted  the  items  on  letter  paper,  marking  the 
date  and  the  name  of  the  paper  in  which  the  item  was  published.  You 
cannot  tell  how  much  this  method  is  appreciated  by  the  Department 
Press  Correspondent,  as  she  can  easily  run  the  items  over  and  select 
the  best  points  for  her  stor\  ;  but  hand  her  a  hunch  of  items  without 
dates  or  arrangement  and  she  is  at  a  loss  to  know  where  to  begin 
One  Press  Correspondent  sent  items  nearly  a  year  old.  as  one  item  lohi 
of  the  death  of  a  member  who  died  many  months  before.  If  some  of 
the  splendid  work  done  by  your  Corps  has  not  been  reported  by  me 
your  Press  Correspondent  is  to  blame  for  not  arranging  the  items  in  a 
systematic  manner.  A  few  Press  Correspondents  have  sent  newspa 
pers,  perhaps  marked,  more  likely  not  marked,  and  ii  is  almost  impos- 
sible in  the  life  of  a  busy  person  to  sit  down  and  hunt  out  a  Rebel 
Corps  Item.  I  earnestly  ask  the  Corps  Press  Correspondent  not  to  semi 
newspapers. 

Soon  after  my  appointment  I  began  to  look  for  a  paper  where  our 
Department  items  could  be  published.  The  National  Tribune,  through 
the  National  Press  Correspondent,  very  kindly  found  space  for  the 
Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  As  the  National  Tribune  is 
published  fifty-two  times  during  the  year,  and  there  are  forty-eight  De 
partments  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  in  the  United  States,  it  would 
be  impossible  for  each  Department  to  have  more  than  one  lettr  a  year 
in  the  Tribune.  But  evidently  several  Departments  failed  to  write  the 
National  Press  Correspondent  and  it  was  possible  to  have  only  four  oi 
five  articles  in  the  National  Tribune,  and  I  express  to  Mrs.  North  and 
the  Tribune  my  sincere  thanks  for  this  space.  Shortly  alter  my  ap- 
pointment as  Department  Press  Correspondent,  I  receivi  d  a  copy  of 
the  Rocky  Mountain  Mirror,  a  patriotic  paper  published  in  Denver  by 
Halsey  M.  Rhodes.  As  Mr.  Rhodes  had  known, me  for  a  number  of 
years  and  passed  a  very  pleasing  compliment  as  to  my  ability,  1  wrote 
and  asked  him  if  I  could  have  space  in  his  paper  to  publish  my  Relief 
Corps  items.  This  he  very  readily  consented  to  let  me  do,  and  1  have 
had  nearly  a  page  every  month  in  the  Mirror  for  the  past  year.  The 
first  three  months  I  sent  a  copy  of  the  paper  to  every  Corps  President 
in  the  Department.  Later  1  followed  this  up,  asking  the  Corps  to  sub- 
scribe for  the  Mirror,  feeling  that  this  could  be  made  the  official  organ 
and  Corps  would  know  what  was  done  through  the  Department  and  they 
would  also  be  assisting  a  Comrade  in  publishing  his  paper.  I  believe 
many  of  the  Corps  have  subscribed  for  the  Mirror,  and  I  hope  they  have 
enjoyed  the  Relief  Corps  column  as  much  as  I  have  enjoyed  editing  it. 
I  desire  to  express  to  Mr.  Rhodes  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  privilege 
of  having  a  column  in  his  paner  and  sincerelv  b.me  mv  mirro^ni.  n-m 
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mtinue  the  same  and  that  all  Corps  will  eventually  subscribe:  for  the 
llrror  and  make  it  the  official  organ  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  in 
lis  Department. 

The  middle  of  May  the  Department  Secretary  obtained  the  names 

if  all  the  Corps  Press  Correspondents  from   the  election   returns  and 

forwarded  Form  "X"  to  every  Corps  Press  Correspondent.     To  June 

►in,  of  the  thirty-seven   Corps   in   this   Department,   only   twenty-two 

lave  returned  the  blanks  to  me.

[he  work  and  has  written  always  of  the  interesting  work  of  the  Corps, 
express  my  grateful  appreciation   of   the   honor  of   having   been    her

REPORT   OF   AMEIRCANIZATION    COMMITTEE 

Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  June  15,  1922. 
Belle  R.  Opp, 
Department  Secretary. 
Dear  Madam: 

In  compliance  to  rules  and  regulations,  1  respectfully  submit  my 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Americanization. 

The  work  of  Americanization  being  in  its  infancy  is  hard  to  ob- 
tain the  results  hoped  for.  Being  along  the  lines  of  the  Patriotic 
Instructor's  work,  sometimes  conflicts  with  the  duties  of  that  officer, 
but  with  an  understanding  and  the  strict  observance  of  American- 
ization relieve  that  officer  many  times  and  tend  to  systematize  the 
duties  of  each. 

It  is  hard  to  find  individual  workers  to  take  up  the  school  of 
Instruction  owing  mostly,  1  think,  to  the  immigrants'  inability  to  speak 
English,  this  is  the  first  important  step. 

We  have  not  had  reports  from  all  Corps,  but  feel  all  are  working 
and  reporting  same  to  the  Patriotic  Instructor. 

A  circular  letter  was  issued  early  in  the  year  offering  a  Flag  for 
the  best  report  sent  from  the  Chairman  in  each  Corps.  Some  splen- 
did reports  have  been  received. 

Our  Department  President,  Elizabeth  M.  Bucky,  made  a  splendid 
report  while  on  her  official  trip  to  Sheridan,  Wyo.  She  was  invited 
[  by  Mr.  Lence,  with  the  Naturalization  Department  of  Denver,  to  go 
t  to  the  Court  House  at  Buffalo,  Wyo.,  where  eight  petitioners  were 
:  being  received,  five  out  of  the  eight  were  admitted.  She  made  a  talk 
I  to  these  men  on  Americanization,  presented  each  with  a  copy  of  the 
\  American  Creed,  Cathechism  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
and  a  silk  Flag. 

Frances  Ketterman,  Past  Department  President,  sends  a  good  re- 
*  port  from  Nathaniel  Lyon  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  Boulder.  Natural- 
ized American  citizens  were  presented  with  silk  Flags  15x18,  and 
copies  of  the  American  Creed.  Celebrating  Independence  and  Consti- 
tution Days  with  appropriate  services.  Celebrating  all  National  Anni- 
versaries, G.  A.  R.  Day,  they  gave  a  program  and  served  a  G  o'clock 
dinner  to  the  Comrades. 

Annie  S.  Mills,  Past  Department  President,  is  another  busy  pa- 
triotic worker.  ,Sent  letters  to  twenty  towns  where  examinations  for 
Naturalization  hearings  were  being  held.  Her  effort  to  co-operate  with 
the  D.  A.  R.  in  Denver  Courts  is  to  be  highly  commended.  Also  in 
the  Opportunity  School,  she  has  tried  to  share  their  work  and  duties. 
Made  talks  in  several  churches  and  schools  upon  Americanization 
and  found  places  among  foreigners  for  two  Flags,  one  in"  a' church 
and  the  other  in  a  school. 
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Past  Department  President  Theresa  A.  Jenkins  of  J.  F.  Reynold* 
Woman's  Relief  Corps,  being  also  a  member  of  the  1).  A.  It.,  has  pi-r 
formed  the  following  work  for  their  organization:  A  line  school 
organized  with  two  teachers,  50  of  the  pupils  took  out  their  Natural- 
ization papers;  a  small  Flag  and  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  of  the

On  May  12,  1922,  our  closing  day,  the  school  was  honored  by  \\w 
following  officers:  Mrs.  Bucky,  Department  President;  Mrs.

Lydia  C.  Young,  Executive  Board.  The  President  and  six  officers  of 
the  Evans  W.  R.  C.  and  two  Comrades  from  W.  T.  Sherman  Post.

Out  of  the  70  families  in  the  District,  more  than  half  are  Ger- 
man-Russian, a  few   Mexican. 

This  year  I  furnished  school  books  for  1  Mexican  and  9  German 
children   in   the  first,   second   and   third   grades  of   school. 

I  have  enrolled  with  the  U.  S.  Government  as  teacher,  free  of 
charge,  for  any  adult  foreigner  wishing  schooling  in  our  community. 

I  have  sent  literature  and  a  personal  letter  to  each  Corps  Chair- 
man who  sent  in  their  names. 

I  want  to  thank  you,  my  dear  President,  for  my  appointment.  Jt 
has   been   a  great  pleasure   to   work    with   you.

Box  home-grown  straw 
berries  and  beautiful  flowers,  with  request  they  be  taken  to  Waul 
Lower  W,  Berries  and  flowers  were  presented  to  each  patient  pel 
sonally. 

John  A.  Logan  Corps  No.  17 — Nov.  28th,  1921.  Fifteen  player  piano 
rolls,  delivered  Christmas  morning  to  Ward  I)  1,  only  ward  havim; 
a  player  piano  at  that  time.  And  40  Victor  records  divided  between 
several  wards. 

James  A.  Garfield   Corps   No.  8— December  19th,    1921.     Money  ur- 
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der  for  $2.50  purchased  box  of  100  apples  and  delivered  personallj  Lo 
as  many  patients. 

Trinidad  Corps  No.  30 — Jan.  22nd,  15)22.  Large  box  containing 
many  jars  of  home-made  jellies,  fruit,  magazines  and  books,  delivered 
to  "Observation  Ward"  C  3. 

Donations  were  acknowledged  by  letters,  also  in  General  Orders 
by  the   Department  President. 

Early  in  the  year  an  invitation  was  extended  the  writer  to  meet 
a  delegation  of  ladies  from  Nathaniel  Lyon  Corps  of  Boulder  in 
Ward  Upper  Center  at  Fitzsimons  Hospital.  The  delegation  was 
headed  by  our  own  Rosette  Fairchilds  of  Farragut  Corps.  The  ladies 
brought  sixty  nice  warm  bath  robes  they  had  made,  one  for  each 
boy  in  the  ward;  boxes  of  candy  and  cigars.  The  patients  were 
invited  into  the  "solarium"  and  Mrs.  Fairchilds,  in  a.  very  pleasant 
little  talk,  told  the  boys  of  the  many  days  the  ladies  had  been  work- 
ing on  the  robes  for  them,  and  with  every  stitch  taken  was  a  thought 
of  love  with  the  earnest  hope  for  their  restored  health.  Mrs.  Frances 
Ketterman  than  presented  to  the  ward'  one  of  our  beautiful  silk 
Flags,  with  a  wonderfully  tine  patriotic  talk  to  those  invalid  ex-service 
men.  Mrs.  Kate  O  Brien  also  spoke  in  her  sweet  motherly  way,  giving 
out  many  beautiful  thoughts  to  the  boys.  Then  the  candy  and  cigars 
were  passed  around  and  the  boys  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  visit  of 
our  ladies  and  gave  three  hearty  round  of  cheers  in  their  honor. 

From  the  National  we  have  received  very  generously  from  the 
Victory  Fund,  and  it  has  been  a  privilege  to  contribute  to  the  pleasure 
of  the  soldier  patients  in  various  ways.  Christmas  was  the  red 
letter  entertainment  of  the  year.  Ward  C.  6,  in  which  there  were 
sixty  Navy  men,  was  assigned  to  our  committee. 

We  had  a  wonderful  Christmas  tree  loaded  with  the  usual  trim- 
mings "at  the  top  of  the  mast",  as  the  sailor  boy  said  who  fastened 
the  American  Flag  at  the  top  of  the  tree. 

There  were  six  dozen  candles  of  all  colors,  a  Santa  Claus,  little 
colored  tarlton  socks  tilled  with  candies,  oranges,  bananas,  dates, 
home  made  cookies  and  cakes,  hooks  and  a  box  for  each  member  of 
the  ward.  The  boxes  were  wrapped  in  white  tissue  paper. tied  with 
Christmas  ribbons  and  contained  package  tobacco,  gum,  playing  cards 
and  a  pure  linen  handkerchief.  Christmas  cards  were  marked  with 
name  of  each  patient.  We  had  a  line  program,  Christmas  Carols  and 
etc.,  and  the  boys  joined  in  the  singing  and  the  days  was  declared 
an  ideal  Christmas  party. 

In  addition  to  this  ward  we  gave  20  special  presents,  of  which 
15  were  splendid,  woolen  bath  robes,  made  to  order  for  each  patient; 
several  pairs  of  slippers  and  knitted  woolen  socks,  fruit  and  boxes 
the  same  as  presented  in  Ward   C.  0. 

To  the  Navy  Hospital  at  Fort  Lyons,  Colorado,  (300  patients), 
upon  request  of  Capt.  U.  S.  Villars,  we  sent  100  pounds  of  best  mixed 
hard  candies. 

The  weekly  visits  to  the  Hospital  are  enjoyable  to  the  committee, 
and  we  believe  are  enjoyed  by  the  patients  as  well.  Our  entertain- 
ments  and   refreshments   vary   according   to    the    time   and   conditions. 

National  President  Mrs.  Agnes  H.  Parker  and  Past  National 
President  Mrs.  Flo  Jamison  Miller  have  visited  Fitzsimons  recently. 
Both  ladies  expressed  their  full  approbation  of  our  work  and  were  also 
well  pleased'  with  the  Government  Hospital  within  the  borders  of 
our  city. 

Mothers'  Day  we  provided  carnations  for  the  very  sick  at  Fitz- 
simons, and  by  request  sent  100  carnations  for  the  Navy  boys  at  Fort 
Lyons  Hospital, 
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We  provided  transportation  for  an  ex-service  man  to  return  to 
relatives  in  the  East  who  could  care  for  him. 

Assistance  was  given  an  ex-serVice  man  whose  baby  was  ver) 
ill  and  needed  medicine.     He  was  out  of  funds. 

Two  positions  were  secured  for  ex-service  men,  together  with 
little  assistance  to  "tide  over."  Such  is  our  work.  These  are  but  a 
very  few  of  the  Incidents  we  meet  with,  but  limited  space  preclude 
mention   of   more. 

The  National  Victory  Fund  is  still  open  for  contributions  ami  u 
is  hoped  our  Department  will  contribute  generously  to  this  nob.li 
cause.

and  that  this  is  one  of  our  duties  to  welcome  new  citizens.  Then 
tell  them  in  a  few  words  about  the  "Flag."  It  stands  for  Fraternity. 
Charity  and  Loyalty;  it  is  our  duty  to  honor  and  respect  the  Flag  we 
love,  and  to  remind  us  of  our  sacred  duty  to  its  defenders. 

Quoting  Theodore  Roosevelt  when  he  said.  "We  must  have  in  this 
country  only  one  Flag,  the  American  Flag,  only  one  language,  the 
language  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  and  but  one  loyalty, 
that  to  the  United.  States.  Washington's  farewell  address,  Lincoln's 
Gettysburg  speech,  where  he  says,  "That  this  Nation,  under  God, 
shall  have  a  new  birth  of  freedom,  and  that  the  Government  of  the 
people,  by  the  people,  for  the  people,  shall  not  perish  from  the  earth."

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I    therefore   believe   ll    is    my   duty   to    ray    country    10   love   it,   t 
support  its   Constitution;    to  obey  its   laws;    to   respect   its  Flay;   ac>J 
to  defend  it  against   all  enemies. 

How  it  fills  us  and  thrills  us  to  recite  our  Creed  and  inspires  ui 
to  better  work. 

Patriotism  has  always  been  and  will  always  be  the  guiding  star 
of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps.  They  have  always  been  a  power  in 
every  undertaking. 

In  accordance  with  the  provision  of  a  statute  passed  at  the  la-:

Teaching  them  the  English  language,  allegiance  to  our  Countrj 
and  Flag,  how  to  be  true  Americans,  the  principles  of  democracy, 
loyal  adherence  to  America  and  her  ideals,  what  it  means  to  bo  :> 
citizen   under   our   great   government. 

To  get  acquainted  in  the  school.-,  and  establish  ourselves,  we  could 
offer  a  Flag  for  a  prize  to  the  children  for  some  special  entertainment 
in   which  they  compete. 

To  help  and  encourage  better  effort,  a  silk  Flag  (32x4S\>  will  bi? 
given  at  the  next  Department  Convention  to  the  Corps  whose  chair- 
man send  the  best  line  of  work  accomplished,  viz  :  Holding  Anni- 
versary services,  presenting  Flags  and  state  laws  to  aliens  being  nat- 
uralized and  their  families,  presenting  Flags  to  schools,  churches  ami 
court  rooms. 

Classes  for  non-English  speaking  emigrants,  watching  for  dose 
oration  of  the  flag,  our  histories  in  use  in  public  schools  and  for  the 
enforcement  of  all  our  laws. 

This  includes  the  smaller  Corps  as  well  as  the  larger,  for  tin 
award  will  be  made  according  to  the  ratio  of  members'  work  done, 
population  and  territory  covered.  Any  suggestions  will  be  gladly 
received.

REPORT  OF  DELEGATES  AT  LARGE 

Cheyenne,  Wyoming,  November  5,  1921. 
Mrs.    Elizabeth    M.    Bucky,    Department   President. 
Colorado  and  Wyoming  Woman's  Relief  Corps. 
,    Dear  Madam: 

In  compliance  with  Rules  and  Regulations,  I  herewith  submit 
my  report  as  Delegate  at  Large,  and  with  pleasure  bring  a  few  echoes 
of  the  39th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  which 
convened   in   Indianapolis.    Indiana,    September   25-29,   1921. 

Two  cars  were  chartered  for  the  Department  of  Colorado  and 
Wyoming,  leaving  Denver  the  evening  of  September  23rd,  arriving 
without  change  of  cars  at  Indianapolis  at  3  p.  in.,  September  25th. 
Representatives  of  the  Boy  Scouts  stood  on  the  platform  to  receive 
luggage  and  act  as  guides.  As  we  entered  the  depot,  smiling  faces 
and  warm   hand   clasps  greeted    us. 

The  strong  voice  of  an  American  Legion  man  cared:  "This  Way 
Grand  Army,'  and  there  before  us  we  saw  a  path  made  by  two  rows 
of  friends,  Boys  Scouts,  Camp  Fire  Girls.  Woman  Relief  Corps  and 
American  Legion  men,  whose  clasped  hands  made  a  hall  of  friendli- 
ness for  us  to  pass  through.  At  each  turn  of  the  path  a  fresh  voice 
called:  "This  Way  Grand  Army,"  and  so  we  were  welcomed,  sorted 
over  and  sent  our  several   ways. 

The  journey  was  pleasant  and  on  Sunday  forenoon  religious 
exercises  were  conducted  on  the  train  by  the  Department  Commander, 
Jas.  E.  Jewel,  and  Department  President,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Ms  Bucky  of 
the  Woman's  Relief  Corps.  This  service  was  entered  into  reverently 
and  enioved  bv  all. 
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Monday  morning  was  occupied  by  the  usual  forms  of  getting  * 
great  convention  under  way.  In  the  P.  M.  a  beautiful  and  impre.-stw 
service  was  held  at  the  corner  of  Meridian  and  Maryland  Stivt-U 
where  we  witnessed  the  dedication  and  unveiling  of  a ''bronze  taliM 
marking  the  place  where  the  first  National  Encampment  oi  tba 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  was  held  November  26,  1866.  Thll 
beautiful  tablet  was  given  to  the  city  by  the  National  Woman's  Relit  J 
Corps,  received  by  the  Mayor,  who  promised,  in  behalf  of  the  iilj 
that  it  should  always  remain  on  the  spot.  Should  the  present  biiiUnic 
be  torn  down,  it  would  be  placed  upon  whatever  building  was  en •  :  . 
there.     The   inscription  on   the   tablet   reads: 

"The  Grand  *Army  of  the  Republic,  organized  in  Decatur,  Illinois 
April  6,  1866,  held  its  first  National  Encampment  in  the  Morrison  i 
Opera  House  on  this  spot,  November  20,  1866.  Dr.  Benjamin  K 
Stephenson,  founder  and  commander  in-chief,  calling  the  meeting 
At  the  National  Encampment  September  26,  PJ21  this  tablet  !.- 
placed  by  the  National  Woman's  Relief  Corps  Auxiliary  to  the  Grand 
Army  of  the   Republic." 

The  evening  was  given  over  to  a  reception  to  the  Commander-in 
Chief  W.  A.  Ketcham. 

On  Tuesday  the  work  of  the  Convention  began  in  earnest.  Tin1 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  meetings  were  held  in  the  Meridian  Street 
Methodist  Church.  A  full  delegation  was  on  hand  and  under  the  abb1 
leadership  of  the  National  President,  Inez  Jamison  Bender,  the  work 
moved  forward  rapidly  and  in  a  very  business-like  manner. 

The  President's  address  took  two  hours  and  ten  minutes  for 
the  reading  and  was  a  masterly  setting  forth  of  the  work  of  th< 
year. 

One  of  the  most  impressive  and  interesting  features  of  the  Con- 
vention was  the  presentation  by  the  National  Woman's  Relief  Corps 
of  two  beautiful  Flags,  one  to  the  Sunday  School  of  the  Church  where 
the  Convention  was  held,  the  other  to  the  Bio  Scouts,  who  were  so 
earnest  and  faithful  In  their  service,  both  to  tlu-  old  veterans  ami  to 
the   women  of  the   Convention. 

A  musical  treat  was  given  by  the  hand  of  the  Soldiers'  and 
Sailors'  Orphans'  Home. 

Dr.  Harding,  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  ami  father  of  President 
Harding  of  the  U.  S.  A.,  with  his  wife,  were  presented  to  the  Con- 
vention and  Dr.  Harding  made  a  short   speech. 

The  various  organizations  sent  committees,  who,  having  been 
received,  spoke  very  complimentarily  of  the  work  of  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps. 

Mrs.  Anna  Frank,  a  member  of  Bryon  L.  Carr  Corps  No.  6,  Depart- 
ment of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  was  presented  with  a  beautiful  silk 
Flag  in  recognition  of  her  work  in  reinstating  41  delinquent  members 

Our  Department  President,  Mrs.  Bucky,  and  Past  Department 
President,  Mrs.  Killam,  were  honored  by  being  placed  on  committees. 

Memorial  services  were  hold  Wednesday  afternoon  for  two  Past 
Commanders-in-Chief,  who  bad  answered  the  last  roll  call,  and  we 
shall  miss  their  kindly  presence  and  their  helpful  counsel.  26  Past 
Department  Presidents  and  3  500  members  have  left,  us,  while  1) 
army  nurses  have  laid  down   the   burden  of  life. 

'"Blessings  so  sweet  and  plenty  the  land  doeth  impart, 

And  rest  the  weary   worn   travelers   feet 

And  joy  for  sorrowing  hearts 

Many  loving  and  well-earned  tributes  were  paid  these  departed 
ones.'' 
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The    National    Convention    adjourned    for    the    parade,    which    was 

Tery  fine.     10,000  Grand  Army  men,  led   hy  hands  and  carrying  flying 

|  banners,  marched  up  around  the   Soldiers'  and   Sailors'   Monument    to 

the  tune   of    "Marching    Through    Georgia"-';    'Tramp,    Tramp     Tramp, 

the  Boys  Are  Marching  By"   and  "A   Hot  Time." 

Everywhere  Boy  Scouts  and  American  Legion  men  wore  in  evi- 
dence to  care  for  and  assist  the  Grand  Army. 

Thursday,  Mrs.  Julia  E  Killam,  as  Chairman  ol  the  National 
Victory  Fund  for  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  made  a  most  able  report 
of  how  this  money  had  been  used  for  the  boys  and  gave  a  synopsis 
of  the  work  that  had  been  done  at  Fitzsimmon's  Hospital,  and  at  this 
I  time  presented  to  the  National  President  a  most  beautiful  scarf,  which 
had  been  knit  by  one  of  the   patients. 

Mrs.  Florence  E.  Spencer,  of  New  York  City,  spoke  most  interest- 
ingly on  the  Near  East  and  of  the  effectual  manner  in  which  the  work 
was   being    handled,    and    of    tin-    appreciation    by    the    people    aided. 
Isabel   Worrell   Ball   made   a   most    interesting  report   on   the   con- 
dition of  Andersonville  Prison  and  Grounds  at  the  present  time. 

After  the  installation  of  the  National  Officers,  the  Convent  ion 
closed  until  1922. 

Our    Department    Commander    Jewel    and     wife    invited    all    the 
department  officers  and  delegates   to  a   most  bountiful  dinner   served 
in  the   dining   room    of   the    Hotel    Severn,    for   which    we   gave    them 
I  many  thanks.

I.  For  more  than  half  a   century   the   sacred   and   beautiful  cert 
monies,    in    honor   of   the    Nation's    heroic   dead,  have    been    observed 

II.  May  Sth,  1868,  Commander-in-Chief  John  A  Logan  issued 
General  Order  designating  the  30th  of  May  as  one  to  he  observed  as 
sacred  to  the  memory  of  the  men  who  fought  the  battles  and  won  tin- 
victories  of  the  Nation,  "with  the  hope  that  it  would  be  kept  from 
year  to  year  while  a  survivor  of  the  war  remains-  to  honor  the  memorj 
of  the  departed  comrades." 

III.  In  the  words  of  the  Immortal  Lincoln:  "The  only  debt  this 
Nation  can  never  repay  is  the  debt  of  gratitude  it  owes  to  tin- 
victorious  Union  Soldiers." 

IV.  As  in  previous  years  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  will  be  found 
by  the  side  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  every  effort  that  is 
put  forth,  to  cherish  the  memory  of  our  heroic  dead  who  have  gone 
before  and  in  the  sacred  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

V.  Where  there  is  a  body  of  water,  memorial  services  will  be 
conducted  and  flowers  strewn  upon  the  water  in  memory  of  the  heroes 
of  the  Navy  who  made  the  .supreme  sacrifice  for  their  Country  and 
sleep  beneath  the  ocean  waves. 

VI.  On  this  Sacred  Day  let  us  not  forget  our  sick  Comrades, 
especially  those  in  the  hospitals.  The  roses  we  give  to  the  living 
mean  far  more  than  bouquets  and  wreaths  when  they  are  dead. 

VII.  Children  should  be  invited  to  take  part  in  the  exercises 
and  to  assist  in  this  service  of  love. 

The  lesson  learned  early  in  life  will  not  be  forgotten,  and  they 
will,  as  they  grow  older,  see  to  it  that  this  day  is  fittingly  observed. 

VIII.  On  Memorial  Sunday  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  should 
attend  special  church  services  with  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.

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2597.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  display  any  Flag  upon  any  state  or 
municipal  buildings  in  this  state,  except  the  Flag  of  the  United  States; 
Provided,  however,  that  whenever  any  foreigners  shall  become  the 
guest  of  the  United  Staets  or  the  State  of  Colorado,  or  of  any  city  of 
this  state,  or  upon  the  occasion  of  the  visit  of  any  foreign  minister, 
envoy  or  ambassador  in  his  official  capacity,  the  Flag  of  the  country 
of  which  such  person  shall  be  a  citizen  may  be  displayed  upon  such 
public  buildings;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  display  the  Flag  of  any 
auarchistic  society  upon  any  public  or  private  building  or  in  any  street 
procession  or  parade  within   the    State   of   Colorado. 

Any  violation  of  this  act  is  hereby  declared  a  misdemeanor  and 
shall  be  punished  by  a  line  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars. 

Any  person  who,  in  any  manner,  for  exhibition  or  display,  shall 
place  any  word,  figure,  mark,  picture,  design,  drawing,  or  any  adver- 
tisement, upon  any  Flag,  standard,  color  or  ensign  of  the  United  States 
or  State  Flag,  or  shall  expose  or  cause  to  be  exposed  to  public  view 
any  such  Flag  upon  which  shall  have  been  printed,  painted  or  other- 
wise placed,  or  to  which  shall  lie  attached,  appended,  affixed,  or  an- 
nexed, any  word,  figure,  mark,  picture,  design,  or  drawing,  or  any 
advertisement  of  any  nature,  or  shall  expose  to  public  view,  manufac- 
ture, sell,  expose  for  sale,  give  away,  or  have  in  possession  for  sale, 
or  to  give  away,  or  for  use  for  any  purpose,  any  article,  substance  or 
merchandise,  or  a  receptacle  for  transporting  merchandise,  upon 
which  shall  have  been  printed,  painted  or  placed  a  representation  of 
any  such  Flag,  standard,  color,  or  ensign,  to  advertise,  decorate,  or 
distinguish  the  article  on  which  so  placed,  or  who  shall  publicly 
mutilate,  deface,  defile  or  defy,  trample  upon,  or  cast  contempt,  either 
hy  words,  or  acts,  upon  any  such  Flag,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or 
both,  and  shall  also  forfeit  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  such 
offense,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  in  a  civil  action,  or  suit,  in  any 
court  having  jurisdiction,  and  such  a  suit  may  be  brought  by  and  in 
the  name  of  any  citizen  of  this  state,  and  such  penalty,  when  col- 
lected, less  the  reasonable  cost,  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  this 
state;  and  two  or  more  penalties  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  the 
same  action  or  suit. 

The  words  Flag,  standard,  color,  or  ensign  shall  include  any  pic- 
ture or  representation,  made  of  any  substance,  and  of  any  size,  evi- 
dently purporting  to  be,  either  of,  said  Flag,  color  or  ensign,  of  the 
United  States  of  America. 

That  a  State  banner  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  adopted  to  be 
used  on  all  occasions  when  the  state  is  officially  represented.  Penal- 
ties for  misuse  of  the  National  Flag  shall  be  applicable  to  the  State 
Flag.

FLAG    SALUTE

ETIQUETTE  OF  THE   FLAG 

I.  It  should  not  be  raised  before  sunrise,  and  should  be  lowered 
at  sunset. 

It  should  not  be  left  out  over  night,  or  flown  on  stormy  days. 

n.  On  Memorial  Day  the  Flag  should  be  flown  at  half  mast  uii 
til  noon,  then  raised  to  the  top  for  the  remainder  of  the  day.  In  halt 
masting  the  Flag,  it  should  be  raised  to  the  top  of  the  mast  first,  ihen 
lowered  to  distance  corresponding  to  the  width  of  the  Flag. 

III.  Men  should  uncover,  and  arise  if  sitting. 

IV.  We  are  instructed  to  always  stand  at  attention  in  giving 
salute,  the  hands  at  the  side  in  straight  lines. 

V.  When  "The  Star  Spangled  Banner''  is  played  or  sung,  all 
should  rise,  and  stand  at  attention  until  the  end.  It  should  never  bo 
played  as  a  part  of  a  medley  or  an  exit  march. 

VI.  The  Flag  should  always  be  arranged  to  hang  in  straight 
lines;  drapery  may  be  effected  with  strips  of  red,  white  and  blue 
bunting,  never  with  the  Flag. 

VII.  If  hung  lengthwise  the  blue  Held  should  be  at  the  right  aa 
one  faces  it. 

If  hung  at  is  flies  from  an  upright  pole,  the  blue  field  is  at  the 
left. 

VIII.  The  Flag  hung  with  the  blue  field  down  is  the  sign  of 
distress. 

IX.  The  Church  Pennant,  a  blue  cross  on  a  white  ground,  is  ihe 
only  Flag  which  may  be  raised  above  the  Stars  and  Stripes. 

X.  The  American  Flag  should  be  at  the  right  when  crossing  the 
flag  of  another  nation;  also  at  the  right  when  carried  in  a  parade  with 
an  alien   Flag. 

XI.  In  handling  the  Flag  it  should  not  be  allowed  to  touch  the 
ground,  and  never  allowed  to  lie  upon  the  ground  as  means  of  decora- 
tion— nor  should  it  be  laid  flat  with  anything  placed  upon  it. 

XII.  When  a  Flag  becomes  old  or  soiled  from  use,  it  should  be 
decently  burned. 

XIII.  The  statutes  of  the  United  States  forbid  the  use  of  the  Flag 
in  registered  trade-marks. 

XIV.  The   Flag   should   never   be   placed    below    a   person   sitting 


STORY  OF  THE   AMERICAN  CREED 

It  was  Henry  S.  Chapin  who  originated  the  idea  of  laying  special 
stress  upon  the  duties  and  obligations  of  citizenship  in  the  form  of  a 
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inaugurated  in  the  press  through  the  country  to  secure  the  hest  sum- 
mary of  the  political  faith  of  America.  The  contest  was  informally 
approved  by  the  President  of  the  United  States. 

The  winner  of  the  contest  and  the  author  of  the  Creed  selected 
proved  to  be  William  Tyler  Page  of  Friendship  Heights,  Maryland,  a 
descendant  of  President  Tyler  and  also  of  Carter  Braxton,  one  of  the 
signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 

From  the  Congressional    Record 

The  complete  proceedings  in  regard  to  the  official  acceptance  of 
THE  AMERICAN'S  CREED  may  be  found  in  the  Congressional  Rec- 
ord, No.  102,  April  13,  1918,  from  which  is  taken  the  following  explan- 
ation of  the  doctrinal  origin  of  THE  CREED:

One  ol"  the  features  of  the  opening  day  of  the  Convention  was  l ho 
planting  of  an  elm  tree  in  the  Mineral  Palace  Park  in  honor  of  Clara 
Barton,  famous  Civil  War  nurse  and  founder  of  the  American  Riil 
Cross.  The  ceremony  was  conducted  by  Mrs.  Edith  Parker,  Depart- 
ment Patriotic.  Instructor,  and  all  organizations  attending  the  Conven- 
tion as  well  as  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  and  the  Boy  Scouts 
took  part.  The  tree  was  accepted  by  the  Park  Department  of  the 
city  by  Commissioner  Fred  E.  Olin  and  Supt.  E.  E.  Colby,  with  brie! 
speeches  of  acceptance,  and  will  be  given  special  care  by  the  park 
employees.

Official  Visits 
When  I  became  your  Department  President  1  confidently  expected 
to  visit  all  the  Corps  of  the  Department  but,  as  I  have  already  stand, 
sickness  at  home  prevented  my  doing  so.  My  ben  wishes  went  out 
to  those  Corps  that  I  was  not  permitted  to  visit.  It  was  with  regret 
that  I  was  unable  to  accept  numerous  invitations  to  install  Corps  olli- 
[cers,  but  officiated  in  that  capacity  only  at  my  home  Corps,  No.  12,  ai 
Gunnison.  Wherever  I  went  I  was  received  with  kindness  and  hospi- 
tality and  in  many  instances  receptions  and  banquets  were  given  in 
my  honor. 

Relief  Work 
The  systematic  manner  of  the  relief  work  done  by  both  Coips  and 
Department  has  been  very  gratifying.  Cash  and  Relief  other  than 
money  contiibuted  by  the  Corps  will  appear  in  the  reports  of  the 
Secretary  and  Chairman  of  Relief.

Throughout  the  Department  Memorial  Day  was  well  observed  and 
It  saddens  our  hearts  to  note  the  thinning  ranks  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  so 
many  having  left  us  to  join  the  Army  on  high.

The  Department  sustained  a  great  loss  by  the  death  of  Past  Com 
mander  Marshall  H.  Crawford,  who  left  us  for  a  better  world  on  Feb 
ruary  8,  1923.  I  at  once  detailed  Mrs.  Hannah  Olney,  Junior  Vice- 
President,  by  wire  to  represent  the  Department  at  the  funeral  and  to 
send  flowers. 

National   President 
By  invitation,  myself  and  staff  attended,  on  March  30,  a  reception 
and  banquet  given  by  the  four  Denver  Corps  in  honor  of  the  National 
President,  Marie  L.  Basham. 

By  request  of  the  National  President,  the  ritualistic  work  was  put 
on  by  Byron  L.  Carr  Corps  and  instructions  received  from  the  Nation- 
al President.  Light  refreshments  were  served  alter  a  short  program 
and  interesting  talks   by  the  guests  of  honor.     Later  a  banquet  was 
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given  at  the  Shirley-Savoy  Hotel,  with  about  fifty  guests  present,  Mrs. 
Lulu  Joerres  acting  as  toastmistress.  Fourteen  Corps  were  repre- 
sented at  the  afternoon  meeting. 

The  Fitzsimmons  General  Hospital  was  visited  by  the  National 
President,  who  expressed  herself  as  greatly  pleased  with  the  efficient 
work  of  Mrs.  Julia  E.  Killani,  chairman  of  that  work.  While  in  Den- 
ver the  President  viewed  the  Memorial  Tablet  on  Euclid  Hall, 
the  site  of  the  organization  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  in  1883, 
erected  by  the  Department. 

Victory   Fund 

The  activities  for  the  Victoiy  Fund  have  hardly  been  up  to  ex- 
pectations among  a  number  of  Corps,  although  some  of  you  have  done 
so  well  that,  taken  as  a  whole,  the  Department  has  made  a  fair  show- 
ing. At  Christmas  time  I  received  a  check  for  $100.00  from  our 
National  President,  Marie  L.  Basham  [or  this  fund,  which  was  sent 
at  once  to  the  Department  Treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  committee. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Victoiy  Fund  Committee,  Mrs.  Julia  E.  Kil- 
lam,  and  myself  visited  the  Fitzsimmons  Hospital  while  I  was  in  Den- 
ver and  discussed  the  needs  of  the  boys  there  with  Captain  Foster  B. 
Putney,  and  I  feel  that  we  must  do  all  in  our  power  to  increase  this 
fund. 

Amei  icanization,  Child   Welfare  and   Thrift 
The  work  along  these  lines  has  been  taken  up  by  all  the  Corps  of 
the  Department  and  our  progress  will  be  shown  by  comprehensive  re- 
ports made  by  the  Chairman  of  each  committee. 

Recommendations 

No.  1.  That  the  per  capita  tax  to  the  Department  remain  the 
same,  fifteen  cents. 

No.  2.  That  representation  to  the  Depaitment  Convention  remain 
the  same. 

No.  3.  That  we  continue  the  pension  of  $5.00  per  month  to  Mary 
Ellen  Opp.

For  the  ,mia<ny  kind  words  of  encouragement  and  acts  of  kindness 
during  my  year  as  Department  President,  I  sincerely  thank  you  all.

I  want  to  say,  that  no  Department  Presi- 
dent, in  the  history  of  our  organization,  has  had  a  more  careful,  effi- 
cient and  loyal  Secretary  than  Mrs.  Pennington  has  been  to  me.  Our 
Treasurer,  needs  no  word  from  me  to  those  who  have  had  business 
with  her  office.  Always  correct  and  on  time,  and  a  charming  hostess, 
as  I  well  know.  To  the  members  of  my  staff,  officers  and  co-workers, 
I  feel  that  the  friendships  that  have  been  made  are  well  grounded  and 
I  hope  they  may  last  for  all  time.

TRIBUTE   TO   S.  J.   CAPPS,     Past    Department   Commander 
(By  Fannie  IJ.   Whipp,  Department  President) 
We  are  gathered  here  today  to  honor  the  memory  of  our  late  I- 
loved   Commander,  S.  J.   Capps,  who   answered   the   final  roll   call  u:, 
January  11,  1923. 

Commander  Capps  was  born  in  England  in  1844  an  i  at  the  aj  i  o! 
twelve  years  was  sailing  before  the  mast.  When  the  Civil  War  1  rol; 
out  he  left  his  ves.sel  at  Montreal,  Canada,  and  joined  the  Union  naval 
forces  as  a  gunner.  He  served  through  the  Red  River  and  Mi- 
sippi  campaigns,  being  cited  for  bravery  on  two  occasions.  In  1871  In- 
came  to  Colorado  and  in  187U  was  married  to  Miss  Amelia  Strand,  who 
survives  him. 

We  regret  his  untimely  death  and  realize  that  in  his  passing  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  of  this  Department  has  sustained  one  o: 
its  greatest  losses;  his  comrades  a  firm  friend;  the  wife  and  childreu 
a  loving  husband  and  devoted  lather,  and  the  State  an  honored  citizen. 
As  Commander  Capps  and  your  Department  President  were  elected 
and  installed  at  the  same  time  at  Monte  Arista,  1  feel  his  passing  as  m 
personal  loss  since  we  had  outlined  much  and  important  work  to- 
gether. When  one  so  deserving,  so  useful,  and' so  universally  admin  d 
and  loved  is  taken  from  us,  how  often  we  who  are  left  behind  asK 
"Why  not  take  some  of  us  instead."  The  only  comforting  thought  we 
can  find  is  that  their  life's  work  was  well  done  and  that  they  are  ai 
rest  with  the  loved  ones  gone  before.

TRIBUTE  TO  MARSHALL  S.  CRAWFORD,  Past  Dept.  Commander 
(By  Lillian  Inman,  Past  Department  President) 

Marshall  S.  Crawford  was  born  November  25,  1837  and  when  a 
young  man  engaged  in  business  in  a  small  town  in  Iowa  and  was  u 
sturdy  pioneer  of  that  splendid  state. 

When  our  country  was  in  danger  he  faltered  not  but  said  "here 
am  I,  send  me,"  enlisting  in.  Co.  P.,  Third  Iowa  Calvary,  and  proved 
himself  a  good  soldier  as  well  as  a  good  citizen  and  was  mustered  oui 
at  the  close  of  the  war  as  a  Lieutt  mint. 

Returning  home  he  devoted  his  time  and  talents  to  the  recon- 
struction of  our  country,  and  in  a  short  time  moved  to  Denver,  Colo., 
to  make  a  new  home  for  himself  and  family. 

He  worked  unceasingly  for  the  welfare  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  and  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps. 

In  June  1921  he  was  elected  Commander  of  the  Department  ot 
Colorado  and  Wyoming  and  at  tin  expiration  of  his  term  of  office 
continued  to  give  his  time  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Orders.  For 
tmyiy  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  Memorial  Association  and  nevei 
missed  a  comrade's  funeral. 
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As  a  true  Patriot,  a  splendid  citizen  and  a  kindly  gentleman  he 
was  seldom  equalled  or  surpassed.  His  summons  came  February  is, 
1923,  at  the  age  of  eighty-six   years.

TRIBUTE  TO    L.  C.    DANA 
(By  Mrs.  Irene  B.   Cowie,  Past   Department  President) 

Since  our  last  Encampment  we  have  lost  a  loved  and  honored 
comrade  in  the  death  of  Past  Department  Commander,  Loren  C.  Dana. 

Comrade  Dana  was  one  of  the  youngest  soldiers  to  answer  his 
country's  call  to  arms.  He  was  bom  in  Illinois  in  1819,  and  enlisted 
in  Company  H.,  145th  Illinois  Ini'antiy  on  Apiil  27,  1864,  when  but 
fifteen  years  old. 

After  the  war  Comrade  Dana  removed  to  Colorado  Springs,  Colo., 
where  he  led  a  busy  and  useful  life.  He  Tilled  the  others  of  Sheriff, 
Marshal  and  Postmaster  of  his  city  and  county,  and  in  L906  wa 
elected  Department  Commander  of  Coloiado  and  Wyoming,  which  h  • 
filled  very  acceptably.  During  his  term  of  oliice  he  visited  sixty-one 
of  the  sixty-six  posts  in  the  Department,  a  record  probably  not 
equaled  by  any  other  Commander. 

A  few  years  ago  Comrade  Dana  removed  to  San  Diego,  Calif., 
where  he  died  on  May  31,  1922. 

During  my  term  of  oliice  as  Department  President  of  the  W.  R.  C. 
of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  I  had  many  opportunities  to  meet  and  know 
Col.  Dana,  and  I  can  truthfully  say  of  him  that  he  was  as  good  a  man 
as  he  was  a  soldier. 

TRIBUTE  TO  THOMAS  J.  DOWNEN,  Past  Dept.  Commander 
(By  Sybil  E.  Watson) 

Thomas  J.  Downen,  Past  Commander  of  the  Department  of  Colo- 
rado and  Wyoming,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  died  April  18,  1922, 
at  Pueblo.  Colorado. 

Thomas  Jefferson  Downen  was  born  August  18,  1814  at  Industry, 
McDonough  County,  Illinois.  He  enlisted  August  14,  1862  in  Company 
I,  78th  Illinois  Infantry,  and  served  with  his  company  until  the  battle 
of  Chickamauga,  September  20,  l^o,  when  he  was  wounded,  causing 
a  fracture  of  the  left  ulna  three  inches  below  the  elbow.  lie  lay  ex- 
posed on  the  battle  field  until  the  close  of  the  bailie,  when  la-  was 
tsken  to  the  field  hospital;  afterward  he  was  sent  to  the  U.  S.  General 
Hospital  at  Quincy,  Illinois,  where  he  was  honorably  discharged  April 
20,  1864,  "for  gun  shot  wound  of  the  left  arm,  resulting  in  total  dis- 
ability of  same." 

Comrade  Downen  was  married  October  19,  1873,  to  Miss  Susan 
McCullum  at  Abbington,  Illinois.  He  came  to  Coloiado  in  1872  and 
located  on  a  ranch  in  the  Arkansas  Vallev  near  Rocky  Ford,  lie  was 
one  of  the  promoters  of  the  first  irrigation  ditch  in  that  vicinity,  and 
became  prominent  as  an  early  pioneer. 

He  moved  to  Pueblo  in  1879,  and  soon  established  a  real  estate 
business  in  which  he  remained  until  his  death. 
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He  joined  Upton  Post  No.  8,  G.  A.  R.  February  20,  1884,  and  waa 
Post  Commander  in  .11)02.  On  the  consolidation  of  Upton  and  Bull,  r 
Posits  March  30,  1904  he  became  a  charter  member  of  Pueblo  Post  No 
8,  G.  A.  R. 

He  was  elected  Department  Commander  in  1904  at  Canon  Cit) 
Encampment.  He  took  a  large  delegation  from  this  Department  lu 
the  National  Encampment  in  Boston  in  1904;  and  succeeded  in  secur- 
ing the  National  Encampment  Cor  1905  at  Denver,  Colorado. 

We  who  knew  him  best  will  miss  his  pleasant  smile  and  the  words 
of  encouragement  that  he  so  freely  gave  to  one  and  all. 

"One  by  one  the  chairs  stand  vacant 
Of  the  dear  ones  that  we  love; 
One  by  one  the  seats  are  filling 
In  our  Father's  House  above. 

For  the  Golden  Gates  were  opened, 
A  gentle   voice  said  'Come, 
So  with  farewells   softly   spoken, 
He   calmly   entered   Home."

On,  January  1,  1923,  the  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming 
was  called  in  common  to  mourn  the  death  of  one  of  our  oldest  and 
best  loved  and  respected  members,  Mrs.  Clementina  Hawes,  who  died 
like  a  soldier  at  her  post  of  duty.  She  was  a  noble,  patriotic  woman, 
her  life  devoted  to  good  works  was  an  example  and  an  inspiration  to 
others;  no  task  was  too  strenuous,  no  duty  too  disagreeable  for  her 
to  perform. 

Mrs.  Hawes  was  seventy-six  years,  three  months,  and  sixteen  days 
old.  She  was  a  Charter  Member  of  U.  S.  Grant  Corps,  at  Greeley, 
Colorado.  She  served  twice  as  Corps  President,  first  in  1894,  then  in 
1899;  seived  as  Department  Chaplain  in  1914  and  1915,  and  was  Corps 
Chaplain  at  the  time  of  her  death. 

To  speak  of  this  noble  woman  as  her  merits  deserve,  and  tell  of 
her  good  deeds,  would  require  a  volume  rather  than  a  page.  As  one 
of  our  Order  to  pass  to  the  Great  Beyond,  her  memory  is  especially 
dear  to  us,  and  this  page  is  lovingly  dedicated  to  her  memory. 

TRIBUTE   TO    ELIZABETH    PRICE,   Past    Department   Chaplain

Again  are  we  icalled  to  mourn  an  honored  and  beloved  member  of 

our  Order,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Price,  widow  of  the  late  E.  A.  Price,  who 

was  claimed  by  the  Silent  Messenger  Sunday  morning,  November  10, 

1922. 

Elizabeth  Frazer  Price  was  born  March  21,  1846,  at  Molme,  111., 
where  she  was  reared,  educated,  and  married  to  E.  A.  Price.  Two 
daughters  blessed  the  union,  Mrs.  W.  H.  Corum,  of  Pitkin,  Colorado, 
surviving. 
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Mrs.  Price's  life  was  rounded  out  and  full,  she  having  passed  i: 
three  score  and  ten  mark.  She  was  a  woman  or  high  ideals,  anibili 
ous,  educated,  and  cultured.  She  was  always  in  close  touch  with  ih< 
affairs  of  the  times.  Mrs.  Price  was  one  of  the  pioneer  mothers  of 
Gunnison.  Her  life  wras  not  always  an  easy  one,  but  she  surmount <  1 
difficulties  which  developed  a  spirit  which  made  her  a  leader  in  club 
church  and  lodge  circles. 

She  was  an  active  member  of  Gunnsion  Relief  Corps  No.  12,  hav- 
ing served  as  president  of  the  Corps  for  a  number  of  years,  and  bei:  e 
at  one  time  Department  Chaplain.  She  was  a  Past  Worthy  Matron 
of  the  Eastern  Star,  a  member  of  the  Isabella  Tourist  Club.  Her 
work  in  all  of  these  Orders  was  of  a  superior  character. 

She  has  the  blessed  assurance  of  her  Savior,  "well  done,  thou 
good  and  faithful  servant,  enter  thou  into  the  joys  of  our  Lord." 

And  while  we  mourn  for  those  who  have  passed  on  let  us  think  of 
them    as  not  dead    but  sleeping    and  may  we    find    comfort  in    these 
beautiful  lines: 
\  "They  are  passing  away

But  the  Army    and  all   organizations    must   have   members 
and  workers  to  execute  that  which  is  planned  and  ordered  and  to  the 
rank  and  file  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  great  erf  Oil  is  due  for  the 
wonderful  work  accomplished. 

The  very  fact  that  these  women,  who  have  quietly  slipped  away 
to  that  unknown  land,  were  members  of  our  Order,  is  proof  that  they 
were  interested  in  the  Corps,  many  taking  active  part  in  Corps  work, 
and  while  here  and  there  you  may  find  one,  who  on  account  of  ill 
health  or  family  cares  not  able  to  attend  the  meetings  or  do  the  work 
others  did,  she  quietly  did  that  which  was  near  at  hand,  and  if  only  in 
keeping  her  membership  by  paying  dues  she  filled  her  place  and  will 
be  missed  by  her  Corps  and  family. 

To  the  Corps  having  "vacant  chairs"  our  deep  sympathy  is  ex- 
tended, and  to  the  families  of  these  members  we  extend  our  love  and 
assure  them  that  while  our  ranks  may  step  closer  together,  in  the 
place  of  the  one  that  is  gone,  we  remember  her  work,  her  member- 
ship in  the  Corps,  her  love  for  the  Flag,  and  "cairy  on"  as  she  would 
have  us.

and  your  loved  one  was  'one  of  the  buds  He  picked."

Denver,  Colo.,  May  31.   1923. 
Mrs.  May  Pennington, 

Department   Secretary  Woman's   Relict  Corps, 
Colorado  and  Wyoming. 
Dear  Madam: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Department  Press  Correspondent. 
Having  had  the  greatness  thrust  upon  me  of  appointment  of  Depart- 
ment Press  Correspondent,  1  accepted  the  office  with  much  trepida- 
tion, realizing  my  incompetency  as  a  successor  to  such  an  efficient  of- 
ficer as  Susie  Carr  McGwire,  who  immediately  preceded  me.  She  set 
a  pace  which  would  be  difficult  to  follow  if  one  were  blessed  with  an 
unusual  amount  of  youth',  health  and  strength.  Handicapped,  as  1 
have  been,  with  absence  of  all  these  qualities  1  shall  make  but  a  poor 
showing,,  and  cannot  do  the  honor  to  the  President  of  this  Depart- 
ment, and  her  administration   that  I  should  have  wished. 

As  most  of  the  Corps  take  a  vacation  during  the  summer  months, 
I  did  not  begin  any  work  until  September;  then,  instead  of  issuing  a 
printed  Circular  Letter,  as  ,is  sometimes  the  custom,  I  wrote  a  per- 
sonal letter  to  each  Corps  Press  Correspondent,  my  predecessor  hav- 
ing furnished  me  a  list  of  names.     I  had  a  few  replies,  not  many. 

I  attended  the  National  Convention  at  Des  Moines,  the  last  week 
in  September,  going  from  there  to  Kalamazoo,  Michigan  for  a  visit, 
expecting  to  return  to  Denver  by  the  31st  of  October.  1  sent  a  letter 
from  there  to  the  Rocky  Mountain  Mirror. 

On  the  20th  of  October,  I  was  taken  violently  ill,  and  was  not 
able  to  attend  to  my  work,  or  to  travel  until  the  last  of  January,  when 
I  returned  to  Denver.  In  November  and  December  Mrs.  Susie  Can- 
McGwire  wrote  the  letters  due  the  Mirror,  and  1  am  under  deep  obli- 
gations to  her  for  this  favor;  it  was  very  kind  ot  her,  doing  this  in  the 
midst  of  much  work  of  her  own.  For  about  a  month  after  my  return 
to  Denver  I  was  able  to  attend  to  most  ol  my  duties,  (hen  became  ill 
again,  and  my  sister,  Mrs.  Kloise  S.  Le'how  attended  to  all  corre- 
spondence, including  two  monthly  letters  to  the  Mirror,  and  one  to 
the  National  Press  Correspondent,  for  publication  in  National  Tribune, 
and  I  was  able  to  write  the  article  for  the  May  number. 

Owing  to  my  illness  1  have  not  been  able  to  keep  an  accurate  ac- 
count of  reports  sent  to  me  from  the  different  Corps.  A  lew  Corre- 
spondents have  been  prompt  in  sending  good  reports  of  their  activi- 
ties, but  too  many  have  been  neglectful  of  this  very  important  duty. 
I  would  like  to  reiterate  the  suggestion  of  my  predecessor  as  to  the 
manner  of  sending  newspaper*  items.  A  part  el'  the  Correspondent's 
duty  is  to  forward  promptly  to  Department  Press  Correspondent  a 
copy  of  her  newspaper  items.  Of  course,  the  word  "promptly"  may 
be  interpreted  variously.  As  the  Department  Press  Correspondent 
uses  the  items  mainly  for  her  page  in  the  Rocky  Mountain  Mirror, 
occasionally  for  the  National  Tribune,  1  would  suggest  that  Corps 
Correspondents  follow  the  custom  of  two  of  last  year's  Correspond- 
ents, as  mentioned  by  Mrs.  McGwire:  namely,  cut  t/he  article  from  the 
newspapers,  paste  them  on  a  large  sheet  of  paper,  with  a  heading 
over  each,  giving  the  name  and  dates  of  the  paper  in  which  it  ap- 
peared, and  send  once  a  month,  by  the  10th  or  12th  of  the  month.  10 
the  Department  Press  Correspondent,  so  that'  she  can  make  up  le-i 
articles  for  the  Mirror  by  the  15th  as  is  requested  by  the  Editor.

sent  reports  and  items,  leaving  fifteen  that  have  not  responded  at  all 

In  January  I  issued  a  brief  Circular  Tetter,  addressed  to  the  n  w

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dent  authorized,  and  sent  out  with  her  General  Orders.  I  was  in 
hopes  it  would  have  some  effect  in  speeding  up  the  dilatory.  The  of- 
fice of  Corps  Press  Correspondent  is  not  an  easy  one  to  fill,  hut  it  is 
a  most  important  one.  I  hope  the  incoming  Department  President 
will  have  better  success  with  her  appointment  of  Press  Correspondent 
than  has  been  the  case  this  year. 

To  all  the  Corps  Press  Correspondents  who  have  been  faithful  to 
their  duties  in  sending  reports  and  items  I  extend  thanks,  and  I  ap- 
preciate the  kind  messages  they,  sent  me  during  my  illness. 

I  thank  the  Department  President,  Mrs.  Fannie  B.  Whip])  for  her 
confidence  in  me,  and  for  her  kind  words  and  commendations,  when 
I  would  have  resigned  my  office,  knowing  that  I  was  not  tilling  it  with 
credit  to  myself  or  to  the  administration.  Again  1  thank  Mrs.  -Mc-

Dear  Madam: 

As  I  am  leaving  Denver  for  the  East  in  the  morning  and  will  be 
away  from  Colorado  until  some  time  in  September,  will  forward  my 
report  as  Chairman  of  Relief,  in  accordance  with  Rales  and  Regula- 
tions. 

The  duties  of  Chairman  of  Relief  is  in  my  estimation  a  very  im- 
portant part  of  our  work  and  I  have  endeavoied  to  fulfill  the  oiliee  to 
the  best  of  my  ability.  Of  the  many  calls  of  various  nature  it  is  quite 
impossible  to  report.  In  actual  cash,  relief  from  the  Department  has 
not  been  so  great,  as  I  have  also  served  as  Corps  Chairman  of  Relief 
and  most  local  matters  of  our  needy  families  have  been  taken  care  of 
by  the  Corps. 

We  had  the  pleasure  of  assisting  one  of  our  dear  old  Comrades, 
who  has  a  very  sick  wife,  with  a  little  gift  of  ten  dollars. 

Emergency  relief  to  the  widow  of  a  Comrade  to  the  amount  of 
five  dollars.  A  sad  case  was  the  passing  of  Comrade  Anthony  in 
January  1923,  leaving  his  widow  alone  helpless  without  funds,  it  was 
my  pleasure  to  be  able  to  assist  her  in  her  sorrow  by  taking  her  to  my 
home  and  caring  for  her  until  other  provision  could  be  made;  attei  d 
ed  to  funeral  arrangements  and  assisted  in  securing  her  pension. 

The  many  calls  upon  the  sick  Comrades  and  wives,  also  widows 
and  members  of  our  Order  are  too  numerous  to  mention  but  have 
been  an  all-inspiring  incentive  in  the  splendid  work  of  our  beloved 
Order.  Have  had  the  pleasure  of  entertaining  several  Comrades  and 
wives  in  my  home  and  given  pleasure  rides  in  auto.  Have  also  trans- 
ported sick  to  and  from  hospitals,  such  service  cannot  be  accounted 
for  in  dollars  and  cents,  although  a  comfort  to  the  afflicted. 

Fitzsimmons  General  Hospital:  I  have  visited  the  sick  boys  in 
the  hospital  on  an  average  of  once  a  week,  assisting  Mrs.  Killam  and 
taking  books,  papers,  serving  home-made  soup,  pie,  cake,  doughnuts, 
and  fruit  to  the  very  sick. 

By  request  of  Department  President,  Mrs.  Whipp,  curtains  were 
purchased  and  hung  in  the  dining  room'  of  Ward  upper  East  at  a  cost 
of  $32.90. 

Assisted  in  Christinas  celebration  in  Ward  B,  2,  a  most  delightful 
affair  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Killam,  chairman  of  Victory  Fund, 
and  participated  in  by  Department  ofiicers  and  members  of  the  four 
Denver  Corps.  There  were  two  beautiful  Christmas  trees  with  gifts 
for  each  of  the  sixty  boys,  nurses  and  men  attendants  in  the  Ward. 
Candies,  fruit,  nuts  and  cake  for  all,  with  several  sets  of  games  lot- 
each  division  of  the  Ward. 

I  wish*  to  thank  the  President  for  the  honor  of  my  appointment 
and  with  regret  that  I  am  unable  to  attend  her  Convention,  hoping 
my  work  has  measured  to  her  satisfaction  and  wishing  you  all  a  very

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REPORT  OF   AMERICANIZATION   COMMITTEE 

Boulder,  Colorado,  June  19,  1923. 
Mrs.  May  Pennington, 

Department  Secretary  Woman's  Relief  Corps. 
Dear  Madam: 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you,  and  through  you  to  the  Thirty-ninth  An- 
nual Department  Convention  of  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  the  following 
report: 

Americanization  is  one  of  the  activities  of  our  organization  that 
should  create  individual  interest  in  every  locality.  It  is  a  work  that 
so  properly  belongs  to  regular  Woman's  Relief  Corps  work.  Could  our 
organization  do  a  better  or  greater  work  than'  help  the  foreign  born 
of  our  Nation  become  loyal  citizens  of  the  country,  that  the  comrades 
of  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  so  nobly  defended.  A  splendid  way 
to  exemplify  our  objects  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps:  "To  aid  and 
assist  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  to  inculcate  lessons  of 
patriotism,  and  love  of  country  among  our  children,  and  in  the  com- 
munity in  which  we  live."  I  sincerely  regret  I  have  not  received  a  re- 
port from  any  of  the  Corps,  of  the  work  accomplished  for  Americani- 
zation,  and  I  fear  this  work  has  not  been  properly  presented,  or  prac- 
tically outlined  for  definite  and  decisive  results.  May  1  suggest  a 
plan  that  seems  feasible  to  me,  for  every  locality,  that  is  to  make  ar- 
rangements with  each  School  District  to  furnish  you  with  a  list  of  all 
foreign-born  citizens  in  their  district  and  solicit  the  co-operation  of  the 
School  Directors  in  securing  some  competent  person  to  assist  these 
foreign-bom  to  become  naturalized  American  citizens.  When  they  be- 
come American  citizens,  your  Corps  should  exemplify  the  fraternal 
spirit  by  inviting  all  the  eligible  women  in  their  family  to  become 
members  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  then  exercise  a  spirit  of 
charity  to  their  short-comings,  in  regard  to  their  little  mannerisms 
and  pecularities  and  soon  they  will  develop  into  desirable  loyal  citi- 
zens. The  great  Brotherhood,  or  fraternal  spirit  must  prevail  befoie 
wars  cease  and  we  are  individually  responsible  for  the  great  Brother- 
hood, so  why  delay  this  responsibility  for  peace  in  all  nations.

Captain  Putney  was  introi  ncec]   lo   I]  ■ 
vention  and  gave  a  very  interesting  account  of   ih      vv    l 
at  the  hospital  and  thanked  ilie  Convention   lor  the  help  and  cono 
the  Relief   Corps    had  extended    Lo    the    1300    disabled   soldiers   al    the 
Hospital.     Captain  Putney  also  told  of  the  first  Red  Cross  tree  planted 
on  Government  soil  and  that  the  drill  team  Of  Washington  Corps   had 
assisted  in  the  planting  of  this  tree  at  Fitzsimmons  Hospital. 

Susie  Carr  McGwire  replied  to  Captain  Putney's  words  of  greeting 
and  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps. 

Margaret  Schiller  presented  the  Department  President  with  a 
hand-painted  plate  as  a  gilt  of  love  from  herself  and  B<  ssie  French. 
Mrs.  Whipp  thanked  Mrs.  Schiller  and  asked  her  to  carry  In  r  love 
and  thanks  to  Mrs.  French.  Mrs.  Schiller  also  presented  a  gilt  to  Mrs. 
Carr  with  a  bouquet  of  yellow  flowers  with  love  from  herself  and 
Bessie  French.  Mrs.  McGwire  was  remembered  with  a  badge  from 
the  War  Mothers'  organization  of  Pueblo,  Mrs.  Schiller  presenting  tin 
same.

Muminah 
stated  she  was  elected  Department  Piesident  in  Pueblo  in  1916  when 
the  Convent'on  met  in  the  same  church  the  Convention  is  being  held 
now. 

REPORT  OF  CHILD   WELFARE    COMMITTEE 

Frances  S.  Ketterman  read  the  following  report  on  Child  Welfare: 

Boulder,  Colo.,  June  19,   1923. 
Mrs.  May  Pennington, 

Department   Secretary  Woman's   Relief   Corps. 
Dear  Madam: 

As  Chairman  of  the  Child  Welfare  Committee,  I  beg  to  submit  to 
you  and  through  you,  to  the  Thirty-ninth1  Annual  Convention,  Depart- 
ment of  Colorado  and   Wyoming,   the   following   report: 

The  late  World's  War  brought  the  American  people  face  to  face 
with  conditions  that  they  never  realized  prevailed  in  oui  Nation. 
Some  of  the  gravest  problems  were  the  illiteracy  and  the  physical  de- 
fects of  our  young  men,  who  were  in  service,  many  of  these  physical 
defects  that  could  have  been  corrected  in  youth.  As  soon  as  our 
Nation  recovered  from  the  shock  ol  these  existing  conditions,  organi- 
zations *vere   formed  to  correct   them.     Child  Welfare  was   the  slogan 
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all  over  the  Nation.  State  Federated  Woman's  Clubs  and  Parent- 
Teachers'  Clubs  organized  Child  Welfare  Clubs  in  all  of  their  dis- 
tricts, and  Patriotic  Organizations  added  Child  Welfare  to  their 
regular  work. 

At  the  National  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  in  Co 
lumbus,  Ohio,  Child  Welfare  work  was  introduced  and  adopted,  al- 
though  our  Rules  and  Regulations  specify  ,  the  object  of  our  organiza- 
tion, is,  "To  aid  and  assist  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  to 
perpetuate  the  memory  of  its  heroic  dead." 

"To  assist  such  Union  Veterans  as  need  our  help  and  protection, 
and  to  extend  needful  aid  to  their  widows  and  orphans.  To  find 
them  homes  and  employment,  and  assure  them  of  sympathy  and 
friends.  To  cherish  and  emulate  the  deeds  of  our  Army  Nurses,  and 
of  all  loyal  women  who  rendered  loving  service  io  our  country  in  her 
hour  of  peril." 

"To  maintain  true  allegiance  to  the  United  States  of  America;  to 
inculcate  lessons  of  partriotism  and  love  of  country  among  our  chil- 
dren and  in  the  communities  in  which  we  live;  and  encouiage  the 
spread  of  universal  liberty  and  equal  rights  to  all." 

It  has  ever  been  a  doubt  in  the  minds  of  many  of  our  active  mem- 
bers, if  Child  Welfare  work  was  really  regular  Woman's  Relief  Corps 
work;  although  a  most  commendable  and  worthy  work,  would  it  not 
be  better  to  leave  this  work  to  organizations  whose  specific  object  is 
Child  Welfare,  and  concentrate  our  activities  on  relief  and  for  greater 
patriotism?  Judging  by  the  past  year's  records  our  Department 
seems  to  be  indifferent,  and  not  functioning  the  Child  Welfare  work, 
as  your  Chairman  has  never  received  the  name  of  a  Corps  Chairman 
and  only  six  Corps  have  made  reports  of  their  activities.  We  can  go 
even  further  back,  in  regard  to  indifference  and  lack  of  interest,  as 
your  Chairman  has  never  received  any  instruction  or  a  word  fioni  the 
National  Chairman  of  Child  Welfare. 

Mrs.  Cuy  Adams,  Department  Chairman  of  Americanization,  a 
member  of  Nathaniel  Lyon  Corps,  and  your  Department  Chairman  of 
Child  Welfare,  assisted  by  Nathaniel  Lyon  Chairmen  of  these  com- 
mittees gave  a  fine  patriotic  pageant  of  the  foreign-born  children  in 
our  city,  on  Grand  Army  Day.  One  of  the  most  interesting  features 
of  this  program,  was  six  little  foreign-born  girls  and  six  little  foreign- 
born  boys  representing  their  native  countries,  but  each  child  proudly 
carried  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  and  pledged  their  allegiance  to  Old 
Glory.     Two  little  German  girls  refused  to  carry  the  German  hag. 

I  assisted  an  attorney,  who  was  eager  to  have  the  father  of  a 
Denver  family  released  from'  the  Federal  Prison,  at  Leavenworth,  not 
only  did  this  family  need  his  support  for  the  bare  necessities  of  life. 
but  his  protection  of  his  handsome  daughter  from  the  White  Slavers 
who  tempted  her  with  a  luxurious  life.  After  due  correspondence 
with  Attorney  General  Daugh.tery  and  Assistant  Attorney  General 
Rush  Holland,  of  Colorado  Springs,  we  received  the  g^d  tidings  that 
President  Harding  would  sign  his  pardon,  if  the  Federal  Judge  that 
gave  his  sentence,  would  recommend  his  release.  But  alas,  our  ef 
forts  were  in  vain  here.  However  his  exemplary  conduct  has  short- 
ened his  term  of  service  and  in  July  he  walks  from  the  prison  a  free 
man  and  still  an  American  citizen.

To  me  this  is  an  opportune  time  to  give  this 
subject  serious  consideration.

Past  National  President  Mary  L.  Carr:  This  fine  report  should 
receive  due  consideration  from  the  members  of  this  Convention  ami 
be  fully  discussed,  as  several  of  the  Corps  in  this  Department  have 
been  unable  to  accomplish  work  along  this  line.  Conditions  differ  in 
each  locality,  in  some  towns  the  Parent-Teachers'  Association  has 
taken  up  Child  Welfare  and  Thrift  work,  and  it  seems  that  not  much 
is  left  for  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  to  do.  In  my  opinion  the  Par- 
ent-Teachers' Association  that  comes  in  close  touch  with  the  child  can 


. 
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accomplish  more  than  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  in  this  work.     1  shall 
be  very  glad  to  hear  the  opinion  of  others  on  this  subject. 

A  lengthy  discussion  followed,  some  ol  the  Corps  reporting  that 
they  did  not  find  any  Child  WelXare  work  to  do  as  oilier  organizations 
took  it  all,  while  other  Corps  found  a  great  plenty  of  such  work.  Some 
thought  this  work  should  be  transferred  to  Patriotic  work  and  again 
there  was  a  different  opinion.  The  subject  was  very  interesting  and 
a  great  deal  was  learned  by  the  delegates  on  the  subject. 

Moved  by  Dora  Kennedy,  seconded  by  Lucy  Davis,  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Child  Welfare  be  accepted.     Motion  carried. 

Greetings  from  the  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R.  were  presented  by  Mis. 
A.  R.  Omsted  and  Delight  Dillenbeck  and  were  responded  to  by  Past 
Department  President  Helen  A.  Sills. 

Greetings  were  read  from  several  Past  Department  Presidents. 
Dora  Kennedy  extended  the  greetings  of  Past  Department  President, 
Jennie  McGill  to  the  Convention. 

REPORT  OF  CHAIRMAN  OF  TABLET  COMMITTEE 

Elizabeth  M.  Bucky  read  the  following  report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Tablet: 

Denver,  Colo.,  June  17,  1923. 
Mrs.  May  Pennington, 

Department  Secretary  Woman's  Relief  Corps. 
Dear  Madam: 

In  compliance  with  Rules  and  Regulations,  T  have  the  honor  to 
submit  to  you  and  the  Thirty-ninth  Department  Convention  my  report 
as  Chairman  of  the  Tablet  Committee. 

As  Chairman  of  this  Committee  foi  placing  a  Tablet  inscribed 
with  '"Lincoln's  Gettysburg  Address"  for  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps 
of  Colorado  as  voted  by  the  Thirty-eighth  Department  Convention.  A 
number  of  firms  were  interviewed,  and  sketches  by  The  Sache  Lawler 
Co.,  Inc.,  were  submitted  to  the  Committee  and  favorably  considered, 
but  no  definite  action  could  be  taken  before  permission  to  place  the 
Tablet  in  the  State  House  was  obtained.  This  proved  to  be  a  greater 
task  than  we  had  anticipated.*  Early  in  January  the  Committee  ar- 
ranged an  interview  with  Mr.  James  Williams,  Chairman  of  tin5 
Board  of  Capitol  Managers,  who,  after  consultation,  with  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  decided  it  was  not  within  their  province  to  grant 
the  desired  permission,  but  thought  so  favorable  of  the  Resolution  as 
submitted,  that  they  advised  an  appeal  to  the  Legislature,  then  in  ses- 
sion, by  a  joint  resolution  to  be  introduced  simultaneously  in  both 
Houses. 

After  careful  consideration  as  to  who  would  be  the  proper  person 
to  foster  and  introduce  this  Resolution,  we  decided  that  no  one  was 
better  fitted  and  more  capable  and  influential  than  Senator  Hugh  R. 
Steele.  Accordingly,  the  Senator,  in  a  speech,  that  was  characterized 
as  one  of  the  most  eloquent  and  brilliant  patriotic  addresses  ever  de- 
livered in  the  halls  of  the  State  Legislature  and  in  which  he  paid  a 
high  tribute  to  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  and  its  patriotic  work,  in- 
troduced the  following  Resolution  which  was  unanimously  adopted: 

SENATE  JOINT  RESOLUTION 
(By  Senator  Steele  and  Mr.  Rhoads) 
WHEREAS,  The  Ladies  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  for  the 
State  of  Colorado,  and  Auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
through  their  Committee,  composed  of  Mis.  Elizabeth  M.  Bucky,  Mrs. 
Mary  L.  Carr,  and  Mrs.  Eloise  S.  Lehow,  have  tendered  a  bronze  Tab- 
let to  the  State  of  Colorado  having  inscribed  thereon  Lincoln's  Gettys- 
burg Speech.  Said  Tablet  to  be  placed  in  the  Capitol  Building  at  a 
spot  selected  by  the  Board  of  Capitol  Managers,  therefore, 
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BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  SENATE  of  the  Twenty-fourth  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  State  of  Colorado,  the  House  of  Representatives 
concurring; 

That  said  bronze  Tablet  inscribed  with  the  Gettysburg  Address  of 
President  Lincoln,  which  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  offers  to  present 
to  the  State  of  Colorado  shall  be  accepted  and  placed  in  the  Capitol 
Building  in  such  place  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Board  of  Capitol 
Managers  may  determine.

Representative  Halsey  M.  Rhoads  performing  a  similar  service  in 
the  lower  House  for  which  the  Committee  gratefully  acknowledge 
their  appreciation. 

The  following  article  appeared  in  one  of  the  Denver  papers: 
"At  the  morning  session,  the  Senate  was  moved  to  enthusiastic  ap- 
plause by  a  Patriotic  speech  delivered  by  Senator  Hugh  R.  Steele,  in 
speaking  for  a  joint  Resolution  submitted  by  him  and  Representative 
Halsey  M.  Rhoads,  both  of  Denver,  authorizing  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  to  place  in  the  State  House  a  bronze  Tablet  containing  the 
Lincoln's  Gettysburg  Address.  Senator  Steele  said  that  such  a  Tab- 
let would  be  appropriate. 

The  Woman's  Relief  Corps  was  founded  in  a  building  on  Four- 
teenth Street  across  from  the  City  Hall,  a  Tablet  on  that  building  at- 
testing this  fact.  Senator  Steele's  remarks  were  a  Tribute  to  Loyalty, 
of  the  State  and  Nation.  As  to  what  has  been  declared  the  greatest 
Patriotic  Address  delivered  by  an  American  in  this  age,  the  Resolu- 
tion was  unanimously  adopted." 

The  next  step  was  to  secure  a  suitable  location  for  placing  this 
Tablet.  An  appointment  was  made  with  his  Excellency  Governor 
Sweet,  the  Board  of  Capitol  Managers,  Senator  Steele,  and  Mr.  Mer- 
rick, Custodian  of  the  Building,  and  a  location  secured  at  the  west 
side  of  the  building  on  one  of  the  granite  pillars  that  guard  the  en- 
trance.    This  location  being  first  choice  of  the  Committee. 

Having  the  location  assigned  and  being  able  to  furnish  accurate 
dimensions  for  said  Tablet  we  again  conferred  with  The  Sache  Lawler 
Company,  Inc.,  who  submitted  us  a  sketch  of  the  original  Tablet  as  it 
will  appear  when  finished,  this  was  approved  by  the  Committee  and 
in  turn  submitted  to  Mr.  Merrick  and  the  Capitol  Board  of  Managers 
who  approved  the  same. 

The  Tablet  has  been  ordered  according  to  sketch,  at  a  cost  of 
$235.00  and  $15.00  for  erecting,  making  a  total  of  $250.00  From  two 
to  three  months  will  be  required  for  the  making  and  erecting  of  this 
Tablet.     The  unveiling  will  be  arranged  for  as  soon  as  erected. 

The  Committee  corresponded  with  the  Department  President, 
stating  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  secure  a  Tablet  that  would  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  Board  of  Capitol  Managers  at  a  cost  of  $200, 
she  in  turn  advised  the  Committee  to  place  a  Tablet  that  would  be  a 
credit  to  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  even  though  a  small  additional 
cost  was  necessary. 

It  should  be  very  gratifying  to  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  to  know 
that  this  is  the  first  request  of  this  nature  ever  to  be  granted  and 
will  be  the  first  Tablet  to  be  erected  in  the  State  House. 
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The  thanks  of  the  Com.mil  ire  are  due;  and  gratefully  given  Lo  tin 
Governor  and  members  of  the  Hoard  of  Capitol  Managers,  and  Mr. 
Merrick  for  their  kindly  interest  and  courtesy". 

Especially   our  thanks  are  due  to  Senator  Steele,  who  twice  li-i'i 
his  sick  room  to  the  hazard  of  his  health  to  forward  our  undertaking.

Answer — The  newspapers  want  actual  facts,  the  work  of  the 
Corps,  just  what  the  Corps  is  doing  and  accomplishing,  not  who  was 
present  or  who  was  absent.

Due  consideration  has  been  given  by  the  Committee  on  the  Presi- 
dent's Address  and  find  that  the  duties  as  summarized  in  the  report 
have  been  faithfully  performed  and  the  wo'k  of  the  Order  has  been 
ably  conducted  as  evidenced  by  the  good  standing  and  the  increase  of 
membership  and  that  every  Corps  is  on  the  roll  and  in  line  of  duty. 

We  note  the  visitations  to  the  far  away  Corps,  on  the  extreme 
boundaries  of  this  great  Department  and  commend  the  same.  Official 
visits  to  these  isolated  Corps  are  helpful  and  encouraging  to  the  mem- 
bers and  tend  to  increase  the  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Order. 

We  find  the  welfare  of  the  Grand  Army  has  been  carefully  consid- 
ered and  the  warm  relationship  which  has  always  existed  be  ween  this 
grand  organization  and  its  Auxiliary  still  continues  in  this  Depart- 
ment.

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Three  special  cars  were  chartered  by  the  (hand  Army  to  accom- 
modate the  delegation  of  122  from  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  leaving 
Denver  Saturday  morning,  September  28. 

Our  Department  President,  Fannie  B.  Whipp,  Department  Com- 
mander Capps  and  wife,  Senior  Vice-Communder,  A.  W.  I  logic  and 
wife,  Assistant  Adjutant  General,  W.  11.  Com  stock,  and  Past  Com- 
mander, Marshall  H.  Crawford  occupied  reservations  in  Car  A. 

Sunday  morning  President  Whipp  and  Commander  Capps  ar- 
ranged devotional  exercises  in  Car  A,  the  members  from  the  other 
cars  being  invited  to  tihe  services.  Commander  Capps  requested  Com- 
rade Comstock  to  lead  in  prayer.  Department  Senior  Vice-President, 
Anna  S.  Hogle  led  the  singing,  all  joining  in  several  beautiful  hymns. 
Commander  Capps  read  a  chapter  from  Isaiah  and  closed  the  service 
by  requesting  all  to  sing  "America." 

Our  train  was  delayed  more  than  six  hours  and  we  arrived  in  Des 
Moines  late  Sunday  afternoon.  We  were  welcomed  ai  the  depot  by 
committees  of  citizens  who  escorted  the  members  to  automobiles  and 
rushed  them  to  the  Court  House  to  register  and  receive  assignment  to 
rooms  or  hotels.  Those  having  reservations  were  escorted  directly  to 
the  hotel. 

Monday  morning  was  given  over  to  meeting  old  friends  and  get- 
ting acquainted  with  new  ones.  The  National  Woman's  Relief  Corps 
Headquarters  were  in  the  Hotel  Fort  Des  Moines,  where  the  Depart- 
ment of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  was  also  located.  Monday  evening 
was  the  semi-official  meeting  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  and  allied  organizations,  held  in  the  Coliseum, 
the  addresses  of  welcome  being  given  by  tihe  Governor  for  the  State  of 
Iowa  and  the  Mayor  for  the  City  of  Des  Moines. 

Commander-in-Chief  Pilcher  was  the  orator  of  the  evening  and 
was  followed  by  National  President,  Agnes  H.  Parker,  who  was  en- 
thusiastically received  by  the  vast  crowd.  The  musical  program  was 
under  the  direction  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  Glee  Club  and  was 
especially  fine. 

At  2:30  p.  m.  at  the  State  Capitol  grounds  four  oak  trees  wen; 
planted  and  were  dedicated  as  living  memorials  to  President  Lincoln, 
General  Grant,  Sherman,  and  Sheridan;  National  Patriotic  Instructor 
Marie  L.  Basham  presiding  at  the  exercises.  The  Military  Flag  Drill 
by  Kinsnen  Woman's  Relief  Corps  and  a  musical  by  members  of  the 
two  Corps  of  Des  Moines  was  one  of  the  most  enjoyable  features  of  the 
entertainment.  At  three  p.  m.  we  were  tendered  a  Garden  Party  upon 
the  beautiful  grounds  surrounding  the  mansion  of  Mr.  Clyde  L.  Her- 
rings. There  was  classic  dancing,  Flag  Drill,  a  concert  by  the  Fort 
Des  Moines  Band  and  refreshments  served  in  tihe  sunken  gardens. 
Thousands  attended  and  enjoyed  the  party,  citizens  transporting  tin; 
guests  to  and  from  in  machines.  At  eight  p.  m.  a  reception  was 
tendered  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  National  President  in  the  State 
Capitol.  At  ten  p.  m.  there  was  a  Fireworks  display  upon  the  Capitol 
Grounds. 

Ten  o'clock  Wednesday  morning  was  the  hour  set  for  the  parade. 
It  was  a  wonderful  sight,  for  17,000  of  our  Union  veterans  are  still 
able  to  gather  at  the  annual  encampjment  and  enjoy  the  pleasure  of 
again  meeting  their  comrades.  Wednesday  afternoon,  at  two  o'clock 
our  convention  was  called  to  order  by  National  President  Agnes  II. 
Parker  and  was  open  to  the  public  during  the  address  of  the  President, 
Flag   presentation,   and   Memorial    Services. 

Thursday  morning  the  convention  opened  with  the  Church  crowd- 
ed to  the  limit  The  invocation  was  given  by  National  Chaplain, 
Eunice  Munger  and  after  the  Flag  Salute  the  audience  sang  America. 
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The  President  then  introduced  the  Past  National  Presidents  who  were 
present — our  own  Mary  L.  Carr  was  the  second  oldest  in  point  ol  ser- 
vice— and  then  introduced  the  other  Past  National  oilictjs  who  were 
present  and  the  staff  of  President  Parker.  At  noon  an  elaborate 
luncheon  was  served  in  the  Guild  room  of  the  Church  by  the  ladies  of 
Des  Moines  Corps  and  was  enjoyed  by  all,  a  rising  vote  of  thanks 
being  tendered  the  ladies.  A  beautiful  sterling  spoon  was  presented 
each  voting  member  of  the  convention.  Thursday  afternoon  the  meet- 
ing opened  in  usual  form  after  which  Mrs.  Margaret  Bennett,  Depart- 
ment President  of  Pennsylvania,  sang  a  solo.  Election  of  officers 
then  followed.  Mrs.  Marie  L.  Basha.ni,  of  Iowa,  was  elected  National 
President.  Mrs.  Julia  E.  Killam,  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  was  nomi- 
nated by  our  Past  National  President,  Mary  I,.  Carr  and  was  unan- 
imously elected  Senior  Vice-President.  As  there  were  two  candidates 
for  Junior  Vice-  President  several  ballots  were  required.  During  the 
interim  Commander-in-Chief  Pilcher  and  Mrs.  Pilcher,  Colonel  John 
Clem  and  Senator  Bursum  were  introduced.  Senator  Bursum  spoke  of 
the  bill  for  the  increase  of  pensions  and  assured  the  members  of  his 
confidence  of  its  passage  by  the  House  of  Representatives.  Mrs.  Dur- 
yea  of  the  Near  East  Relief  Committee  spoke  ol  her  work  in  that  field 
and  of  the  250,0.00  needy  children.  She  was  later  informed  that  the 
personal  contributions  of  the  W  oilman's  Relief  Corps  had  netted  $2000 
for  the  Near  East  Relief  and  was  presented  with  a  check  for  that 
amount. 

On  Friday  morning  Mrs.  Bennett  again  favored  us  with  a  solo — 
"Barbara  Fritchie."  Mrs.  Mary  L.  Carr,  of  Colorado  and  Mrs.  Emma  A. 
Aldrich,  of  Kansas,  the  two  living  charter  members  of  the  National 
organization  were  introduced  and  each  was  presented  with  a  basket 
of  beautiful  flowers.  Mrs.  Marie  D.  Basham  was  escorted  to  the  plat- 
fotrm  and  presented  with  roses  by  her  Corps  President.  Her  drill 
team  then  entered  the  church  and  filed  past  Mrs.  Basham,  each  one 
placing  roses  upon  her  biea't  and  shoulders  until  she  was  literally  cov- 
ered. It  was  a  beautiful  tribute  to  a  beloved  member.  Commander- 
in-Chief  Willets  and  Past  Commander  Pilches  were  present  and  en- 
joyed the  pretty  scene. 

A  question  as  to  whether  or  not  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  should 
have  printed  upon  the  letterheads  of  National  Officers,  "affiliated  with 
the  National  Council  of  Women"  caused  spirited  discussion  and  was 
voted  down. 

It  was  decided  that  each  department  be  requested  to  plant  a  tree 
ini  memory  of  our  late  member,  Clara  Barton.  About  7:30  p.  m.  In- 
stalling Officer  Inez  J.  Bender  was  received  ami  proceeded  at  once 
with  installation  of  officers,  Mrs.  Pauley  acting  as  Conductor  and  Mrs. 
Boge  as  Chaplain.  It  was  my  pleasure,  also  an  lienor,  to  escort  Mis. 
Killam,  our  National  Senior  Vice-President,  to  the  platform.  The 
President  took  occasion  to  speak  of  the  splendid  work  accomplished 
by  Mrs.  Killam  at  Fitzsimmmns  Hospital.  Mrs.  Parker  received  many 
beautiful  presents,  one  a  tray  made  by  a  patient  in  Fitzsimmous  Hos- 
pital. After  the  installation  of  the  National  Officers  the  Convention 
closed,  to  meet  in  Milwaukee  in  1923.  The  audience  sang  "God  be 
With  You  Until  We  Meet  Again."  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  our 
Department  for  electing  me  as  Delegate  -at- Large  and  I  consider  it  a 
great  honor  to  so  represent  our  Department.

2597.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  display  any  Flag  upon  any  state  or 
municipal  buildings  in  this  state,  except  the  Flag  of  the  United  States; 
Provided,  however,  that  whenever  any  foreigners  shall  become  the 
guest  of  the  United  States  or  the  State  of  Colorado,  or  of  any  city  of 
this  state,  or  upon  the  occasion  of  the  visit  of  any  foreign,  minister, 
envoy  or  ambassador  in  his  official  capacity,  the  Flag  of  the  country 
of  which  such  person  shall  be  a  citizen  may  be  displayed  upon  such 
public  buildings;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  display  the  Flag  of  any 
anarchistic  society  upon  any  public  or  private  building  or  in  any 
street  procession  or  parade  within  the  Stale  of  Colorado.

In  halt- 
masting  the  Flag,  it  should  be  raised  to  the  top  of  the  masl  first,  then 
lowered  to  distance  corresponding  to  the  width  of  the  Flag. 

III.  Men  should  uncover,  and  aiise  if  silting. 

IV.  We  are  instructed  to  always  stand  at  attention  in  giving 
salute,  the  hands  at   the  .side  in  straight  lines. 

V.  When  "The  Star  Spangled  Banner"  is  played  or  sung,  all 
should  rise,  and  stand  at  attention  until  the  end.  It  should  never  be 
played  as  a  part  of  a  medley  or  an  evil   niaich. 

VI.  The  Flag  should  always  be  arranged  to  hang  in  straight 
lines;  drapery  may  he  effected  with  strips  of  red,  white  and  blue 
bur: ting,  never  with  the  Flag. 

VII.  If  hung  lengthwise  the  blue  held  should  be  at  the  right  as 
one  face  s  it. 

If  hung  as  it  Hies  from  an  up.ii.gh1  pole,  the  blue  held  is  at   the  left. 

VIII.  The  Flag    hung  with    the    blue     field     down    \-    the    sign    of 

d  stress. 

IX.  The  Church  Pennant ,  a  blue  cross  on  a  white  ground,  is  the 
only  Flag  which  may  be  "raised  above  the  Stars  and  Stripes. 

X.  The  American  Flag  should  be  at  the  right  when  crossing  the 
Hag  of  another  nation;  also  til  the  right  when  canied  in  a  parade  with 
an  alien  Flag. 

XI.  In  handling  the  Flag  it  should  not  be  allowed  to  touch  the 
ground,  and  never  allowed  to  lit1  upon  the  ground  as  means  of  decora- 
tion,"—nor  should  it  be  laid  Hal    with  anything  placed  upon   it. 

XII.  When  a  Flag  becomes  old  or  soiled  from  use,  it  should  be 
decently  burned. 

XIII.  The  statutes  of  the  United  States  forbid  tin-  use  of  the  Flag 
in  registered  t  ade-maiks. 

XIV.  The  Flag  should  never  be  placed  below  a   person   sitting. 
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STORY  OF  THE  AMERICAN  CREED 
It  was  Henry  S.  Chapin  who  originated  the  idea  of  hiving  special 
stress  upon  the  duties  amd  obligations  of  citzens'hip  in  the  form  of  a 
National  Creed.  In  1916-1917  a  contest,  open  to  all  Americans,  was 
inaugurated  in  the  press  through  the  country  to  secure  the  best  sum- 
mary of  the  political  faith  of  America.  The  contest  was  informally 
approved  by  the  President  of  the  United  States. 

The  winner  of  the  contest  and  the  author  of  the  Creed  selected 
proved  to  be  William  Tyler  Page  of  Friendship  Heights,  Maryland,  a 
descendant  of  President  Tyler  and  also  of  Carter  Braxton,  one  of  the 
signers  of  the  Declaration  ol  Independence. 

From  the  Congressional   Record 

The  complete  proceedings  in  regard  to  the  official  acceptance  of 
THE  AMERICAN'S  CREED  may  be  found  in  the  Congressional  Rec- 
ord, No.  102,  April  13,  1918,  from  which  is  taken  the  following  explana- 
tion of  the  doctrinal  origin  of  THE  CREED: 

"The  United  States  of  America" — Preamble  Constitution  of  the 
United  States. 

"A  government  of  the  people,  by  the  people,  for  the  people" —

"A  democracy  in  a  republic" — James  Madison  in  the  Federalist, 
No.  10;  Article  X  of  the  Amendments  to  Constitution. 

"A  sovereign  Nation  of  imany  sovereign  States — 'E  pluribus 
unum,'  "  a  great  seal  of  the  United  States;  Article  IV  ol  the  Consti- 
tution. 

"A  perfect  Union"-— Preamble  to  the  Constitution.  "One  and  in- 
separable"--Webster's  speech  in  the  Senate,  January  26,  1830. 

"Established  upon  those  principles  ol  freedom,  equality,  justice, 
and  humanity  for  which  American  patriots  sacrificed  their  lives  and 
fortunes" — Declaration  of  Independence. 

"I  therefore  believe  it  is  my  duty  to  my  country  to  love  it" — In 
substance  from  Edward  Everett  Hale's  "The  Man  Without  a  Country."

10.  That  a  General  Order  containing  the  address  of  the  Depart- 
ment Chaplain  be  sent  to  all  Corps  Chaplains. 

11.  That  Corps  sending  for  supplies  shall  not  include  postage  in 
the  footings,  as  the  requisitions  and  books  must  agree,  and  postage 
not  being  supplies,  cannot  be  entered  on  the  books  of  the  Department 
Treasurer.
